R  E  P  O  R  T  . 


In  presenting  to  our  fellow-citizens  of  Saugus  the 
Annual  School  Report  for  the  year  ending  February, 
1865,  we  cheerfully  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  laws  of  our  ancient  Commonwealth. 

Our  board  has  not  been  so  fortunate  in  experi- 
enced members  as  perhaps  in  some  former  years. 
Our  chairman,  Mr.  Wilbur  F.  Newhall,  was  obliged 
to  resign  on  account  of  continued  ill  health,  conse- 
quently we  have  lost  his  valuable  aid  during  most  of 
the  year. 

THE    CONDITION    OF    THE    SCHOOLS. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  schools,  from  the 
commencement  of  the  school  year,  have  been  in  a 
prosperous  condition  without  an  exception.  Any 
comparison  of  the  schools  in  town,  one  with  the  other, 
when  all  have  endeavored  to  do  so  well,  would  be 
out  of  place,  but  we  venture  the  remark  that  in  point 
of  improvement  in  discipline  and  scholarship,  the 
present  year  will  compare  favorably  with  any  pre- 
vious year  ;  still  there  is  room  for  improvement  — 
we  say  it  encouragingly.     This  is  a  field  of  effort  in 


which  all  can  labor,  and  with  profit,  too.  We  do  not 
expact  perfection,  yet  would  have  all  aim  high. 

The  scholar,  the  parents,  the  teacher  and  the  com- 
mittee men  have  responsible  duties  to  perform,  in  or- 
der that  the  schools  may  be  the  very  best,  and  each 
one  must  perform  that  duty  for  himself,  and  not  for 
another,  faithfully,  according  to  the  best  of  his  abil- 
ity. The  responsibility  is,  we  had  almost  said,  fear- 
ful, but  the  reward  will  be  glorious. 

An  united,  comprehensive  and  continuous  effort, 
on  the  part  of  all,  is  solemnly  required  at  our  hands. 
A  high  tone  of  morality  must  be  encouraged,  and 
severe  discipline  must  be  maintained  in  order  to  se- 
cure the  best  good  of  each  individual  scholar.  And 
parents,  teachers  and  scholars  will  remember  that  se- 
vere discipline  in  good  morals,  and  habits  of  industry 
and  punctuality  at  home  and  at  school,  are  for  the 
good  of  all,  indeed,  for  the  ease  and  comfort  of  all. 

THE    OBJECT    OF    EDUCATION. 

No  system  of  education  is  perfect  which  has  not 
for  its  object  the  training  of  all  the  faculties,  moral 
and  physical,  as  well  as  the  intellectual.  The  mus- 
cles should  be  developed  by  healthful  exercise,  while 
the  body  is  subjected  to  the  mind,  and  the  mind  to 
the  moral  nature,  yet  all  in  harmony,  in  order  to  re- 
alize the  highest  type  of  manhood.  A  sound  mind  in 
a  sound  body,  controlled  by  an  enlightened  con- 
science. 

THOROUGHNESS    SHOUED    BE    ENCOURAGED. 

While  the  process  of  education  may  be  said  to  be 


commensurate  with  our  earthly  existence,  it  is  not 
always,  if  ever,  conducted  in  the  best  possible  man- 
ner. Men  are  always  being  educated,  but  too  often 
in  a  manner  so  heedless  as  to  be  of  little  real  advan- 
tage to  themselves  or  any  one  else. 

A  fact  thoroughly  learned  is  alone  fruitful  of  good 
results.  There  is  a  great  difference  between  task 
learning,  or  the  indolent  reception  of  knowledge 
without  labor,  or  with  just  so  much  labor  as  will  en- 
able one  to  recite  a  lesson  passably  well,  and  that 
effort  of  the  mind,  which  is  always  necessary  in  or- 
der to  secure  an  important  truth  and  make  it  fully 
our  own,  which  we  call  study. 

One  fact  fixed  in  the  mind  is  worth  ten  thousand 
facts  loosly  floating  over  it.  The  one  strengthens 
while  the  other  weakens  and  confuses  the  mind.  A 
mere  smattering  of  science  picked  up  a  little  here,  a 
little  there,  a  little  more  no  one  knows  where,  in  any 
man's  field,  as  a  pigeon  picks  up  peas,  may  make  one 
pedantic,  but  will  never  make  one  learned  or  wise. 
The  exhaustive  system  is  of  all  others  to  be  preferred. 
A  thing  worth  learning  is  worth  learning  well.  The 
first  aim  of  a  teacher  should  be  to  fix  in  the  mind 
of  a  scholar  the  importance  of  thorough  self-dis- 
cipline, the  habit  of  deep,  patient,  systematic  re- 
search of  thinking  and  reasoning  accurately,  and  of 
concentrating  thought,  of  applying  and  suspending 
thought  at  will :  thus  to  strengthen  the  mind  and  en- 
able one  to  think  a  subject  through  and  through. 

The  first  step  in  this  direction  should  be  taken  as 
early  as  possible ;  and  the  motto  of  every  scholar 
should  be,  not  how  far,  but  how  well.     Thus  alone 


can 
ac 


o 

,n  the  past  be   made  secure,  and  more  knowledge 
:quired  from  day  to  day  than  is  forgotten. 

DRILL. 

There  has  been  introduced  into  our  schools  during 
the  past  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  think,  a  system  of 
weekly  comprehensive  reviews,  and  with  excellent 
results,  thereby  keeping  constantly  before  the  mind 
of  the  scholar,  the  frame  work,  or  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  the  science  being  taught.  We  have  thought 
that  in  this  way,  better  than  any  other,  what  we  have 
called  fragments,  might  be  gathered  up  and  nothing 
lost. 

BOOKS. 

We  have  introduced  no  change  in  text-books  dur- 
ing the  year,  for  the  reason  that  we  have  found,  on 
careful  examination  and  comparison  of  the  old  with 
the  new,  that  those  now  in  use  are  equal  to  the  best, 
and,  in  some  respects,  superior  to  any  others,  in  the 
market. 

The  Readers  in  point  of  mechanical  execution 
might  be  improved.  The  type  is  small,  and  the  pa- 
per poor,  but  we  could  not  recommend  the  banish- 
ment of  old  friends  with  familiar  faces,  for  a  mere 
fault  in  dress. 

TEACHERS. 

All  of  our  schools,  nine  in  number,  have  been 
taught  by  eleven  different  female  teachers  ;  and  while 
our  country  is  engaged  in  a  war  of  such  magnitude, 
demanding  the  strength  of  muscle  and  brain  of  every 
male  citizen,  either  in  the  industrial  or  military  ser- 
vice, and  while  wre  can  secure  the  labors  of  such  com- 


petent  female  teachers,  we  ought  not  to  think  of 
employing  male  teachers.  Indeed,  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  find  an  equal  number  of  better  teachers,  either 
male  or  female,  for  our  small  village  schools.  One 
star  is  said  to  differ  from  another  in  glory,  yet  all 
seem  to  shine  with  a  pure  and  steady  light,  adorning 
not  only  the  intellectual  but  also  the  moral  and 
social  walks  of  life. 

Their  wages  have  been  liberal,  but  we  are  satisfied 
that  each  has  endeavored  to  earn  her  share  of  the 
generous  appropriation  of  the  town  for  school  pur- 
poses, and  to  have  been  actuated  by  higher  motives 
than  the  consideration  of  pecuniary  reward. 

We  give  a  decided  preference  to  the  employment 
of  female  teachers  in  our  small  schools  in  times  like 
these,  but  we  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
the  good  people  of  Saugus  will  deem  it  necessary  to 
establish,  if  not  a  High  school,  at  least  a  higher  grade 
of  Grammar  school  in  which  should  be  employed  a 
male  teacher  of  liberal  education. 

HOME    INFLUENCE. 

We  cannot  over  estimate  the  importance  of  well 
directed  home  influence  upon  the  success  of  our 
schools.  The  subtle,  strong  tie  of  sympathy  which 
links  the  hearts  of  parents  and  children  like  an  elec- 
tric cord,  affords  a  ready  means  by  which  the  slightest 
prejudice  may  be  communicated,  and  no  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher  can  be  successful  without  their 
hearty  co-operation.  We  may  look  in  vain  for  im- 
provement in  the  youth  who  does  not  receive  the 
sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the  home  circle  — 
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those  "  words  of  wisdom  fitly  spoken  which  are  like 
apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver."  Especially  the 
influence  of  mothers  should  not  be  neglected  or  for- 
gotten, for  on  them  more  than  any  other  depends  the 
well-doing  and  happiness,  or  the  error  and  grief,  not 
only  of  childhood  alone,  but  of  the  far  more  danger- 
ous period  of  youth.  Many  men  whose  names  are 
written  in  letters  of  living  light  have  owed  their  suc- 
cess in  life  to  this  influence. 

The  Spartan  matron  taught  the  world  the  troth, 
"  That  martial  spirits  must  be  made  in  youth  ; 
Hence,  when  her  sons  marched  to  the  tented  field  ; 
Bring  back  or  be  borne  back  upon  your  shield, 
Was  the  last  farewell,  the  soul  nerve-steeling  speech, 
That  last  of  all  their  cars  were  wont  to  reach. 
Our  country  owed  to  her  our  Washington, 
Who  bore,  and  bred,  and  martialed  such  a  son." 

ABSENTEEISM    AND    TARDINESS. 

Parents  are  apt  to  feel  that  when  they  have  pro- 
vided splendid  school-houses  —  cool  in  summer  and 
warm  in  winter  —  good  teachers,  a  good  committee, 
to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  school,  and  voted  to 
tax  themselves  liberally  for  books  and  wages  of  teach- 
ers, sent  their  children  to  school  such  a  part  of  the 
time  as  is  perfectly  convenient,  that  they  have  per- 
formed their  whole  duty.  We  say  that  when  they 
have  done  all  this,  and  more,  their  duty  has  just  com- 
menced. A  parent  who  stops  here  is  as  injudicious 
as  he  who  gives  his  child  of  tender  years  a  sum  of 
money  and  directs  him  therewith  to  educate  himself. 
Childhood  knows  not  how  to  value  rightly  the  good 
before  it,  and  is  slow  to  learn  either  the  value  of  time 


or  money.  Children  should  be  daily  led  and  taught 
to  drink  deeply  and  to  love  to  linger  around  the  foun- 
tains of  learning. 

We  talk  of  forty  weeks'  schooling  in  Saugus  :  why, 
when  tardiness  and  absenteeism  is  properly  consid- 
ered, and  their  influence  truly  estimated,  we  have 
never  had  more  than  twenty-five  or  thirty  weeks'  as 
an  average  for  all. 

Eighty  to  eighty-five  scholars  in  town,  on  an  aver- 
age, have  been  absent  from  school  during  the  last 
three  years.  If  we  expend  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars, more  or  less,  for  schools,  why  not  have  our 
money's  worth  in  this  as  in  everything  else.  But  mis- 
spent money  and  time  are  trifles  compared  to  other 
evils.  If  our  children  are  not  found  in  our  excellent 
schools,  they  are  apt  to  be  found  at  rival  institutions 
where  habits  of  idleness  and  vice  are  taught  with  too 
much  success.

WARD  ONE  — NORTH  SAUGUS. 

MIXED    SCHOOL. 

Frances  Munroe,  Teacher. 
This  school,  by  the  faithful  and  thorough  labors  of 
Miss  Munroe,  has  become  one  of  the  best  schools  in 
our  town.  In  point  of  discipline  and  good  order  it 
is  second  to  none.  The  teacher  has  done  all  the  Com- 
mittee could  hope  or  expect,  and  the  scholars  have 
succeeded  nobly  in  their  studies 

WARD  TWO  — SAUGUS  CENTRE. 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

Clara  E.  Prescott,  Teacher. 
This  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Fairbanks  through 
the  spring  term,  after  which  Miss  Prescott  took  charge 
of  it  through  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  During  the 
year  some  of  the  best  scholars  left  the  school,  some 
moving  out  of  town,  others  to  attend  private  schools. 
Notwithstanding  all  this  (and  even  the  panic  just  at 
the  close  of  the  school)  the  examination  passed  off 
finely,  though  the  numbers  of  the  school  dwindled 
from  forty  to  about  twenty  scholars.  The  teacher, 
not  being  discouraged,  displayed  great  generalship  in 
rallying  her  scattered  forces,  and  for  three  hours,  with 
about  twenty-three  scholars,  succeeded  in  holding  the 
attention  of  the  parents  and  visitors. 
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INTERMEDIATE    SCHOOL. 

Mary  E.  Trow,  Teacher. 
This  is  one  of  the  prettiest  schools  in  town,  the 
scholars  all  being  so  near  of  an  age  and  size.  Com- 
ing from  the  Primary  school,  instructed  in  the  first 
principles,  they  are  prepared  to  enter  more  fully  those 
studies  which  fit  them  for  the  Grammar  school.  Miss 
Trow  seems  just  fitted  for  this  school,  as  a  cord  of 
love  seems  to  bind  the  hearts  of  the  scholars  to  the 
teacher  and  teacher  to  the  scholars.  At  the  examina- 
tion the  exercises  were  excellent  and  singing  very 
fine. 

PRIMARY    SCHOOL. 

Esther  A.  Parker,  Teacher. 
This  school  is  the  largest  in  town,  and  the  teacher 
has  taken  great  pains  with  it  and  has  been  very  faith- 
ful in  the  discharge  of  her  duties.  To  take  young 
children  when  they  first  enter  school  and  keep  them 
comfortable  while  in  school,  and  instruct  them  in  the 
first  principles  of  education,  requires  no  little  pa- 
tience and  love  for  the  work.  Great  credit  is  due 
Miss  Parker  for  the  success  which  has  attended  her 
labors  in  this  school. 

WARD  THREE  —  CLIFTONDALE. 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

Rebecca  Richardson,  Teacher  for  spring  and  sum- 
mer term,  succeeded  by  Mary  Danforth  for  the  win- 
ter term. 

This  school  is  not  large,  but  in  most  of  its  studies 
the  scholars  appear  very  well.  It  suffered  some- 
what from   change   of  teachers.      Miss  Richardson, 
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being  experienced,  has  taught  with  great  success,  and 
your  Committee  were  sorry  to  lose  her  as  a  teacher 
from  our  town ;  but  her  place  was  very  well  filled  in 
the  person  of  Miss  Danforth,  who,  though  somewhat 
inexperienced  in  teaching,  gave  evidence  of  a  fine  in- 
tellect and  thorough  education,  who  needs  practice 
only  to  make  her  one  of  the  most  successful  teachers. 

PRIMARY    SCHOOL. 

Helen  M.  Newhall,  Teacher. 
This  school  though  small  in  number,  comparative- 
ly, is  a  very  interesting  school,  and  passed  a  pleasing 
examination  and  gave  credit  to  the  teacher  and 
scholars.  —  this  being  the  first  effort  of  Miss  Xewhall 
in  teaching.  The  Committee  arc  pleased  with  the 
success  which  has  attended  her  labors  and  glad  that 
we  are  reaping  some  of  the  benefits  of  our  schools,  by 
seeing  graduates  become  qualified  to  successfully 
teach. 

WARD  FOUR  — EAST  SAUGUS. 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

Sophronia  Lane,  Teacher. 
This  school  has  made  marked  improvement,  the 
past  year,  and  showed,  at  the  close,  what  a  grammar 
school,  composed  of  large  boys  and  girls,  can  be  made 
to  do  by  a  prompt  and  energetic  teacher.  Miss  Lane 
has  evidently  done  as  much  for  this  school  as  any 
teacher  we  have  had  for  many  years.  This  was  seen 
from  the  good  behavior,  from  the  commencement,  and 
by  the  promptness  with  which  they  recited,  and  thor- 
oughness in  all  their  lessons. 
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Order  is  Heaven's  first  law.  Without  order  and 
obedience  in  a  school,  we  look  in  vain  for  success. 
The  examination  was  good,  and  all  the  exercises 
pleasing  "  Not  how  far,  but  how  well,"  is  one  of  the 
mottoes  of  this  school,  and  your  Committee  think  that 
the  teacher  has  been  faithful  to  the  motto. 

PRIMARY    SCHOOL. 

Eliza  A.  Mansfield,  Teacher. 
This  school  is  not  excelled  by  any  Primary  school 
we  have  ever  seen.  The  fact  that  Miss  Mansfield  has 
been  retained  as  teacher  nearly  sixteen  years  is  all 
that  need  be  said.  Nearly  all  the  youth  in  East  Sau- 
gus  village,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty 
years,  have  received  their  first  school  instruction  from 
her,  and  if  "  practice  makes  perfect,"  then  your  Com- 
mittee think,  that  perfection  has  been  nearly  reached 
in  this  school. 

WARD  EIVE  — OAKLAND  VALE. 

Mrs.  Sewall  Boardman,  Teacher. 

Mrs.  Boardman  is  one  of  our  best  teachers,  and  the 
school  has  prospered  and  advanced  in  its  studies. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  number  since  the 
opening  of  the  school.  Mrs.  B.  is  one  of  those 
teachers  that  scholars  look  to  for  council  and  in- 
struction. The  school  is  doing  well,  and  we  hope 
it  will  long  remain  under  her  care.  The  examin- 
ation was  good  in  every  respect.

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ANNUAL    REPORT. 


We  have,  during  the  past  year,  attended  .to  the 
usual  duties  assigned  to  us,  and  cheerfully  present  to 
our  fellow-citizens  of  Saugus  the  Annual  School  Re- 
port for  the  year  ending  February  28th,  1869. 

Our  duties  have  chiefly  consisted  in  the  superin- 
tending of  the  nine  public  schools  in  town  which  we 
are  glad  to  report  in  at  least  as  good  condition  as  ever 
before.  In  saying  this  we  know  how  much  encour- 
agement we  express,  and  we  intend  all  we  say. 

The  order  and  discipline  —  things  of  such  vital  im- 
portance, and  without  which  even  moderate  success 
is   so   impossible — have    continued   entirely  satisfac 
tory — mild,  but  efficient. 

We  attribute  this  pleasing  feature  mainly  to  well 
directed  home  influence  co-operating  with  that  of  the 
teacher  upon  the  growing  self-respect  of  our  intelli- 
gent youth,  who  more  and  more  readily  understand 
that  it  is  better  and  wiser  to  become,  as  it  were,  a  law 
unto  themselves,  than  to  defy  the  rigors  of  a  rule 
strong  enough  *  to  deal  with  the  lawless  and  diso- 
bedient. 

We  have  suffered  the  rod  and  the  ferule,  in  extreme 
cases,  to  be  sparingly  used;  but  our  rules,  herewith 
published,  require  teachers,  in  all  cases,  to"  keep  a 
record  of  cause  and  extent,  in  each  individual  appli- 


cation.     No  complaints  have  reached  us  of  any  abuse 
by  their  instrumentality. 

We  regret  to  say  it,  but  we  greatly  fear  their 
shadow,  as  a  terror  to  evil  doers,  must,  for  a  while, 
linger  in  our  midst;  not  from  choice,  except  as  a 
choice  of  evils.  We  frankly  admit  that  what  is  called 
flogging,  in  the  forcible  language  of  those  who  de- 
nounce the  practice,  which  in  modern  parlance  is 
elegantly  termed  heroic  punishment,  is  an  evil;  or  to 
use  a  more  definite  and  guarded  expression,  is  a  par- 
tial evil;  that  is  to  say,  wrongs  may,  and  undoubtedly 
do,  in  individual  cases,  result  from  it;  but  if,  on  the 
whole,  greater  good  than  harm  result  therefrom,  in 
our  opinion,  we  are  justified  in  arraying  ourselves  on 
the  side  of  its  advocates.  The  large  majority  of 
teachers  of  the  best  culture,  of  the  most  careful  ob- 
servation and  extensive  experience,  claim,  and  we 
think  the  argument  is  fair,  that  to  abolish  corporeal 
punishment  entirely  from  the  school-room  would  be 
to  subvert  all  discipline,  or  give  it  over,  at  least,  into 
the  hands  of  a  few  restless  spirits,  the  least  blessed 
by  salutary  home  influences — the  most  ignorant,  the 
most  neglected,  the  most  reckless  and  the  most  vicious, 
and  therefore  the  least  able  to  appreciate  the  supreme 
necessity  of  wholesome  discipline  and  that  subordina- 
tion to  constituted  authority,  no  less  in  the  school 
than  in  society  at  large,  is  the  very  bond  of  its  healthy 
and  useful  existence.  It  is  said  this  disturbing  ele- 
ment could  be  banished  from  the  school-room.  The 
power  may  exist,  but  all  power  should  be  exercised, 
not  only  in  wisdom  and  firmness,  but  in  mercy.  And 
why  should  the  most  needy  be  the  most  neglected; 


and  why,  because  hungry,  should  they  be  starved  to 
death,  or  why  should  they  be  left  to  the  filthy  rags  of 
idleness,  at  an  age  when  idleness  is  almost  sure  to 
lead  to  vice,  temptation  and  crime.  Why  rob  commu- 
nity of  a  useful  citizen,  and  bequeath  in  his  stead  a 
criminal] — spared  and  spoiled! 

It  is  further  said  that  this  kind  of  punishment 
should  not  be  inflicted  because  it  is  a  relic  of  bar- 
barity— degrading  to  scholars  and  brutalizing  in  its 
influence  upon  teachers.  This  is  but  the  argument  of 
the  criminal,  brought  to  the  bar  of  public  justice,  in 
mitigation  of  sentence,  after  a  plea  of  guilty,  or  rather 
of  crime,  kindly  advising  justice  to  save  itself  from 
demoralization  by  allowing  the  guilty  to  escape  un- 
whipped.  Again,  it  is  said  that  mere  exhibitions  of 
cruelty  are  degrading  to  beholders.  We  should  hope, 
for  the  credit  of  humanity,  that  such  would  be  more 
likely  to  disgust  than  to  degrade.  But  justice  is  not 
cruelty,  it  is  simply  the  exercise  of  that  virtue  with 
means  nicely  adjusted  to  ends,  which  consists  in  giv- 
ing to  every  one  his  due  according  to  his  deserts. 

Tact  and  talent  should,  if  possible,  take  the  place 
of  brute  force ;  and  brains  are  an  excellent  substitute 
for  birch.  Other  things  being  equal,  the  more  tact 
and  talent  the  less  birch  is  needed,  but,  unfortunately, 
the  conditions  vary  with  different  schools  and  with 
the  varying  dispositions  of  scholars.  Children,  like 
their  parents,  are  better  controled  by  mixed  motives, 
and  to  do  away  with  compulsion,  entirely,  would  be 
no  less  absurd  than  to  rely  wholly  upon  it.  Again, 
salutary  home-influence  is  to  some  a  thing  unknown, 
while  it  surounds  others  like  a  halo  the  very  atmos- 
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phere  of  their  breath.  Some  have  unfortunate  or- 
ganizations, are  clowns  by  nature ;  these  should 
share  our  warmest  sympathies  and  kindest  care. 
Others  are  mere  clods  of  clay  and  water,  or  rare 
specimens  of  physical  force,  with  feeble  or  undevel- 
oped intelligence,  and  can  be  greatly  improved  by 
kindness:  they  may  have  to  be  restrained.  Some  are 
strong,  some  are  weak,  others  are  delicately  organ- 
ized, of  etherial  mould,  creatures  of  air  and  fire,  who 
would,  no  doubt,  be  pained  in  their  exquisite  sensibil- 
ities at  the  sight  of  merited  castigation;  but  more 
pained  that  one  of  their  fellows  should  deserve  such 
infliction.  The  love  of  justice  is  enthroned  in  every 
true  heart.  The  time  may  come,  but  now  is  not, 
when  corporeal  punishment  can  be  safely  abolished. 
We  confess  our  temperament  is  not  too  sanguine; 
our  hope  not  too  vivid,  and  we  fail  to  see,  at  present, 
those  rosy  tints,  in  the  blushing  east,  which  are  said 
to  herald  the  rising  day  of  millennial  glory. 

GRAMMAR. 

We  often  hear  this  important  branch  of  what  is 
termed  common  school  education  spoken  of  slight- 
ingly, in  tones  of  impatience  and  dislike,  which  has 
led  us  to  reflect  somewhat  upon  the  propriety  of  giv- 
ing the  subject  such  prominence  as  it  usually  receives 
in  our  schools.  We  do  not  propose  to  write  a  critical 
or  learned  homily  upon  the  subject;  we  have  no  such 
ambition,  if  we  had  the  time  and  ability  for  such  a 
work.  Our  text  books  on  the  subject  have  defined 
English  grammar  to  be  the  art  of  speaking  and  writ- 


ing  the  English  language  correctly.  This  definition 
we  accept  as  true;  but  we  by  no  means  admit  that 
all  books,  with  this  high  sounding  title,  can  commu- 
nicate this  important  knowledge,  or  a  hundredth  part 
of  it.  The  difficulty  is  not  in  the  guide-post  or  the 
lettering,  but  the  finger-mark  points  in  the  wrong 
direction.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  some  of  the 
master-pieces  of  English  composition  were  written 
without  the  slightest  aid  from  what  is  called  learning 
communicated  by  grammar  manuals ;  and  some  of  the 
best  scholars  in  grammar  speak  and  write  with  the 
least  freedom  and  the  most  blunders.  When,  where 
and  how,  then,  is  this  useful  and  necessary  art  of 
speaking  and  writing  correctly  to  be  acquired?  We 
answer,  the  time  for  its  acquisition  is  from  prattling 
infancy  onward — in  the  nursery;  in  the  school;  in 
social  intercourse;  by  reading  and  thinking;  by  the 
cultivation  and  improvement  of  natural  good  taste; 
in  the  use  and  power  of  language;  in  the  expression 
of  the  nicer  shades  of  thought.  Of  course,  in  order 
to  make  language  a  subject  of  critical  examination 
and  study,  and  to  direct  attention  to  its  parts  in 
detail,  it  must  be  subdivided,  and  its  subdivisions 
named,  and  the  rules  of  its  construction  defined. 
This  is  substantially  the  whole  practical  use  of  the 
study  of  grammar  proper,  except  a  thorough  and 
familiar  understanding  of  the  verbs,  their  modes,  ten- 
ses, number  and  person,  and  a  few  other  matters,  all 
of  which  might  be  easily  learned  by  a  child  of  ordi- 
nary capacity  in  a  few  months,  and  better  learned 
and  understood  than  now,  in  twice  as  many  years. 
As  fast  as  a  child  can  master  the  meaning  of  words 


and  phrases,  he  may  be  taught  with  profit  the  practi- 
cal use  of  grammar  as  applied  to  those  words  and 
phrases,  and  no  faster.  This  will  aid  him  to  speak 
and  write  those  words  correctly.  For  instance, — by 
way  of  illustration, — if  a  German,  with  a  limited 
knowledge  of  our  language,  wished  to  inform  us  he 
had  called  upon  us,  he  would  say,  perhaps,  "I  shall 
call  you  was  not  there."  We  fail  to  catch  his  mean- 
ing; he  has  used  words  enough,  more  than  was  ne- 
cessary, if  he  had  used  the  right  word  in  the  right 
place;  or,  in  other  words,  put  his  verb  in  a  different 
tense.  We  say  his  knowledge  of  grammar  is  imper- 
fect; but  in  time,  (of  necessity,)  he  will  learn  to  be 
more  correct.  He  thinks  rightly  enough,  and  right 
thinking,  by  aid  of  the  faculty  of  observation  and 
irrepressible  power  of  thought,  will  lead  to  right 
speaking ;  that  is,  he  will  learn  to  use  words  simply 
as  others  use  them;  and  grammar  is  but  another 
name  for  fashion,  or  style,  applied  to  the  use  of  words 
and  phrases,  the  meaning  of  which  is  known,  founded 
upon  good  taste  and  common  sense.  The  truth  is, 
grammarians  are  not  the  best  teachers  of  the  use, 
beauty,  power  and  flexibility  of  language  as  a  vehicle 
of  thought.  Says  Channing,  "the  most  ordinary  words 
and  phrases  owe  their  definiteness  and  perspicuity 
not  so  much  to  the  invariable  precision  of  the  Eng- 
lish language  as  to  an  almost  incredible  activity  of 
the  mind,  that  grasps  the  idea  from  the  words  used, 
and  assigns  to  each  word  its  proper  meaning,  and 
each  phrase  its  appropriate  limit."  Grammatical 
accuracy  by  no  means  implies  elegance  and  force 
of  expression  and  is  but  a  poor  help  to   ease  and 
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fluency;  it  is  useful  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  it  cannot 
extend  to  the  use  of  words  imperfectly  under- 
stood. We  attempt  to  teach  grammar  too  fast;  we 
attempt  to  teach  a  child  of  tender  years  a  knowledge 
of  grammar  sufficiently  extensive  for  the  vocabulary 
of  a  sage  of  fifty,  lie  cause  a  few  grains  are  needed 
why  load  the  young  learner  down  with  tons  I  and 
why.  because  a  few  simple  rules  may  be  of  use.  bur- 
den the  memory  with  the  contents  of  a  volume  I  And 
why,  because  a  single  stick  is  needed,  give  him  to 
carry  a  forest  of  rules  and  exceptions,  useless,  tasteless 
and  meaningless  ?  In  an  architectural  point  of  view  it 
seems  absurd  to  attempt  to  erect  a  superstructure  of 
such  vast  proportions  on  so  slight  a  foundation. 

The  morals  and  manners  of  our  scholars  have  re- 
ceived their  due  share  of  attention,  and  Ave  notice 
with  pleasure  their  improving  tendency.  Most  of 
them,  perhaps  all.  arc  members  of  our  excellent 
Sunday  schools,  where  they  receive  additional  in- 
struction in  the  fundamental  principles  of  that  faith 
which  is  the  foundation  of  all  good  governments  and 
sound  morals,  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of  an 
enlightened  Christian  nation.  Their  health  and  com- 
fort have  been  well  looked  after,  the  school-rooms 
being  properly  warmed  and  ventilated. 

With  a  single  exception  the  school-rooms  are  all 
that  could  be  desired — large,  convenient,  airy,  and  in 
perfect  order — and,  as  public  buildings,  a  credit  to 
the  town.  The  exception, — the  Primary  school-room 
at  the  Centre,— which,  if  at  all  fit  for  human  beings. 
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is  not  fit  for  seventy  scholars ;  it  is  large  enough,  but 
low-studded,  ill-ventilated  and  gloomy. 

WARD  ONE. 

Miss  Dillon,  Spring  Term:  Miss  Pierce,  Summer 
Term,  and  Miss  Delia  A.  Golder,  Winter  Term. 

This  school  has  made  some  progress;  as  much  as, 
under  the  unfavorable  circumstances  above  indicated, 
we  had  reason  to  expect.  The  frequent  change  of 
teachers  is  almost  inevitably  attended  with  a  train  of 
evils  more  or  less  permanent;  discipline  suffers;  am- 
bition is  chilled,  and  energies,  if  not  prostrated,  are 
not  quickened  to  such  an  extent  as  under  the  foster- 
ing influence  of  teachers  permanently  employed,  who 
identify  themselves  with  the  interests  of  the  school, 
and  make  the  field  of  labor  peculiarly  their  own. 
We  say  this  school  has  suffered,  but  are  happy  to  add 
it  is  now  rapidly  recovering  lost  ground  under  the 
able,  skilful,  and  efficient  management  of  its  present 
teacher,  whose  past  efforts  give  promise  to  great  fu- 
ture usefulness. 

WA11D   TWO. 

Miss  Frances  H.  Munroe,  Grammar  school :  Miss 
Esther  A.  Parker,  Intermediate :  Miss  L.  A.  Hardy, 
Primary. 

This,  the  largest  of  our  Grammar  schools,  though 
surrounded  by  some  adverse  elements,  has  succeeded 
finely  under  the  guidance  of  the  strong,  firm  hand  of 
its  talented  and  gifted  teacher.  We  have  never  seen 
a  fairer  record,  so  large  an  average  of  attendance,  or 
so  great  a  percentage,  at  any  time,  in  any  school,  or 
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more  industrious  and    earnest  scholars.     A  constant 
reproach  to  idleness. 

The  Intermediate,  during  the  past  year,  has  been, 
as  usual,  managed  with  efficiency  and  skill.  We 
never  visited  this  school  without  a  feeling  of  admira- 
tion for  the  keen,  subtle,  controlling  intellect  of  its 
teacher.  She  leads  her  pupils,  step  by  step,  with  the 
ease  and  grace  of  a  master  hand,  giving  just  such 
help,  in  kind  and  quality,  as  is  needed — teaches  her 
charge  to  be  self-reliant  and  thoughtful,  by  thought- 
inspiring  methods,  peculiarly  her  own. 

The  Primary  school  is  still  in  charge  of  its  beloved 
friend,  who  wins  by  her  kindness  and  gentleness  all 
hearts.  No  teacher  ever  shared  more  heartily  the 
love  of  her  pupils.  This  is  the  largest  school  in  town, 
and  constantly  increasing  in  numbers,  and  should 
have  a  more  airy  and  cheerful  room. 

Of  course,  to  expect  a  teacher  to  give  that  atten- 
tion to  each  of  this  number  of  scholars  which  they 
require  and  should  receive,  is  impossible.  Many  of 
them  must  be  more  or  less  neglected.  Yet,  to  a  large 
number  of  these  children,  it  is  a  finishing  school,  af- 
fording all  the  means  of  a  common  school  education 
they  will  ever  be  likely  to  receive.  Yet  the  teacher 
does  not  seem  to  lack  heart  or  lose  courage,  sus- 
tained, no  doubt,  however  weary,  by  the  soothing 
thought,  that  she  has  done,  from  day  to  day.  all  with- 
in the  limits  of  her  physical  and  mental  power. 

WARD  THREE. 

Miss  Mary  Hall,  Grammar:  Metta  0.  Orr,  Pri- 
mary school. 
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This  Grammar  school  is  numerically  the  smallest 
school,  of  the  same  grade,  in  town,  and  composed  of 
the  youngest  pupils;  yet,  under  the  able  leadership 
of  their  teacher,  have  cultivated  an  extensive  field  of 
effort,  and  have  done  their  work  thoroughly,  showing 
that  good  discipline,  energy,  and  determined  zeal,  in 
the  pursuit  of  knowledge,  may  accomplish  much  with- 
out the  advantages  which  experience  brings  with 
riper  years.  Cliftondale  may  well  be  proud  of  its 
youthful  historian ;  its  writers  ;  arithmeticians,  gram- 
marians, and  orators. 

This  Ward  has  also  the  smallest  Primary  school  in 
town.  We  do  not  ask  teacher  or  scholars  to  do 
any  better.  We  know  they  will  try.  and  try  earnestly 
and  will  succeed  if  possible. 

A  zeal  unbounded,  and  a  woman's  will. 
What  opposition  can  withstand;  *•  lie  >till  !   " 
She  says,  though  gently  as  the  purling  rill. 
And  every  little  lip  and  foot  and  hand 
Is  quiet,  as  if  hushed  in  sleep;  *t  is  grand 
To  feel  this  silent  power,  on  sea  or  land. 
But  in  the  school  we  think  it  quite  sublime. 
A  wonder  to  beholders  —  on  that  line. 
She  means  to  conquer,  and,  if  tact  and  skill 
Can  do  it,  conquer  thus  she  surely  will. 

WARD   FOUR. 

Miss  S.  F.  Goodxow,  Grammar  school :  Miss  E.  A. 
Maxsfield,  Primary  school. 

The  school  first  above  named  has  done  remarkably 
well.  It  has,  we  think,  made  more  improvement  than 
any  school  in  town.  Generally  speaking,  we  were 
satisfied,  and  more  than  satisfied.  Had  we  time  to 
particularize,  we  could  mention  many  points  for  com- 
mendation.    We  notice  one  slight  failure,  which  may 
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be  easily  remedied — a  little  lacked  in  what  is  termed 
drilling.  It  will  not  do  to  rely  wholly  upon  memory, 
with  occasional  reviews,  to  retain  dry  rules  and  other 
matters  purely  technical.  They  are  too  artificial  to 
elicit  any  general  interest.  They  must  be  fixed  in 
the  mind,  if  at  all,  by  persistent,  frequent,  and  sys- 
tematic reviews. 

We  desire  to  express  our  gratification  for  the  in- 
terest Mr.  B.  F.  Calley  has  taken  in  this  school,  by 
giving  the  scholars  gratuitous  lessons  in  music  twice 
each  week,  since  January,  and  the  fulfillment  of  his 
generous  promise,  made  last  year,  of  prizes  for 
declamation  and  composition. 

The  teacher  of  the  Primary  school  has  felt  obliged 
to  tender  her  resignation,  after  teaching  with  unpar- 
alleled success,  the  same  school,  for  twenty  successive 
years,  on  account  of  impaired  health  ;  but,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Committee,  has  withdrawn  the 
same,  and  has  asked  for  a  substitute,  for  a  single 
term,  until  she  can  recruit  her  exhausted  energies. 
This  we  have  cheerfully  granted.  The  school  is 
large,  and  the  labor  severe.  Her  usefulness  was 
never  greater  or  more  apparent  than  at  present.  This 
interesting  school  has  more  than  sustained  its  previous 
high  character  during  the  past  year. 

The  marked  success  of  the  schools  in  this  ward, 
rarely  achieved,  is  alike  flattering  to  teachers,  pupils, 
and  parents. 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  happy  union  of  three 
important  elemental  forces, —  earnest,  faithful,  and 
devoted  teachers  ;  intelligent,  willing,  and  obedient 
scholars,  and  watchful  and  sympathizing  parents — all 
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acting  in  harmony.  Without  all  these,  so  much  and 
so  good  work  is  simply  impossible.  Children  have 
more  need  of  models  than  critics. 

WARD   FIVE. 
Mrs.  E.  W.  BoardmaK. 

This  is  a  mixed  school,  with  plenty  of  work.  Av- 
erage attendance  twenty-seven,  with  fifty  classes. 
Our  impression  is  that  the  material  here,  in  an 
educational  point  of  view,  is,  generally,  not  as 
good,  with,  of  course,  some  tine  exceptions,  as  we 
have  before  observed.  And  the  less  apt  the  scholars 
are  and  susceptible  of  rapid  improvement,  the 
less,  as  a  rule,  the  meed  of  praise  awarded  to  the 
teacher;  but  this  is  an  exceptional  case.  This  teacher 
has  been  too  long  and  too  favorably  known  to  require 
any  commendation  at  our  hands.  All  we  need  say,  is 
she  has  well  sustained  her  previous  good  reputation, 
and  the  school,  in  point  of  discipline,  order,  neatness, 
and  industry,  ranks  as  high  as  at  any  other  time.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

OK  THE 

S  ( 1  H  O  O  L  S     IX      SA  I'GUS 


1.  Every  teacher  shall  be  present  at  each  morning  session  ten 
minutes  previous  to  the  openiug  of  the  school  during  the  Winter 
season,  and  in  Summer  promptly  at  the  hour  of  opening,  to  see  that 
all  things  are  ready  for  its  commencing  punctually  and  in  order.  At 
the  appointed  time  for  opening  the  school  the  inside  doors  shall  be 
locked,  and  reopened  at  the  close  of  the  devotional  exercises,  and  all 
scholars  admitted  after  that  time  shall  be  marked  tardy. 

2.  Each  school,  except  the  Primary,  shall  be  kept  three  hours  in 
the  forenoon  and  three  hours  in  the  afternoon.  The  morning  sessions 
shall  commence  a  8^-  o'clock,  A.  M.,  during  the  summer  terms,  and 
9  o'clock  during  the  winter;  aud  the  afternoon  sessious  may  begiu 
either  at  1^  or  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  at  the  discretion  of  the  teachers. 

3.  The  exercises  shall  commence  with  the  reading  of  the  Bible 
each  morning,  aud  it  is  recommended  that  this  reading  be  followed 
by  some  other  devotional  exercise.  No  change  from  the  regular 
school  hours  shall  be  made  without  the  permission  of  the  Committee. 

4.  Teachers  shall  exercise  the  same  authority  over  their  scholars 
during  the  recess,  on  the  school  premises,  and  in  going  to  and  from 
school,  as  while  in  the  school-room ;  shall  maintain  a  kind,  faithful, 
and  parental  discipline,  avoiding  all  harsh  punishments  and  all  pro- 
voking and  improper  language;  shall  aim,  by  precept  and  example, 
to  improve  the  manners  and  morals  of  their  pupils,  and  exert  their 
influence  to  prevent  all  unbecoming  behavior. 

5.  Punishment. — When  punishment  shall  have  become  absolutely 
necessary,  teachers  shall  take  care  to  punish  with  moderation  and 
presence  of  mind,  and  never  punish  under  the  influence  of  a  hasty 
movement,  or  when  they  feel  irritated.  As  punishment  is  inflicted 
only  for  the  purpose  of  benefitting  the  children,  teachers  shall  watch 
over  themselves,  so  as  not  to  exhibit  anger  or  impatience  in  their 
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corrections  and  reproofs.  They  shall  not  at  any  time  give  to  their 
scholars  any  injurious  epithet  or  insulting  name.  They  shall  not 
strike  the  head,  nor  pull  the  ears  or  hair,  nor  punish  in  any  indecent 
manner;  nor  use  corporal  punishment,  except  when  other  means  of 
correction  have  failed  to  produce  the  right  effect. 

6.  Record  of  Corporal  Punishment. — Teachers  shall  keep  an 
exact  record  of  all  corporal  punishments  inflicted,  inscribing  therein 
the  name  of  the  pupil,  the  date,  the  offence,  aud  the  extent  of  the 
punishment.  This  record  shall  always  be  open  for  the  inspection  of 
any  member  of  the  Board. 

7.  Refractory  Scholars. — Whenever  a  pupil  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  grossly  immoral  conduct,  or  shall  continue  violent  and  refractory 
under  proper  discipline,  the  teacher  shall  immediately  inform  the 
Committee,  by  whom  the  pupil  shall  be  excluded  from  school,  or 
otherwise  dealt  with,  according  to  their  discretion ;  aud,  in  cases  of 
stubborn  and  violent  opposition,  the  teacher  may  exclude  a  scholar, 
giving  immediate  notice  to  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  apply iug  to 
the  Committee  for  advice  and  direction. 

8.  Scholars  leaving  under  censure. — Teachers  shall  give  imme- 
diate notice  to  the  Committee  whenever  any  scholar  shall  leave  while 
under  censure.  No  scholar  so  leaving  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  any 
public  school  in  the  town,  except  by  order  of  the  Committee,  when 
proper  satisfaction  has  been  made. 

9.  Teachers  shall  receive  or  retain  in  their  schools  only  those 
whose  residence  is  within  the  prescribed  boundaries,  except  by  the 
consent  of  the  Committee. 

10.  Teachers  shall  not  permit  any  subscriptions  or  contributions 
for  any  purpose  whatever,  among  their  pupils ;  nor  allow  any  exhi- 
bition, show  or  advertisement  to  be  introduced  into  their  schools 
without  the  permission  of  the  Committee ;  nor  permit  any  invitation 
to  any  show  or  exhibition  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
Committee. 

11.  Recesses. — A  recess  of  ten  minutes  shall  be  given  at  the  mid- 
dle of  each  half  day's  session  of  the  schools,  and,  by  the  consent  of  the 
Committee,  the  Primary  Schools  may  be  allowed  two  recesses  in  each 
half  day.  In  schools  where  there  is  but  one  yard,  the  male  and 
female  pupils  shall  have  their  recesses  separately ;  and  in  no  case 
shall  any  scholar  be  wholly  deprived  of  a  recess  each  half  day. 

12.  Holidays. — Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons,  the  day  of 
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Public  Fast,  the  Fourth  of  July,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christmas 
Day,  shall  be  allowed  as  holidays ;  and  teachers  who  may  wish  to 
attend  the  Essex  County  Teachers'  Convention  will  be  allowed  for 
this  pui'pose  alone,  the  two  days  in  the  spring,  and  the  two  in  the 
autumn,  on  which  that  convention  meets. 

13.  Vacations. — The  school  year  shall  commence  on  the  third 
Monday  of  March,  and  shall  close  on  the  last  Saturday  in  February. 
There  shall  be  a  vacation  during  the  last  week  in  May,  one  of  six 
weeks  preceding  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  one  of  two 
weeks  in  November,  including  Thanksgiving  week  and  the  week  after. 

14.  Admission  as  to  Age. — No  child  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Primary  Schools  under  five  years  of  age. 

15.  Vaccination. — Scholars  to  be  admitted  to  any  public  school 
must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been  successfully  vac- 
cinated. 

16.  No  school  or  text  books  shall  be  introduced  without  the  ap- 
probation of  a  majority  of  the  Committee. 

17.  Teachers  shall  be  responsible  for  the  school  property  en- 
trusted to  their  care;  but  all  injury  done  to  it  by  any  scholar  shall 
be  paid  for  by  the  parent  or  guardian.

The  Auditing  Committee  for  1875  have  attended  to  their  duties, 
and  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Town. 

We  have  carefully  examined  all  the  accounts  and  vouchers,  and 
find  them  correct. 

We  would  recommend  that  hereafter  a  day  be  fixed  by  the  Towu 
Officers  when  all  town  accounts  shall  be  closed  and  balanced.  Here- 
tofore much  labor  has  been  required  of  the  Auditors  which  does  not 
properly  belong  to  them. 

We  would  also  suggest  that  a  more  thorough   system  of  accounts 

be  provided  for  the  Poor  Farm.

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SCHOOL    REPORT. 


Education,  in  its  widest  meaning,  is  a  word  of  very 
extensive  application.  It  denotes  whatever  calls  into  ac- 
tivity powers  before  lying  dormant,  or  gives  greater  scope 
and  efficiency  to  power  already  called  into  some  degree  of 
activity.  It  includes  all  that  development  which  extends 
from  our  earliest  childhood  to  mature  manhood,  and  even 
to  the  end  of  life, —  for  we  are  always  learning  something, 
and  either  forming  or  strengthening  habits.  But,  as  we 
commonly  use  the  word,  it  refers  not  only  to  such  develop- 
ment, but  also  to  the  result  of  that  process.  We  are  accus- 
tomed to  speak  of  education  as  a  source  of  blessing  to  the 
individual  and  the  community  in  which  he  dwells  ;  but  it  is 
evident  that  training  and  discipline,  as  mere  processes, 
may  be  employed  to  produce  evil  or  good  results.  Good 
and  bad  education  are  relative  terms.  They  refer  to  the 
good  or  bad  results  to  which  a  course  of  culture  tends. 
By  education,  however,  we  generally  mean  such  a  course 
of  development  as  enables  a  man  to  enjoy  the  fullest  use 
of  all  his  powers,  and  builds  up  in  him  such  a  character 
as  secures  the  use  of  these  powers  for  good  purposes. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  education  is  merely  a 
process  of  development.  It  is  evolution,  not  involution. 
It  unfolds  powers  potentially  present.  It  does  not  create 
new  powers.  The  province  of  education  is  not  to  change 
the  natural  constitution,  but  to  mould  and  fashion  it.  What 
a  man  may  become  by  education  is  necessarily  limited  by 
what  he  is  by  natural  constitution.  Nature  has  distributed 
her  gifts  to  each  one  as  she  saw  fit.     Our  duty  is  to  make 
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the  most  of  these  gifts.  Education  is  the  process  of  bring- 
ing these  into  full  activity  :  and  that,  therefore,  is  the  true 
education  which  takes  the  given  nature  under  the  given 
circumstances,  and  gives  it  the  widest  and  noblest  sphere 
of  exercise. 

Again,  education  has  to  do  with  all  the  sides  of  our 
nature.  The  constitution  of  a  human  being  is  exceedingly 
complex.  Its  truest  state  is  one  of  harmonious  develop- 
ment. Every  element  should  receive  its  just  proportion 
of  culture.  To  neglect  any  is  to  mar  the  perfection  of  the 
whole.  If  the  physical,  or  the  intellectual,  or  the  aesthetic, 
or  the  moral,  or  the  religious  department  of  our  nature  is 
allowed  to  remain  in  a  dwarfed  and  imperfectly  developed 
condition,  the  harmony  of  the  whole  is  destroyed,  and  the 
others  are  deprived  of  the  widest  range  of  exercise  which 
is  possible  for  them.  Like  a  complicated  piece  of  mechan- 
ism, the  ease,  grace  and  power  of  the  whole  is  dependent 
upon  the  free  and  ready  working  of  every  constituent 
part. 

But  under  the  present  system  of  common  school  educa- 
tion some  of  the  most  important  departments  of  our  nature 
receive  little  or  no  culture. 

The  physical  training  of  the  young,  for  example,  which 
formed  so  important  a  part  of  education  among  the  Greeks, 
and  which  contributed  so  much  to  the  high  physical  devel- 
opment and  beauty  of  that  race,  is  entirely  neglected.  We 
know  the  importance  of  well  developed  physical  powers, 
but  the  care  of  producing  them  is  left  to  the  care  of  parents, 
who  often  bestow  little  attention  upon  the  subject,  or  to  the 
accidental  education  of  the  play-ground  and  the  street.  It 
may  not  be  advisable  to  include  physical  training  in  the 
work  of  public  schools.  But,  if  this  be  so,  care  at  least 
should  be  taken  that  positive  injury  be  not  done  to  the 
health  of  scholars.  Yet  the  ventilation  of  the  great  ma- 
jority of  school-rooms  is  so  very  imperfect,  that  the  air 
which  is  breathed  by  the  pupils  is  so  impure  that  it  must 
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be  injurious  to  their  health.  It  is  a  suggestive  comment 
on  the  wisdom  of  a  period  which  boasts  of  its  .scientific 
advances,  and  of  its  superiority  over  past  ages  in  ingenious 
and  beneficial  inventions,  that,  in  most  cases,  ventilation 
is  feasible  only  by  opening  windows,  thus  creating  currents 
of  air,  which  are  apt  to  be  as  injurious  as  the  impure  air 
displaced.  It  would  seem  one  of  the  first  dictates  of  sound 
wisdom  that  pure  air,  indispensable  not  only  for  perfect 
health,  but  also  for  the  most  efficient  exercise  of  the  mind, 
should  be  introduced  into  our  public  schools. 

Again,  in  our  present  system,  very  little  if  any  attention 
is  given  to  the  culture  of  the  aesthetic  element  of  our  nature. 
It  is  not  possible,  of  course,  to  do  much  in  this  direction, 
but  that  should  make  it  all  the  more  important  for  us  to 
secure  as  much  as  is  possible,  consistently  with  other 
demands.  The  culture  of  this  element  of  our  nature  is 
largely  the  result  of  association.  Much  would,  therefore, 
be  accomplished,  if  care  were  taken  to  provide  pleasant, 
attractive  and  tasteful  school-houses  and  recitation  rooms. 
The  exhibition  of  taste  in  all  the  surroundings  of  the  school 
would  tend,  by  its  silent  influence,  to  develop  taste  among 
those  brought  into  almost  daily  contact  with  it.  The  intro- 
duction of  drawing  is  an  influence  which  tends  in  the  same 
direction.  In  the  higher  grades,  especially  in  the  High 
School,  considerable  culture  might  be  obtained  by  furnish- 
ing the  room  with  some  works  of  art,  of  various  descriptions. 
The  elevating  and  refining  influence  of  such  surroundings 
could  be  obtained  without  an  extravagant  expenditure.  By 
adding  articles  from  time  to  time,  perhaps  not  more  than 
one  each  year,  collections  would  in  course  of  time  be  made, 
which  would  make  the  rooms  attractive,  and  induce  an 
appreciation  for  a  higher  style  of  ornament  and  decoration 
than  is  now  common.  Persons  interested  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  school,  if  they  saw  that  such  objects  were  appreci- 
ated, might  manifest  their  interest  by  the  donation  of  objects 
of  permanent  usefulness ;  while  graduates,  who  had  them- 
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selves  learned  in  the  school-room  a  love  for  the  beautiful 
in  art,  might  be  inclined  to  manifest  their  gratitude  by 
offering  wider  opportunities  to  their  successors. 

The  complete  severance  of  the  Church  and  State  is  one 
of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  government.  Re- 
ligious instruction,  therefore,  has  been  left  to  the  care  of 
the  home  or  the  church,  which  may  be  safely  allowed  to 
train  their  children  in  the  way  best  suited  to  their  feelings. 
It  is  only  necessary  for  the  community  to  be  assured  that 
only  persons  of  high  moral  character,  reverent  also  towards 
the  great  fundamental  truths  of  religion,  are  allowed  to 
occupy  positions  of  so  great  influence  in  character  as  those 
held  by  teachers  in  public  schools. 

These  departments  of  education  not  being  included,  or 
only  slightly  included,  in  the  work  of  the  common  school, 
there  remains  to  them,  as  their  peculiar  province,  the 
training  of  the  intellectual  faculties,  the  teaching  of  useful 
knowledge,  and  the  formation  of  habits  which  may  con- 
tribute to  a  beneficial  exercise  of  those  faculties  and  the 
acquired  knowledge.  We  are  inclined  to  think  that  the 
last  of  these  does  not  receive  a  sufficiently  high  place  in 
the  common  estimate  of  benefits  of  an  education.  The 
success  of  schools  is  too  much  measured  by  the  knowledge 
imparted.  Yet  habits  of  industry,  perseverance,  self- 
reliance,  respect  for  constituted  authority  and  allegiance 
to  duty  are  the  foundations  of  all  valuable  character  and  of 
all  desirable  success  in  life.  Without  these  habits  all  other 
acquisitions  are  apt  to  be  more  than  useless.  The  cultiva- 
tion of  these  habits,  however,  does  not  devolve  upon  the 
school  alone.  The  home  circle  especially  has  a  work  to 
do  here.  But  it  often  happens  that  the  indifference  or 
ignorance  of  parents  leads  them  to  neglect  this  important 
part  of  a  child's  training.  The  influence  of  the  school 
becomes  doubly  important  in  such  cases.  It  may  be  that 
the  school-room  is  the  only  place  where  a  child  may  be 
obliged  to  form  habits  without  which  he  cannot  be  a  valua- 
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ble  member  of  society.  The  formation  of  these  habits 
constitute  what  is  known  as  the  discipline  of  the  school. 
The  maintenance  of  discipline,  in  every  case,  will  sooner 
or  later  resolve  itself  into  an  attempt  to  produce  in  scholars 
one  or  more  of  these  important  habits.  The  discipline  of  a 
school,  therefore,  becomes  of  primary  importance.  If  this 
be  at  all  defective,  one  of  the  most  important  purposes  of  a 
school  is  unfulfilled.  Whatever,  therefore,  tends  in  any 
way  to  injure  or  destroy  discipline,  in  so  far  hinders  the 
usefulness  of  the  school.  Whatever  creates  an  impression 
that  discipline  will  not  be  enforced,  or  that  in  efforts  to 
subvert  it  scholars  will  receive  the  sympathy  of  any  part 
of  the  community,  is  extremely  detrimental  to  the  success  of 
a  school.  Committees  and  teachers  should  be  able  to  feel 
that,  in  all  cases,  they  have  the  hearty  support  of  parents, 
guardians  and  friends  in  all  reasonable  attempts  to  secure 
obedience  and  the  formation  of  habits  of  industry,  perse- 
verance and  courtesy. 

In  the  more  obvious  provinces  of  our  public  schools,  the 
cultivation  of  the  mental  faculties,  and  the  teaching  of  use- 
ful knowledge,  disappointment  is  often  expressed  at  the 
result  obtained.  This  disappointment  is  not  unnatural,  but 
we  think  there  are  explanations  of  the  facts  which  give  rise 
to  it,  in  the  hindrance  to  securing  the  greatest  results  of 
education. 

The  most  perfect  system  of  education  is  that  in  which 
the  methods  are  adapted  to  the  peculiar  demands  of  each 
case.  No  two  persons  being  constituted  exactly  alike,  the 
processes  by  which  their  powers  should  be  developed  ought 
not  to  be  exactly  similar.  Differences  of  mental  character, 
of  disposition,  or  even  of  physical  constitution,  demand 
variations  in  ways  of  treatment.  Some  minds  develop 
more  easily  in  one  direction,  other  minds  in  some  other 
direction.  Some  faculty  may  exist  in  an  unusual  degree, 
through  which  the  education  of  the  whole  mind  may  be  the 
more   readily  approached,  or  some  radical  defect  may  de- 
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mand  for  the  removal  unusual  attention  and  care.  It  is 
evident  that  the  greatest  results  can  be  obtained  only  when 
the  peculiarities  of  each  case  is  allowed  to  modify  the  pro- 
cesses of  development.  But,  under  our  modern  system 
of  education,  it  is  clearly  impossible  to  do  this.  The  num- 
ber of  scholars  under  each  teacher  is  so  large  as  to  render 
it  impossible  for  him  to  become  acquainted  with  the  pecu- 
liar character  of  each  mind,  much  less  to  vary  his  methods 
for  its  special  demands.  One  uniform  course  of  study,  and 
one  unvaried  method  of  instruction,  is  an  absolute  necessity 
under  the  present  system.  Scholars  with  keen,  active 
minds  must  be  kept  back  to  the  capacity  of  the  average 
intellect,  while  the  dull,  sluggish,  plodding  mind  cannot, 
without  entailing  too  great  a  loss  on  the  majority,  receive  a 
disproportionate  amount  of  attention.  This  evil  is  of  course 
lessened  as  schools  are  more  thoroughly  graded,  and  schol- 
ars of  almost  the  same  attainments  brought  into  the  same 
classes.  But  even  then  the  evil  is  increased  as  the  classes 
are  increased  above  a  certain  limit.  Private  instruction  is 
generally  thought  the  most  advantageous,  but  the  great 
cost  of  it,  in  most  departments,  leads  to  the  forming  of 
classes,  where  the  proportional  expense  is  least.  But  then 
classes  are  always  as  small  as  possible,  and  they  are 
chosen,  at  any  rate,  as  the  lesser  of  two  evils.  Apply  the 
principle  involved  to  our  qommon  schools,  and  it  is  clear 
that  the  best  results  they  can  give  must  be  very  far  below 
what  each  mind  is  capable  of  under  more  favorable  circum- 
stances. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  public  school  education  is 
advancing.  Considerable  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  character  of  text-books,  in  methods  of  teaching,  and, 
most  of  all,  in  the  employment  of  more  competent  teachers. 
This  progress  in  the  past  is  only  a  pledge  of  what  we  should 
expect  in  the  future.  In  two  directions  great  advance  can 
be  made  without  any  radical  change  in  the  present  system. 
Care  should  be  taken  not  to  put  too  many  scholars  under 
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the  care  of  one  teacher,  especially  when  the  number  must 
be  divided  into  several  classes.  Experience  alone  can  de- 
termine what  number  will  afford  the  best  results.  There 
should  be  no  fear  that  decreasing  the  number  of  scholars 
will  diminish  the  incentives  to  industry  which  are  from 
emulation.  Ther.e  is  not  often  rivalry  with  the  many,  but 
with  the  few  who  are  on  the  same  level.  The  scholar  at 
the  head  of  his  class  feels  no  emulation  with  him  who 
graces  the  foot,  while  the  latter  is  seldom  if  ever  initiated 
into  exertion  by  the  example  of  the  former.  The  keenest 
emulation  would  be  found  among  a  few  scholars  of  almost 
equal  attainments,  animated  with  the  enthusiasm  of  a  teacher 
who  knew  how  to  call  out  the  best  efforts  of  each  pupil. 
The  direction,  however,  in  which  we  are  to  look  for  the 
greatest  improvement  is  to  the  employment  of  a  still  more 
highly  educated  class  of  teachers.  Horace  Mann  said : 
"As  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school."  The  teacher  is  the 
centre  around  which  the  school  gathers.  The  influence 
which  determines  the  character  of  the  school  radiates  from 
him.  This  is  recognized  to  some  extent,  but  it  is  still  a 
common  impression  that  almost  any  person  is  qualified  to 
teach  a  common  school,  especially  in  the  lower  grades. 
Graduates  of  High  and  Normal  Schools  are  thought  to  be 
amply  qualified  for  such  work.  To  many  it  appears  to 
be  a  convenient  method  of  acquiring  support  until  a  more 
lucrative  or  agreeable  occupation  is  found.  It  is  hardly 
looked  upon  as  worthy  of  being  made  a  profession  for 
life.  This  state  of  things  reacts  upon  the  welfare  of  public 
schools,  and  deteriorates  the  value  of  the  education  they 
give.  There  should  be  a  wider  recognition  of  the  impor- 
tance and  dignity  of  a  teacher's  position.  The  profession 
of  a  teacher  does  not  afford  opportunities  for  brilliant  dis- 
plays and  striking  effects,  which  is  so  congenial  to  the 
public  taste,  but  the  influence  which  it  exerts  over  the  wel- 
fare of  the  community  is  very  great.  Brought  into  contact 
with  minds  when  they  are  most  pliant  and  impressible,  the 
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teacher  may  exert  an  influence  over  the  character  of  his 
pupils  which  shall  effect  for  good  or  evil  their  whole  sub- 
sequent life.  It  is,  therefore,  extremely  important  that 
such  positions  should  be  filled  with  persons  of  the  right 
type  of  character.  Children  are  instinctively  keen  judges 
of  character,  and  are  peculiarly  susceptible  to  the  influ- 
ence of  noble  and  sympathetic  natures.  Contact  with  such 
natures,  through  a  whole  course  of  education,  would  tend 
to  develop  corresponding  nobility  of  feeling  and  purpose. 
Those  types  of  character  where  simplicity,  genialty  and 
large-heartedness  attract  almost  irresistibly  all  classes  of 
children,  are  the  only  types  which  are  suited  to  the  position 
of  a  teacher.  Characters  which  are  cold,  unsympathetic, 
which  repel  the  natural  expression  of  confidence  by  young 
minds,  raise  barriers  which  prevent  all  healthful  contact 
between  the  mind  of  the  teacher  and  that  of  the  pupil.  It 
should  be  recognized  that  certain  types  of  character  are 
adapted  to  the  duties  of  a  teacher,  and  persons  so  gifted 
should  be  highly  esteemed  as  peculiarly  adapted  to  fill  one 
of  the  most  important  positions  of  influence  in  the  whole 
community,  and  should  be  encouraged  to  devote  them- 
selves to  teaching  as  a  life  profession. 

A  demand  for  wider  culture  and  a  higher  education 
among  teachers  would  not  be  unreasonable.  While  it  is 
true  that  great  scholars  are  not  always  fine  teachers,  yet, 
other  things  being  equal,  the  advantage  is  with  the  teach- 
ers of  the  most  liberal  culture.  New  England  is  justly 
proud  of  her  common  schools,  but  she  must  yield  the  palm 
to  the  higher  standard  of  the  German  schools.  The  reason 
for  the  superiority  of  the  latter  is  to  be  attributed  to  the 
more  liberal  education  which  the  German  government 
demands  as  a  qualification  in  the  teacher.  There  teachers 
are  required  to  pass  government  examinations  in  two  or 
three  modern  languages,  and  in  some  studies  of  which 
perhaps  some  of  our  teachers  know  only  the  name.  Some- 
times it  is  only  after  two  or  three  attempts  that  candidates 
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succeed  in  passing  these  examinations,  and  between  two 
successive  attempts  two  years  must  elapse.  It  is  evident 
that  the  German  teacher  brings  to  the  work  of  the  school- 
room a  power  of  illustrating,  an  acquaintance  with  the  sub- 
jects to  be  taught,  and  an  ability  to  awaken  enthusiasm  and 
thirst  for  knowledge  by  wide  glances  into  the  field  of  study, 
which  is  generally  wanting  in  our  public  school  teachers. 
To  one  who  understands  the  delicacy  and  intricacy  of  a 
skilfully  conducted  education,  it  will  not  appear  extrava- 
gant to  assert  that  hardly  any  range  of  knowledge  is  too 
large  to  qualify  a  teacher  for  his  important  work. 

It  is  in  the  lower  grades,  rather  than  the  higher,  that  the 
most  skilful  teaching  is  needed.  Here  the  minds  are  more 
impressible,  the  processes  need  more  delicate  adjustment, 
the  faculties  more  careful  dealing,  and  an  injury  which  is 
done  is  more  hard  to  overcome  than  one  incurred  in  later 
years.  As  scholars  advance,  they  should  be  taught  to  rely 
more  upon  their  own  efforts,  upon  their  own  judgment  and 
perseverance,  that  they  may  be  gradually  emancipated 
from  all  need  of  instruction. 

To  secure  the  advantages  mentioned  above,  it  is  obvious 
that  a  larger  expenditure  than  at  present  would  be  needed. 
High  education,  wide  culture,  choice  combination  of  char- 
acter, like  all  other  rare  and  valuable  things,  can  be  obtained 
only  by  paying  the  worth  of  them.  If  these,  however,  are 
indispensable  to  valuable  results  in  education,  they  should 
be  secured.  If  it  be  deemed  impracticable  to  do  this,  let 
us  not  be  surprised  or  disappointed  if  we  do  not  secure  the 
results  which  they  alone  can  afford.  If  schools  are  already 
a  burden  to  the  community,  and  it  be  felt  that  the  burden 
cannot  be  increased,  there  should  be  no  complaint  if  the 
standard  of  intelligence  and  culture  in  the  community  rises 
no  higher  than  the  source  from  which  it  flows.  But  if 
education  does  tend  to  prevent  crime,  by  making  men  more 
provident,  more  capable  of  self-control,  more  industrious, 
more  capable  of  adapting  themselves  to  to  the  varying  de- 
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mands  of  society,  and  less  liable  to  commit  crime,  because 
less  exposed  to  the  temptation  to  it,  why  should  it  not  be 
deemed  expedient  to  increase  the  burden  of  school  expend- 
iture, and  thus  finally  decrease  largely  the  expense  of  penal 
and  reformatory  institutions?  Not  only  would  one  of  the 
darkest  blots  on  our  modern  civilization  be  removed,  but 
there  would  be  a  positive  gain  in  prosperity  through  an 
increase  of  intelligent  members  of  society. 

But  too  frequently  economy,  or  rather  retrenchment, 
begins  with  the  school.  That  source  of  expenditure  is 
obvious ;  it  can  easily  be  cut  off.  The  evils  of  such  a 
course  do  not  show  themselves  immediately,  and  ignorance 
is  always  jealous  of  expenditure  to  remove  itself.  It  implies 
no  small  amount  of  intelligence  and  self-control  in  a  com- 
munity not  to  have  recourse  first  of  all  to  this  method  of 
curtailing  expenses.  Strict  economy  should  govern  all 
public  expenditure,  but  %it  is  not  economy  to  cripple  the 
efficiency  of  the  instrument  which  sustains  the  intelligence 
of  the  community.  There  should  be  a  disposition  to  guard 
jealously  the  interests  of  so  important  an  agency  of  the 
public  welfare,  and  to  afford  it  the  fullest  opportunities  con- 
sistent with  public  interests  to  perform  its  appointed  work. 
The  greater  facilities  afforded  by  compact  towns  and  cities 
should  make  the  average  amount  of  each  child's  education 
larger  in  the  country  than  in  the  city.  But  this  disadvan- 
tage should  be  cheerfully  met.  The  city  affords  many 
influences  for  developing  mental  activity  which  the  country 
does  not  afford,  and  it  should  be  thought  all  the  more 
necessary  to  give  a  full  and  thorough  school  education. 
Each  generation  also  should  lay  broader  foundations  for 
the  work  of  the  succeeding  generation  than  it  itself  enjoyed. 
In  no  other  way  can  the  progressive  advance  of  society  be 
kept  up.  The  public  school  is  the  great  instrument  in 
promoting  this  advance,  and  it  is  the  duty  and  privilege 
of  each  generation  to  make  it  a  more  efficient  instrument. 
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READING. 

Perhaps  in  no  exercise  is  there  required  more  care  and 
watchfulness  from  a  teacher  than  in  conducting  a  reading 
lesson.  The  pureness  and  naturalness  of  tone,  the  exact 
pronunciation,  just  emphasis  and  faithful  expression,  in 
which  the  charm  of  good  reading  consists,  can  be  acquired 
only  at  the  expense  of  careful  study  and  constant  practice. 
But  it  is  so  easy  for  a  person  to  fall  into  wrong  habits  in 
these  respects,  and,  in  an  exercise  so  frequently  repeated, 
the  temptation  is  so  great  to  pass  over  slight  inaccuracies, 
that  great  care  against  this  danger  must  be  exercised.  It 
is  far  easier  to  form  correct  than  to  reform  incorrect  habits. 
The  cultivation  of  these  should  begin  from  the  very  first, 
and  especial  attention,  therefore,  should  be  given  to  these 
points  in  the  Primary  Schools. 

The  first  requisite  for  true  expression  in  reading  is  a 
complete  understanding  of  the  meaning  to  be  expressed. 
Hence  selections  should  not  be  beyond  the  capacity  of  the 
classes  to  which  they  are  given.  Teachers  should  also,  by 
questioning  their  classes,  make  themselves  sure  that  the 
author's  meaning  has  been  comprehended.  Unless  this  be 
the  case,  all  attempts  at  expression  is  hopeless,  and  the 
instruction  will  be  adopted  by  the  pupil  without  understand- 
ing the  reason  for  it.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  the  endeavor 
should  be  to  impart  principles,  and  not  particular  applica- 
tions of  those  principles. 

This  exercise  might  be  made  extremely  beneficial  by 
insisting  more  upon  the  definition  of  words.  Were  each 
class  required  to  be  prepared  to  give  plainly  the  meaning 
of  every  important  word  in  each  reading  lesson,  this  course 
would  assist  very  much  in  the  attempt  to  express  the  au- 
thor's meaning,  and  would  also  speedily  increase  the  avail- 
able vocabulary  of  each  pupil.  This  might  make  the 
progress  of  classes  through  their  books  less  speedy,  but  it 
would  increase  very  much  their  power  to  grasp  the  mean- 
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ing  of  a  writer,  and,  therefore,  their  power  of  expressing 
his  meaning. 

It  might  be  found  useful  for  the  higher  classes  to  make 
use,  at  times,  of  some  other  than  the  regular  text-books. 
This  would  lend  interest  and  variety  to  the  exercise,  and 
might  have  some  influence  in  the  development  of  a  more 
elevated  taste  in  reading. 

SPELLING. 

Correct  spelling  is  one  of  the  most  common  tests  of  the 
extent  of  a  person's  education.  It  is,  therefore,  important 
that  it  should  be  acquired  by  all  persons  who  make  preten- 
sions of  being  at  all  well  educated.  But  unless  the  ability 
to  spell  correctly  be  acquired  in  early  life,  the  probability 
is  that  it  will  not  be  acquired  at  all,  or  only  at  the  expense 
of  much  labor.  By  the  time,  therefore,  scholars  leave 
school,  they  should  be  able  to  spell  correctly  the  words  in 
frequent  use.  The  ability  to  do  this  is  not  so  common  as  it 
might  be  supposed.  In  many  cases  familiar  English  words 
do  not  indicate  by  their  pronunciation  their  spelling,  as  do 
most  of  the  words  of  Greek  and  Latin  derivation.  One  of 
the  reasons  of  the  inability  to  spell  them  arises  from  the  use 
of  spelling  books  where  we  find  so  many  lists  of  long  words 
which  most  persons  use  very  seldom.  More  attention 
should  be  given  to  the  spelling  of  the  common  words,  and 
it  would  be  advisable  to  use  the  spelling  book  rules,  or 
else  select  from  it  this  class  of  words.  It  might  be  profita- 
ble, also,  to  revive  the  old  custom  of  dictation.  By  reading 
a  selection,  and  requiring  scholars  to  write  it,  very  many 
of  the  smaller  words,  which  seem  too  easy  to  give  out  in  a 
regular  spelling  lesson,  will  become  familiar  in  their  written 
form. 

ARITHMETIC. 

The   important  relation  in   which    this    study   stands    to 
practical  life,  naturally  gives  it  a  prominent  place  in  the 
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course  of  study  in  public  schools.  The  knowledge  of  this 
subject  acquired  by  most  scholars  is  very  imperfect.  The 
reason  is  probably  found  in  the  insufficient  attention  given 
to  fundamental  principles.  The  work  in  this  department 
is  too  mechanical.  Scholars  are  too  much  accustomed  to 
learn  rules  and  work  problems  by  them,  without  under- 
standing the  principles  upon  which  the  rules  rest.  The 
teacher  should  hold  the  attention  of  his  pupils  to  these  prin- 
ciples, and  by  illustration  and  continued  repetition  fix  them 
firmly  in  their  minds. 

Too  much  assistance  should  not  be  given  to  scholars  in 
the  solution  of  problems.  These  test  the  knowledge  of  the 
principle  which  they  are  designed  to  illustrate.  In  no  other 
study  is  there  so  great  an  opportunity  for  developing  the 
ingenuity,  perseverance  and  self-reliance  of  scholars  as  in 
arithmetic.  The  application  of  general  principles  to  vary- 
ing conditions  in  special  cases,  furnishes  in  miniature  a  copy 
of  real  life.  If  a  scholar  learns  in  arithmetic  to  apply  gen- 
eral rules  to  special  cases,  he  learns  to  do  what  is  required 
in  wider  spheres  in  actual  life.  It  is  desirable,  therefore, 
that  the  student  should  be  thrown  as  much  as  possible  on 
his  own  resources,  after  he  has  once  thoroughly  compre- 
hended the  principles  upon  which  a  rule  is  based.  A  wise 
teacher  will  aim  to  give  just  that  amount  of  help  which  will 
enable  a  scholar  to  exert  to  the  utmost  his  own  powers. 
x\ny  further  help  is  not  a  benefit,  but  an  injury  to  the  pupil. 

HISTORY. 

In  a  country  in  which  the  sovereign  power  is  vested  in 
the  people,  it  is  of  great  importance  that  the  people  gener- 
ally should  have  some  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the 
country,  and  of  the  principles  upon  which  its  government 
rests.  If  possible  the  historical  knowledge  should  be  ex- 
tended to  the  history  and  governments  of  other  countries, 
that  the  peculiar  advantage   of  our  own   government,  and 
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the  lesson  of  its  history  should  inspire  a  reasonable  patriot- 
ism, and  an  intelligent  performance  of  those  duties  which 
devolve  upon  each  citizen. 

The  study  of  History  would  seem  to  be  one  of  the  most 
interesting  in  the  course  of  public  school  instruction.  To 
make  it  thus  interesting,  and  also  profitable,  requires  much 
interest  and  care  in  a  teacher.  Scholars  are  very  much 
accustomed  to  memorize  the  words  of  the  text-book  without 
obtaining  very  definite  ideas  about  events  and  their  signifi- 
cance. Examinations  show  the  traces  of  this  custom. 
Unless  the  words  of  the  text-book  can  be  recalled,  the  facts 
have  generally  escaped  the  memory  also.  In  this  study 
much  explanation  is  demanded  from  a  teacher,  and  a  full 
mind  can  here  be  used  very  serviceably.  If  possible, 
scholars  should  be  encouraged  to  read  books  outside  of  the 
text-books,  which  are  generally  quite  meagre  in  their 
details.  An  interest  might  thus  be  excited  which  would 
lead  to  a  purer  taste  in  reading  among  the  young,  and  they 
would  become  also  more  intelligent  in  discharging  their 
duties  as  citizens. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

This  is  a  study  in  which  the  teacher's  judgment  must  be 
continually  exercised.  Our  text-books  are  still  full  of  much 
that  may  be  profitably  omitted.  It  should  be  the  aim  to 
teach  only  what  is  important  and  useful.  While,  therefore, 
a  general  knowledge  of  other  continents  and  countries  is 
desirable,  particular  attention  should  be  given  to  our  own 
country.  By  the  close  of  the  Grammar  School  course, 
pupils  should  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  all  the  leading 
features  of  the  country,  and  the  character  of  business  and 
products  of  each  particular  section. 

It  would  be  found  advantageous  to  require  more  fre- 
quently the  drawing  of  maps.  This  is  an  excellent  way 
to  fix  in  the  memory  the  general  outline  of  a  country. 
Having  vividly  before  the   mind   an  idea    of  the    general 
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features,  it  would  be  much  easier  to  locate  more  particular 
points  and  the  less  important  places.  This  exercise  would 
also  contribute,  by  the  practice  it  would  afford,  to  profi- 
ciency in  free  hand  drawing. 

If  it  were  possible  to  have  some  books  of  travel  available 
for  the  use  of  scholars,  some  important  advantages  would 
result.  If,  while  studying  with  the  map,  a  country,  schol- 
ars could  be  induced  to  read  some  books  of  travel  bearing 
on  it,  their  interest  would  be  deepened  and  their  knowledge 
fixed  more  firmly  in  their  minds.  This  kind  of  reading  is 
very  profitable  when  care  is  taken  to  follow  on  the  map  the 
course  of  travel.  The  descriptions  are  frequently  so  vivid, 
and  the  mind  is  called  to  dwell  so  long  on  the  general  fea- 
tures of  the  country,  that  almost  without  effort  some  useful 
and  interesting  knowledge  is  retained. 

WRITING. 

Unless  one  begins  with  writing  well,  he  is  not  apt  to 
become  a  fine  writer.  The  hurry  of  active  life  is  not  con- 
ducive to  elegant  penmanship.  A  clear,  legible  hand  is 
very  desirable,  and  the  purpose  of  this  department  of  in- 
struction in  schools  is  to  produce  it.  But  there  is  not  that 
improvement  in  writing,  as  a  scholar  advances  through  the 
school,  which  there  ought  to  be.  To  write  well  requires 
much  patient  application  and  attention  to  matters  of  detail, 
which  scholars  in  general  are  not  very  willing  to  give. 
There  should  be  more  personal  supervision  by  the  teacher 
while  the  exercise  is  in  progress.  Care  should  be  taken  to 
point  out  why  a  scholar's  writing  is  defective,  in  what  points 
it  is  thus  defective,  and  how  the  difficulty  can  be  removed. 
If  necessary,  scholars  should  be  required  to  practice  par- 
ticularly those  points  in  which  they  fail.  It  should  be  a 
rule  that  no  written  exercise,  except  written  examinations, 
will  be  received  from  a  scholar  in  which  the  penmanship  is 
inferior  to  the  best  that  he  can  do.  Scholars  often  look  on 
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their  writing  books  as  designed  to  furnish  for  inspection, 
by  the  committee  or  other  visitors,  specimens  of  what  may 
be  done  by  the  school,  but  there  is  not  thought  to  be  any 
need  of  so  much  care  in  other  cases.  The  best  should  be 
required  in  every  case  where  writing  is  required,  and  noth- 
ing but  that  accepted. 

MUSIC. 

The  School  Committee  could  wish  that  the  community 
had  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  vocal  music 
as  a  branch  of  instruction  in  our  public  schools.  Under 
present  circumstances  very  little  can  be  done  in  comparison 
with  what  might  be  accomplished,  could  the  committee  feel 
at  liberty  to  procure  the  services  of  a  special  teacher  in  this 
department.  This  exercise  is  one  in  which  children  always 
take  an  interest.  It  is  something  entirely  different  from 
the  other  branches  of  study ;  it  affords  a  pleasing  relief 
from  the  weariness  of  silent  study,  and  always  seems  to 
brighten  up  a  school  and  give  new  enthusiasm  for  study. 
Experience  has  shown  that  the  number  of  persons  who 
cannot  karn  to  sing,  if  they  are  taught  at  a  sufficiently 
early  age,  is  very  small  indeed,  generally  not  more  than 
one  or  two  in  a  hundred.  The  rudiments  of  vocal  music 
are  easily  acquired  by  young  persons,  and  it  is  possible  to 
give  in  the  course  of  a  common  school  education  a  very 
fair  knowledge  of  music.  We  do  not  know  in  what  direc- 
tion a  slight  increase  of  expenditure  would  promise  larger 
and  more  desirable  results. 

DRAWING. 

The  law  of  the  State  requires  that  Drawing  should  be 
taught  in  all  public  schools.  The  advantages  of  such  a 
course  of  instruction  are  numerous.  Many  of  the  pupils 
in  these  schools  will  find  employment  in  mechanical  pur- 
suits, where  it  is  of  great  use  to  be  able  to  draw  designs 
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and  work  from  plans.  To  those  who  manifest  a  special 
aptitude  in  this  department,  there  is  open  a  wide  field  in 
drawing  designs  and  patterns  for  manufacturers.  And. 
even  to  those  who  may  not  need  to  make  such  knowledge 
the  source  of  their  support,  the  training  of  the  hand  and 
eye,  which  is  one  of  the  most  sure  results  of  this  study,  is 
in  itself  an  advantage.  It  cultivates  a  taste  for  graceful 
and  pleasing  forms,  and  contributes  to  the  development  of 
a  purer  taste  for  works  of  art. 

The  subject  does  not  receive  the  attention  which  it  de- 
serves. The  bearing  of  the  study  upon  superiority  in 
some  departments  of  manufactures  is  so  well  understood 
in  some  European  countries,  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
public  school  education  is  devoted  to  this  study.  The  time 
which  is  devoted  to  it  in  our  own  schools  is  very  small,  and 
should  be  increased.  Another  hindrance  to  advancement 
in  drawing  is  that,  being  comparatively  a  new  branch  of 
study,  some  of  the  older  teachers  have  not  had  the  benefit 
of  a  course  of  training  in  this  department. 

FREE    TEXT-BOOKS. 

In  our  last  annual  School  Report  the  attention  of  our 
citizens  was  called  to  the  importance  of  the  towns  providing 
free  text-books  for  our  schools.  The  Committee,  after 
further  consideration  of  the  subject,  are  still  of  the  opinion 
that  the  books  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  should  be 
owned  by  the  town.  At  first  the  expense  would  seem  to 
be  large,  but  in  the  end  it  would  be  cheaper,  and  certainly 
much  better.  The  children  of  the  rich  and  poor  would 
here  be  on  a  common  level,  and  merit  in  deportment  and 
study  is  all  that  makes  any  distinction.  The  schools  once 
properly  supplied,  would  afford  to  all  alike  the  equal  privi- 
lege now  already  provided  in  every  other  respect.  The 
money  of  the  town  provides  instruction,  suitable  furniture, 
and  comfortable  school  buildings  to  all.     We  regard  this 
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as  a  very  important  step,  and  we  sincerely  hope  the  public 
will  give  the  subject  due  consideration,  and  adopt  some 
plan  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee. 

The  city  of  Bath,  Me.,  was  the  first  place  in  New  Eng- 
land to  furnish  free  text-books  to  all  the  children  in  the 
public  schools.  Supt.  Tash,  who  introduced  the  system  in 
1871,  says:  "Some  of  the  advantages  resulting  from  the 
supply  of  free  text-books  are  found  to  be  these  :  Previously 
much  time  had  been  lost  to  the  scholars,  and  much  incon- 
venience felt  by  teachers,  especially  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  by  delays  in  procuring  the  proper  books.  Parents 
having  large  families  dependent  on  their  daily  support, 
often  find  their  slender  income  taxed  to  the  utmost  in  sup- 
plying their  children  with  the  requisite  text-books  for 
schools,  and  this  is  felt  the  more  keenly  when,  by  a  change 
of  residence,  the  last  supply  used  in  some  other  place, 
though  in  good  condition,  has  to  be  thrown  aside  as  useless, 
not  being  the  ones  suited  to  our  schools.  Such  children 
have  often  been  kept  weeks  without  the  proper  books,  if 
not  kept  from  school  altogether." 

Several  instances  of  this  kind  have  come  to  the 
notice  of  the  Committee  during  the  past  year  in  our 
own  town ;  for  this  reason  we  have  entered  into  a  discus- 
sion of  the  subject  somewhat  more  lengthy  than  we  other- 
wise should. 

Supt.  Tash  further  says,  "Text  books  furnished  by  the 
town  would  be  kept  more  carefully  than  when  owned  by 
the  children.  At  first  this  would  seem  not  to  be  so,  but 
wherever  it  has  been  fairly  tested,  it  has  uniformly  been 
found  to  be  true,  there  being  four  parties  interested  in  the 
preservation  of  these  books,  —  school  officers,  teachers, 
parents  and  children.  Those  used  in  the  primary  schools 
will  wear  out  and  will  want  replacing,  but  the  larger 
and  more  costly  books,  used  in  the  higher  grades  of 
schools,  will  be  used  in  successive  classes  for  a  series 
of  years." 
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"The  free  supply  of  books  increases  school  time  by  quite 
a  large  per  cent.,  the  number  of  pupils  entering  school,  and 
the  length  of  the  time  on  the  average  they  remain  there. 
Children  not  having  to  wait  for  books  enter  school  more 
promptly  in  all  the  grades,  and  they  remain  longer,  es- 
pecially in  the  High  School,  where  premature  withdrawal 
from  school  has  been  largely  due  to  the  inability  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  costlier  text  books.  How  much  school 
time  is  gained  in  all  these  directions,  together  with  the 
prompt  beginning  of  study  and  recitation  on  entering,  can- 
not be  precisely  estimated,  but  certainly,  as  all  our  teachers 
say,  a  large  portion." 

Some  of  the  cities,  and  a  considerable  number  of  the 
towns  in  this  state,  have  already  adopted  this  plan,  and 
many  others  are  agitating  the  subject.  Experience,  in 
other  places,  has  demonstrated  that  this  plan  is  the  cheap- 
est for  the  inhabitants  of  any  town,  in  the  end.  The 
School  Committee  or  agent  could  purchase  the  books  at 
the  lowest  terms,  label  them  as  property  belonging  to  the 
Town,  number  and  charge  them  to  the  several  teachers 
when  given  out,  teachers  to  deliver  them  to  the  scholars 
when  needed,  and  keep  a  record  of  their  delivery  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  object.  At  the  close  of  the  term,  all  books 
could  be  accounted  for  to  the  teachers,  and  those  not 
wanted  for  use  by  the  scholars  during  vacation,  could  be 
deposited  in  some  safe  place  in  the  school  room,  provided 
expressly  for  that  purpose. 


EMPLOYMENT   OF   CHILDREN    IN   FACTORIES. 

The  attention  of  employers  and  parents  is  called  to  the 
following  amendment  of  the  law  relating  to  the  employment 
of  children  in  factories,  which  was  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  last  year  : 
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Chap.  52.     Acts  of  1876. 

An  Act  relating-   to  the  Employment  of  Children,   and  reg- 
ulations   respecting   them. 

Sect.  j.  No  child  under  the  age  of  ten  shall  be  employed 
in- any  manufacturing,  mechanical  or  mercantile  establishment  in 
this  Commonwealth,  and  any  parent  or  guardian  who  permits 
such  employment,  shall,  for  such  offence,  forfeit  a  sum  of  not  less 
than  twenty,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  or  town. 

Sect.  2.  No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  so 
employed,  unless,  during  the  year  next  preceding  such  employ- 
ment, he  has  attended  some  public  or  private  or  day  school, 
under  teachers  approved  by  the  school  committee  of  the  place 
where  such  school  is  kept,  at  least  twenty  weeks,  which  time 
may  be  divided  into  two  terms,  each  of  ten  consecutive  weeks,  so 
far  as  the  arrangements  of  school  terms  will  allow  ;  nor  shall 
such  employment  continue,  unless  such  child  shall  attend  school 
as  herein  provided,  in  each  and  every  year  ;  and  no  child  shall  be 
so  employed,  who  does  not  present  a  certificate,  made  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  said  school  committee,  of  his  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  act,  provided,  however,  that  a  regular 
attendance,  during  the  continuance  of  such  employment,  in  any 
school  known  as  a  half-time  day  school,  or  an  attendance  in  any 
public  or  private  day  school  twenty  weeks,  as  above  stated,  may 
be  accepted  by  said  school  committee  as  a  substitute  for  the  at- 
tendance herein  required. 

Sect.  3.  Every  owner,  superintendent  or  overseer  in  am 
establishment  above  named,  who  employs  or  permits  to  be  em- 
ployed any  child,  in  violation  of  the  second  section  of  this  act, 
and  every  parent  or  guardian  who  permits  such  employment, 
shall,  for  such  offence,  forfeit  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty,  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  such 
city  or  town. 

Sect.  4.  The  truant  officers  shall,  at  least  once  in  every 
school  term,  and  as  often  as  the  school  committee  require,  visit 
the  establishments  described  by  this  act,  in  their    several   cities 
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and  towns,  and  inquire  into  the  situation  of  the  children  em- 
ployed therein,  ascertain  whether  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
duly  observed,  and  report  all  violations  to  the  school  committee. 

TRUANCY. 

If  the  State  provides,  as  a  measure  of  self-protection,  for 
the  education  of  its  members,  it  follows  that  it  has  a  right 
to  compel,  as  far  as  possible,  every  member  to  receive  that 
education.  It  sometimes  occurs,  especially  as  population 
becomes  more  dense,  that  children  of  a  legal  school  age 
are  not  found  in  school.  The  law  has  provided  for  the 
investigation  of  such  cases,  and  has  established  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  its  provisions.  In  order  that  all  parents 
may  be  informed  of  its  provisions,  printed  below  will  be 
found  an  extract  from  the  proposed  new  By-Laws  for  the 
town,  which  is  substantially  the  law  of  the  State  concerning 
Truancy  : 

Sect.  i.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen 
years,  who  may  be  found  wandering  idly  about  in  any  street  or 
public  place  in  the  Town  of  Saugus  during  school  hours,  having 
no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attending  school,  shall  be 
arrested  by  the  truant  officer  of  said  Saugus,  and  taken  to  the 
school  to  which  he  or  she  belongs  and  delivered  to  the  teacher 
thereof.  And  any  child  who  may  be  absent  as  aforesaid  a  third 
time,  shall  be  deemed  an  habitual  truant,  and  may  be  punished 
according  to  Section  2. 

Sect.  2.  A  child  guilty  of  truancy  shall  be  reported  by  the 
teacher  to  one  of  the  school  committee,  who  shall,  if  he  deems 
the  offence  sufficiently  aggravated  to  deserve  punishment,  forth- 
with notify  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  child,  who  shall 
be  allowed  to  prevent  summary  punishment  by  such  pledges  for 
the  good  conduct  of  the  child  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  school 
committee ;  and  if  such  pledges  are  not  given  or  kept,  the 
school  committee,  or  one  of  them,  may  forthwith  notify  the  truant 
officer,  who  shall  at  once  make  the  complaint  required  by  law 
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against    such  child,  before  any  trial  justice  or    tribunal   having 
jurisdiction  of  the  case. 

Sect.  3.  Any  of  the  persons  described  in  the  first  section  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  entitled  "An  Act  concern- 
ing truant  children  and  absentees  from  School,"  upon  conviction 
of  any  offence  described  in  said  Act  shall  be  committed  to  the 
State  Primary  School  at  Monson,  and  the  same  is  hereby  as- 
signed as  the  place  of  confinement,  discipline  and  instruction  for 
persons  so  convicted. 

During  the  past  year,  two  or  three  cases  of  truancy 
occurred  in  Cliftondale,  which  interfered  greatly  with  the 
welfare  of  the  schools.  The  truants  endeavored  to  induce 
other  boys  to  follow  their  example.  Other  complaints  have 
been  made,  but  the  Committee  are  not  able  to  deal  with 
such  difficulties,  because  the  town  is  not  provided  with  the 
proper  By-Laws.  It  is  expected  that  this  obstacle  will  be 
removed  at  the  next  town  meeting.  The  law  requires  the 
School  Committee  to  appoint  a  truant  officer,  who  shall 
receive  and  investigate  all  complaints,  and  to  see  that  the 
law  is  carefully  enforced.  All  cases  of  prolonged  absence, 
for  which  no  valid  excuse  is  made,  should  be  entrusted  to 
him  to  investigate.  It  would  also  devolve  upon  him  to  see 
that  the  law  regarding  employment  of  children  of  school 
age  is  enforced. 

ABSENCE   AND   TARDINESS. 

The  attention  of  parents  is  called  once  more  to  these 
often  mentioned  subjects.  We  are  persuaded  that  teachers 
feel  the  evils  of  them  so  much  that  they  do  all  they  can  to 
remove  them,  and  that  any  improvement  in  these  respects 
must  be  the  result  of  greater  attention  on  the  part  of  parents. 
Children  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  absent  or  tardy  unless 
for  imperative  reasons.  The  loss  occasioned  by  these  evils 
fall  not  only  upon  the  scholar  himself,  but  also  upon  the 
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whole  class  to  which  he  belongs.  We  would,  therefore, 
urge  upon  parents  greater  attention  to  these  matters.  It  is 
a  hindrance,  and  not  a  kindness  to  a  child,  to  allow  him  to 
remain  from  school,  unless  sickness  or  some  equally  good 
cause  demands  it. 

By  request  of  the  School  Committee,  teachers  in  the 
several  schools  have  kept  a  record  of  the  number  of  ab- 
sentees during  the  past  vear.  The  total  number  absent 
for  various  reasons  amounts  to  nearly  fifteen  thousand. 
Deducting  five  thousand  for  the  number  absent  on  account 
of  sickness,  leaves  a  balance  of  not  far  from  ten  thousand. 
Allowing  thirty-seven  weeks  for  the  school  year  (the  record 
extending  over  that  period  only),  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
time  lost,  if  improved,  would  furnish  instruction  for  twenty- 
seven  scholars  for  the  entire  year.  The  large  number 
absent,  added  to  the  tardy  scholars,  numbering  some  eigh- 
teen hundred,  must  have  a  tendency  to  injure  the  efficiency 
of  the  schools,  placing  the  standard  far  below  what  it  should 
be.  There  is  a  much  needed  reform  in  this  direction. 
Parents  should  exercise  a  continual  watchfulness  over  their 
children,  see  that  they  are  not  only  constantly  but  promptly 
at  school,  that  they  may  be  able  by  this  means  to  receive 
the  full  benefit  of  the  money  expended  for  their  education. 

HIGH    SCHOOL. 

The  maintenance  of  a  High  School  in  a  town  of  the  size 
of  Saugus-is  required  by  law.  The  establishment  of  such 
a  school,  and  especially  raising  it  to  the  desirable  standard, 
requires  time.  The  Committee  have  endeavored  to  bring 
the  standard  of  the  High  School  up  to  that  of  similar  schools 
in  the  towns  around  us.  The  course  of  study,  as  laid  out, 
is  almost  as  extensive  and  advanced  as  that  in  the  neigh- 
boring city  of  Lynn.  In  larger  towns  the  law  requires 
certain  studies,  such  as  Greek  and  German,  which  are  not 
required   in    smaller    towns.      With    these    exceptions,   the 
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Committee  believe  that  the  course  is  as  extensive  as  is  at 
present  needed.  The  facilities  for  certain  studies,  espe- 
cially in  the  Physical  Sciences,  are  very  deficient,  and 
therefore  there  is  not  that  proficiency  in  these  departments 
which  is  desirable. 

The  conditions  for  admission  to  the  High  School  are  as 
follows :  Applicants  must  pass  written  examinations  in 
Arithmetic,  History,  Grammar  and  Geography,  and  are 
required  to  be  prepared  on  all  that  is  contained  in  the  text- 
books used  on  these  subjects  in  the  Grammar  Schools. 
The  applicants  have  not  yet  been  quite  up  to  the  proper 
standard,  and  more  careful  preparation  must  be  required 
in  the  Grammar  Schools.  The  examinations  for  admission 
should  also  be  made  more  severe  each  year,  and  pupils 
should  not  be  allowed  to  pass  from  one  class  to  another  in 
the  High  School  who  have  not  satisfactorily  passed  the 
monthly  written  examinations  in  their  several  studies. 

The  High  School  needs  apparatus  with  which  to  illus- 
trate Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry,  and  works  of 
reference  in  other  departments,  especially  History  and 
English  Literature.  A  small  amount  should  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Committee  to  furnish  the  school  in  these 
branches.  By  a  slight  expenditure  each  year,  the  school 
would  soon  be  supplied  with  what  is  most  indispensable  to 
its  greatest  efficiency.  The  school  needs,  also,  better  accom- 
modations. At  present  one  of  the  dressing-rooms  is  used  as 
the  Assistant's  room,  but  it  is  so  small  that  the  whole  of  the 
junior  and  middle  classes  cannot  be  accommodated  at  one 
time.  If  a  large  room  could  be  used,  some  exercises  could 
be  conducted  for  the  whole  class  instead  of  one-half  of  it, 
and  thus  time  saved  for  other  recitations. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  school  be 
furnished  with  more  commodious  quarters  in  the  new  Town 
Hall.  The  lower  hall  could  be  easily  adapted  to  the  wants 
of  the  school.  A  room  opens  upon  it  which  would  make  a 
very  good  room   for  the    Assistant,  while    dressing-rooms 
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could  be  provided  in  the  basement  at  a  very  slight  expense. 
The  Committee  would  urge  this  matter,  because  they  feel 
how  important  such  a  step  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
school.  They  hope,  therefore,  that  the  citizens  of  the  town 
will  carefully  consider  such  a  proposition. 

PRIMARY   SCHOOL,   WARD   TWO. 

This  room  is  too  crowded  in  its  present  quarters.  Almost 
eighty  scholars  are  confined  in  this  room,  which  is  low 
studded,  dark,  and  unventilated.  The  Assistant's  room  is 
one  of  the  dressing-rooms,  and  is  very  unsuitable  for  a 
recitation-room,  being  small,  inconvenient,  and  not  easily 
ventilated.  The  Committee  advise  the  division  of  this 
school ;  that  one  part  occupy  the  present  room,  and  the 
other  the  room  above.  The  furnishing  of  the  new  room 
would  be  very  slight,  as  enough  chairs  and  desks  are 
already  provided  in  the  lower  room,  and  a  part  of  them 
can  be  removed  to  the  upper  room.  This  matter  should 
be  favorably  considered.  The  crowded  condition  of  the 
school  at  the  present  time  cannot  but  be  detrimental  to 
the  health  of  the  }roung  children  who  attend  it.  The  ven- 
tilation being  so  poor,  the  air  must  necessarily  be  so  impure 
as  to  exert  an  injurious  influence  on  the  physical,  and 
through  that  on  the  intellectual  condition  of  the  pupils. 
The  slight  expense  required  to  establish  another  school 
would  be  trifling  compared  with  the  benefits  which  would 
be  secured. 

WARD   FIVE. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  the  discontinuance  of 
this  school.  The  number  of  scholars  who  attend  there  is 
very  small,  especially  in  the  winter  term.  The  average 
attendance  for  the  year  is  only  twelve  scholars.  The 
parents  of  three  children  who  now  attend  there  have  applied 
to  the  Committee  for  permission  to  send  their  children  to  a 
school  in  Melrose,  which  is  much   nearer  to  them  than  the 
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school  at  Oaklandvale.  Two  or  three  of  the  other  fami- 
lies could  send  their  children  to  Cliftondale  or  North  Sau- 
gus  as  conveniently  as  to  the  present  school,  while  others 
could  attend  the  school  at  the  Centre,  where  they  would 
make  no  appreciable  difference  as  to  numbers.  By  this 
expedient  the  town  would  save  some  four  hundred  dollars, 
and  the  pupils  would  have  better  opportunities  than  can  be 
afforded  by  the  present  arrangement. 

CORPORAL    PUNISHMENT. 

The  use  of  a  means  of  discipline  which  can  be  perverted 
so  easily  as  corporal  punishment,  needs  to  be  placed  under 
stringent  regulations.  It  does  not  seem  advisable  to  pro- 
hibit any  recourse  to  this  kind  of  punishment,  because  cases 
some  times  occur  where  physical  suffering  may  be  the  only 
means  of  influencing  a  stubborn  will  or  insubordinate  dis- 
position. The  present  school  law  requires  a  teacher  to 
resort  to  other  means  of  punishment,  and  only  when  these 
have  failed,  to  use  corporal  punishment.  To  prevent  any 
possible  cases  of  cruel  or  unjust  treatment,  and  thus  to 
remove  causes  which  might  furnish  grounds  of  complaint 
to  injudicious  or  inconsiderate  parents,  the  Committee  have 
further  required  that  before  using  this  means  of  chastise- 
ment, information  shall  be  given  to  the  parent  or  a  member 
of  the  Committee,  and  his  permission  obtained.  How  this 
rule  will  work  can  be  proved  only  by  experience,  but  the 
Committee  hope  it  will  remove  the  temptation  from  the 
teacher  to  proceed  too  readily  to  this  punishment,  and  all 
occasion  for  unnecessary  compiaints  from  parents. 

TEACHERS. 

During  the  past  year  two  changes  only  have  been  made 
in  the  corps  of  instructors.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall 
Term,  Miss  Sweetser  resigned  her  position  in  the  Grammar 
School  at  Cliftondale.     Miss  Farrington  was  elected  to  fill 
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the  vacancy,  and  has  given  the  highest  satisfaction  in  that 
position.  During  the  summer  Vacation,  Miss  Abbott  re- 
signed the  care  of  the  school  at  Oaklandvale.  Miss  Payson 
was  chosen  to  fill  the  position,  and  has  discharged  satisfac- 
torily the  duties  of  that  place. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

At  the  last  March  meeting  of  the  Town,  the  appropria- 
tions for  schools  was  diminished  by  the  sum  of  live  hundred 
dollars.  The  Committee  endeavored  to  meet  this  reduction 
by  reducing  teachers'  salaries,  and  also  by  cutting  off  one 
week  from  the  school  year.  The  report  of  school  expenses 
will  not  show  the  reduction  of  the  full  amount,  because  en- 
gagements with  teachers  prevented  a  reduction  of  salaries 
till  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term.  If  the  amount  ex- 
pended from  June,  1876  to  June,  1877,  be  determined,  the 
Committee  believe  that  it  will  be  seen  that  a  reduction  of 
the  full  sum  has  been  made. 

In  presenting  this  report,  the  Committee  express  their 
belief  that  the  schools  generally  are  now  in  as  favorable 
a  condition  as  they  were  represented  to  be  one  year  ago. 
Several  of  the  classes  show  a  higher  state  of  proficiency 
than  the  previous  year.  This  statement  is  endorsed  by  many 
of  the  teachers. 

Continual  watchfulness  is  required  to  see  that  all  inter- 
ests are  provided  for.  There  should  be  no  resting  in 
what  has  been  accomplished,  but  all  should  strive  together, 
committee,  teachers  and  parents,  that  the  greatest  efficiency 
should  be  given  to  every  department  of  instruction.  We 
trust  that  the  condition  of  the  schools  will  continue  to  im- 
prove until  committees  shall  have  no  requests  to  make,  but 
only  commendation  to  give.

AUDITORS'    REPORT. 


In  submitting  their  report  to  the  town,  the  auditors  would  remark 
that  although  the  town  officials  have  endeavored  to  exercise  due  econ- 
omy in  the  several  departments,  still  there  has  been  but  a  slight 
decrease  of  the  town  debt. 

The  unusually  severe  winter  has  called  for  a  large  increase  of 
expenditure  on  the  surveyors'  department  for  the  removal  of  snow, 
$479  94  having  been  expended  for  that  purpose.  To  this  may  be 
added  the  expenses  of  the  committee  on  the  Cliftondale  Square, 
amounting  to  $359.15,  the  cost  of  Franklin  Square,  East  Saugus, 
being  over  $500,  the  expenditure  on  Elm  Street  of  more  than  $300, 
and  the  increase  of  the  State  tax  over  that  of  last  year  of  $1,020, 
which,  taken  together,  will  form  a  large  percentage  of  the  increased 
expenditure.  But,  notwithstanding  these  untoward  circumstances,  we 
have  decreased  the  "  Deficiencj'  "  $6s5.28. 

We  would  again  reiterate  the  necessity  of  the  greatest  economy  in 
the  several  departments  consistent  with  due  regard  for  keeping  our 
material  in  proper  repair.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  selectmen  have 
drawn  orders  to  the  amount  of  $18,387.04  against  $14,546.43  last 
year.  While  no  reflection  rests  upon  them  in  this  connection,  it 
should  prove  to  the  tax-payers  of  Saugus  the  necessity  hereafter  of 
voting  down  pet  measures  until  our  indebtedness  as  a  town  is  either 
largely  decreased  or  entirely  liquidated.  Let  us  be  just  before  we  are 
generous.  We  believe  the  best  interests  of  the  town  demand  that 
the  superintending  School  Committee  should  have  the  entire  con- 
trol of  all  incidental  expenses  in  that  department.  Last  year  a  com- 
mendable effort  was  made  in  this  direction,  the  incidentals  falling 
from  eleven  hundred  odd  dollars  to  seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 


AUDITORS     REPORT. 


The  present  3-ear  they  reach  the  sum  of  $1,165.00.  It  is  evident  that 
the  committee  better  know  the  wants  of  the  schools,  and  can  have  no 
interest  but  their  best  good,  with  the  smallest  outlay  of  the  money 
appropriated.  This  all  tax-payers  will  appreciate.  We  would  there- 
fore recommend  the  abolition  of  the  Prudential  Committee,  and  that 
the  School  Committee  have  the  power  of  appointing  the  janitors  who 
shall  have  the  care  of  the  school-houses,  as  the  law  on  this  subject 
provides. 

According  to  the  requirements  of  the  By-Laws,  that  the  auditors 
shall  submit  a  printed  report,  and  ''examine  the  estimates  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  shall  deem  to  be 
of  interest  to  the  town,"  we  would  recommend  the  sum  of  $2,000 
as  needed  to  repair  the  highways,  but  we  believe  that  our  streets 
should  be  under  the  charge  of  a  Board  of  Road  Commissioners, 
who  can  more  economically  administer  the  affairs  pertaining  to  this 
subject  without  rivalry  or  jealousy  of  the  different  wards,  and  again 
recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  on  this  sub- 
ect,  and  that  the  town  elect  a  Board  of  Road  Commissioners. 

We  believe  the  selectmen's  estimates  of  $12,500  cover  the  neces- 
sary sums  for  their  department,  and  would  recommend  that  the  sum 
of  $22,000  be  raised  by  taxation,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  ensuing 
year,  and  that  the  amount  appropriated  be  divided  as  follows :  — 

Schools $5,500  00 

Highways 2,000  00 

Overseers  of  the  Poor 3,400  00 

Sinking  Fund 1,460  00 

Water  Loan 500  00 

Interest 5,800  00 

And  that  the  balance  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  selectmen,  and 
that  no  sum  be  expended  by  them  in  excess  of  $100,  except  by  a 
direct  vote  of  the  town. 

We  would  also  suggest  that  the  various  boards  of  town  officers  give 
public  notice  of  their  regular  monthly  meetings,  "according  to  the 
requirements  of  the  B}'-Laws. 

In  conclusion,  the  auditors  would  remark  that  they  have  examined 
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all  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  various  boards  with  the  most 
rigid  scrutiny,  and  find  them  strictly  correct. 

In  these  days  of  defalcation  and  swindling,  when  the  Winslows  and 
Woodwards  have  managed  to  elude  the  eyes  of  practised  accountants, 
we  feel  that,  though  dealing  with  honest  men,  it  is  our  province  and  our 
duty  to  examine  with  a  searching  courtesy.  This  we  have  done  with 
all  the  care,  fidelity,  and  ability  which  we  possess,  and  now  lay  our 
labors  and  their  results  before  our  fellow- citizens  for  their  approval.

Annual  examinations  of  the  public  schools  took  place  from 
June  10  to  June  18,  1880. 

A  careful  review  of  the  work  for  the  year  shows  both  faults 
and  deficiencies  so  numerous  as  to  afford  abundant  occupation 
to  the  censorious  and  fault-finding ;  yet  your  committee  take 
great  satisfaction  in  noting  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished, 
and  that  so  many  of  the  schools  show  a  marked  improvement. 

The  necessary  absence  of  the  chairman  for  a  large  part  of  the 
year  has  been  a  source  of  regret  to  himself,  as  well  as  the  other 
members  of  the  board,  to  whom  he  has,  however,  by  occasional 
visits  and  correspondence,  given  the  benefit  of  his  experience 
and  counsel. 

The  fact  that  so  large  a  number  of  the  pupils  of  the  schools 
fail  to  improve  the  opportunities  for  higher  educatiou,  and  that 
a  profitable  use  of  these  can  only  be  made  by  thorough  prepara- 
tion, has  shown  us  the  importance  of  faithful  instruction  in  the 
elementary  schools,  and  of  laying  in  them  the  foundations  broad 
and  deep  for  a  knowledge  of  those  general  principles,  alike 
needful  in  the  performance  of  duties  public  and  private,  and 
the  successful  prosecution  of  business. 

The  monthly  visitation  of  the  schools  by  some  member  of  the 
board,  required  by  law,  not  giving  a  sufficient  knowledge  of 
their  merits  and  needs,  a  much  larger  amount  of  time  has  been 
given  them.  By  our  request,  also,  the  monthly  examination 
papers  have  been  sent  to  the  committee,  giving  us  a  clearer 
view  of  the  comparative  progress  and  thoroughness  of  the 
schools,  as  well  as  of  the  methods  employed  by  the  different 
teachers. 

Early  in  the  year,  tests  similar  to  those  used  in  the  "Norfolk 
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Examinations"  were  used  by  us  in  our  own  schools,  the  results 
showing  (as  have  those  of  other  towns)  the  great  need  of  a 
closer  attention  to  penmanship,  spelling,  the  use  of  capitals, 
etc.  ;  an  opinion  which  was  not  changed  by  the  examination  of 
applicants  for  the  High  School.  Especial  attention  has  been 
given  to  these  matters  ;  yet,  in  spite  of  the  most  careful  instruc- 
tion, marked  deficiencies  will  be  found,  arising  partly  from  dif- 
ferences in  natural  gifts,  not  always  easily  overcome.  The  later 
examination  papers,  while  they  exhibit  a  marked  change  in  these 
respects,  as  well  as  in  systematic  arrangement,  show  that  the 
best  efforts  of  the  teachers  have  also  extended  to  all  the 
branches  taught  in  our  schools. 

As  another  test,  two  weeks  previous  to  Christmas  the  pupils 
of  the  High  and  Grammar  schools  were  requested,  during  the 
week  following  Christmas,  to  each  ad.dress  a  letter  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board;  the  letter  to  be  written,  unassisted,  during 
school  hours,  and  forwarded  without  correction.  During  the 
intervening  two  weeks,  they  were  advised  to  inform  themselves 
upon  all  matters  connected  with  letter-writing. 

The  teachers  gave  their  hearty  co-operation  in  a  drill  that 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  let- 
ters were  received,  without  exception  so  carefully  written  as  to 
give  both  surprise  and  pleasure. 

Various  other  tests  have  been  given ;  the  pupils  of  the  High 
School  being  asked  to  make  a  promissory  note  for  the  chair- 
man, which  was  satisfactorily  done.  As  opportunity  offers, 
changes  and  improvements  are  suggested  to  and  by  the  teachers  ; 
even  those  who  have  been  longest  in  the  service  showing  a 
readiness  to  introduce  any  new  method  which  shall  give  promise 
of  adding  to  their  efficiency.  While  the  reports  of  other  towns 
complain  of  the  evils  resulting  from  frequent  changes  of  teachers, 
and  the  employment  of  new  and  inexperienced  ones,  we  have 
been  highly  favored  in  this  respect* 
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VACANCIES. 

But  three  vacancies  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Miss 
Sweetser,  of  Grammar  School,  Ward  Three,  was  granted  leave 
of  absence  for  the  spring  term,  on  account  of  sickness.  For 
the  same  reason,  she  declined  a  reappointment.  Her  zeal  and 
fidelity  during  several  years  of  service  won  for  her  a  success 
that  has  been  favorably  noticed  in  previous  reports. 

Miss  Andrews,  of  Ward  One,  and  Miss  Jackson,  of  Ward 
Two,  have  been  removed  by  death.  Fully  meriting  the  public 
approval  they  have  received,  they  have  written  their  names  in 
letters  of  love  on  the  hearts  of  their  pupils;  but  "those  who 
knew  them  best  loved  them  most." 

We  bave  been  able  so  successfully  to  fill  these  vacancies,  as 
to  cause  but  temporary  embarrassment  to  the  schools.  The 
town  has  derived  great  benefit  from  the  Salem  Normal  School, 
of  which  a  large  number  of  our  teachers  and  substitutes  are 
graduates,  bringing  to  our  schools  the  help  of  its  systematic 
training  and  thorough  mental  culture. 

PRIMARY    SCHOOLS. 

Our  Primary  Schools  are  three  in  number,  with  one  Sub- 
Primary.  Our  teachers  are  all  deeply  interested  in  their  work, 
well  adapted  to  it,  deserving  the  success  which  attends  their 
labors.  Perhaps  few  parents  realize  the  additional  burden  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  large  amount  of  oral  instruction  now 
given,  beneficial  to  the  pupil  but  exhausting  to  the  teacher. 

Instead  of  the  formidable  alphabet  (often  so  slowly  and  tear- 
fully learned),  by  easy  steps  the  little  ones  find  themselves 
reading  and  writing,  while  a  happy  freedom  has  succeeded  the 
severity  which  frowned  upon  the  dropping  of  a  pencil,  or  a 
glance  at  a  neighbor  in  the  rear.  Weariness  is  prevented  by 
frequent  changes  of  position,  singing,  blackboard  exercises,  etc., 
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while  the  neatness  and    legibility  of   the  writing  and  figures 
which  they  exhibit  with  so  much  pride,  is  surprising. 

Object  teaching,  while  it  attracts,  also  stimulates  and  de- 
velops. 

OUR    TWO    INTERMEDIATE    SCHOOLS 
are  doing  an  important  part  in  preparing  for  the  regular  Gram- 
mar School  studies. 

As  "the  later  teaching  is  dependent  on  the  earlier,"  the  evil 
effects  of  work  imperfectly  done  here  will  be  felt  in  the  more 
advanced  departments,  where  the  time  sometimes  spent  in  re- 
viewing and  strengthening  weak  foundations  should  be  more 
profitably  employed.  The  difference  in  grade  of  the  schools  of 
the  various  wards  has  prevented  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
course  of  study  throughout  the  town,  so  that  in  some  wards  this 
work  comes  into  other  grades. 

This  cannot  well  be  remedied,  without  multiplying  the  num- 
ber of  the  schools  beyond  the  actual  needs.  The  record  of 
these  teachers  is  a  good  one. 

OUR  TWO  MIXED  SCHOOLS 
are  doing  all  that  could  be  expected.  In  Ward  One,  irregularity 
in  attendance,  the  large  number  of  classes,  with  a  change  of 
teachers,  have  hindered  the  work  of  the  year;  yet  with  good 
material  and  a  newly  awakened  enthusiasm,  greater  advance- 
ment may  be  expected.  In  Ward  Five  the  small  number  of 
pupils  would  dishearten  a  less  enthusiastic  teacher ;  but  though 
small  in  numbeis,  we  regard  this  school  as  of  interest  and  impor- 
tance, and  its  teacher  as  able  and  faithful. 

OUR    THREE    GRAMMAR    SCHOOLS 
deserve  favorable  mention.     The  successful  experience  of  two 
of  the  teachers   (which  the  third  promises  to  equal)  is   well 
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known.  Some  original  and  interesting  methods  of  teaching  the 
different  branches  have  met  our  approval  in  each. 

As  the  schools  are  open  to  the  public,  details  are  unneces- 
sary. We  aim  to  have  fair  attainments  in  the  regular  Gram- 
mar School  studies,  and  as  nothing  higher  is  required,  we  ex- 
pect thorough  instruction  in  these. 

THE    HIGH    SCHOOL, 

whose  establishment  was  for  a  long  time  considered  of  doubtful 
expediency,  has  won  for  itself  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of 
our  citizens,  who  gladly  avail  themselves  of  its  facilities  for  the 
education  of  their  children.  We  have  endeavored  to  place  at 
its  head  the  best  available  talent;  teachers  who  shall  not  only 
be  competent  to  instruct,  but  possess  aptness  to  teach  and 
ability  to  awaken  that  enthusiasm  which  is  an  essential  element 
of  success  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge. 

Want  of  funds  prevents  our  placing  in  the  school  apparatus 
which  would  aid  in  the  practical  application  of  science,  and 
greatly  facilitate  instruction. 

The  grade  of  admission  is  lower  than  that  of  tow^ns  able  to 
afford  masters  for  the  Grammar  Schools,  making  the  average 
age  of  entrance  young,  and  requiring  the  first  part  of  the  junior 
year  to  be  devoted  to  a  continuance  of  Grammar  School  studies. 

The  age  required  for  the  admission  of  boys  to  the  High 
Schools  of  Boston  is  thirteen,  for  girls  fourteen.  The  addition 
of  another  year  to  the  course  may  eventually  seem  desirable, 
giving  opportunity  for  still  further  advancement,  without  over- 
taxing the  pupils. 

ATTENDANCE. 
The  attendance  has  been  largely  diminished  by  the  preva- 
lence, during  the  different  terms,  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
and  measles,  especially  during  the  winter  term.     The  general 
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desire  to  attend  has  been  gratifying,  and  speaks  well  for  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  In  Ward  Two  the  attendance  is  affected 
by  the  manufacturing  interest,  which  takes  a  part  of  the  schol- 
ars from  school,  all  but  the  twenty  weeks'  yearly  attendance 
required  by  law. 

One  set  of  workers  coming  in  at  one  season,  and  another 
succeeding  them,  adds  greatly  to  the  labor  of  the  teachers,  who 
also  find  discipline  more  difficult  to  maintain  among  those 
scholars  who  for  so  large  a  portion  of  the  year  are  free  from 
the  restraints  of  the  schools. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 
At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  board  it  was  voted  "  that 
there  be  no  change  of  text-books  for  the  ensuing  year,"  and 
though  it  might  sometimes  have  been  an  improvement,  from 
pecuniary  motives  we  have  refrained  from  so  doing. 

VENTILATION 
is  a  matter  of  vital  importance,  as  it  affects  not  only  the  com- 
fort, but  the  health,  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Our  teach- 
ers pay  considerable  attention  to  it,  throwing  open  windows 
during  recess  to  effectually  change  the  air,  and  urging  their 
pupils  to  take  out-of-door  exercise  whenever  the  state  of  the 
weather  or  their  health  will  permit.  They  should  not  be  al- 
lowed, upon  re-entering  the  school-room,  over-heated  from 
exercise,  to  be  near  an  open  window  or  sit  in  currents  of  air. 
Both  teachers  and  janitors  should  see  that  the  school-room  is 
thoroughly  ventilated  at  the  close  of  every  school  session. 
Kooms  where  the  air  is  pure  and  fresh  are  much  more  easily 
heated  than  those  that  are  poorly  ventilated  or  filled  with  nox- 
ious gases.  Failures  in  recitation  may  sometimes  result  from 
headache  or  lassitude,  caused  by  ill- ventilated  or  over-heated 
rooms,  which  also  have  a  tendency  to  make  children  restless 
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and  disorderly.  It  is  difficult  to  regulate  the  temperature  of 
rooms  heated  by  stoves,  the  effort  to  make  the  more  remote 
sitter  comfortable,  often  causing  the  discomfort  of  others. 

The  Sub-Primary  school-room  in  Ward  Two  has  been  poorly 
ventilated  for  several  years,  but  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Jackson,  at 
a  trifling  cost,  seem  to  have  remedied  these  evils.  Some  of 
the  other  school-rooms  might  be  similarly  benefited. 

VACCINATION. 
This  subject  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Jackson,  who 
issued  a  circular  notifying  delinquents  of  the  requirements  of 
the  law,  with  satisfactory  results,  in  most  schools.  It  is  ear- 
nestly hoped  that  this  matter  will  be  still  more  fully  attended 
to. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS. 
In  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  this  matter  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  second  truant  officer,  Mr.  Jackson,  who  has 
faithfully  attended  to  it.  The  work  of  examining  and  prepar- 
ing the  certificates  required  by  law  demands  a  larger  amount 
of  time  and  labor  than  is  generally  known. 

EXPENSES. 
Our  statistics  show  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
appropriated  by  the  town  for  the  purpose  of  lengthening  the 
school  year  to  thirty-nine  weeks,  and  adding  a  small  weekly 
increase  to  the  wages  of  the  teachers,  has  been  thus  used. 
Notwithstanding  this  increase,  they  are  still  paid  less  than  in 
most  towns  in  this  vicinity  ;  the  salaries  of  our  Grammar  School 
teachers  and  High  School  assistant  being  less  than  those  paid 
for  the  lowest  grade  of  schools  in  Lynn,  while  the  amount  paid 
the  principal  of  the  High  School  the  past  year  exceeds  by  only 
ten  dollars  the  maximum  salary  of  the  fourth  assistant  teachers 
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in  the  Boston  primary  schools,  aud  is  less  than  ever  before  paid 
a  male  principal  of  our  High  School ;  the  wages  in  the  other 
grades  being  correspondingly  low. 

But  for  the  fact  that  most  of  our  teachers  are  residents  of  the 
town  (but  two  non-residents),  we  should  not  expect  our  fellow- 
citizens  to  find  themselves  so  ably  and  faithfully  served,  without 
an  increase  of  expenditure. 

It  is  often  argued  that  the  present  prices  are  sufficiently  re- 
munerative, when  the  actual  number  of  hours  spent  in  the 
school-room  are  considered  :  but  few  can  be  ignorant  of  the 
large  amount  of  "out  of  school"  work  required  in  the  prepara- 
tion and  examination  of  papers,  or  the  exhaustion  of  brain  and 
nerve  attendant  upon  the  duties  of  thfe  school-room. 

As  the  matter  of  heating  the  High  school-room  has  not  been 
under  the  direction  of  this  board,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say 
that  it  has  been  done  in  the  most  economical  manner.  It  would 
seem  proper  that  some  responsible  person  connected  with  the 
school-room  should  have  access  to  the  furnace,  during  school 
hours,  with  power  to  regulate  draughts,  as  in  this  variable 
climate  changes  of  temperature  have  been  known  to  occur  be- 
tween 8  and  12  a.  m. 

Your  committee  have  endeavored  so  carefully  to  expend  tin 
funds  intrusted  to  their  charge,  that  no  body  of  malcontent* 
shall  petition  for  legislative  enactment  to  prevent  excess  of  ex- 
penditure. Knowing  the  tax-payers  to  be  already  heavily  bur- 
dened, we  ask  only  for  last  year's  appropriation,  but  more  coul< 
be  judiciously  expended. 


DISCIPLINE. 

Teachers  are  instructed  to  practise  such  discipline  as  woul< 
be  exercised  by  a  kind  and  judicious   parent  in  his  family.     In 
school  (as  in  parental)  government  the   best  disciplinarians  an 
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those  who  combine  gentleness  with  firmness,  seeking  to  attract 
and  stimulate,  realizing  that  excessive  fault-finding,  with  loud 
and  harsh  tones,  serves  but  to  exasperate  and  repel.  Some  of 
our  schools  are  so  judiciously  managed  that  punishment  is 
seldom  necessary.  We  are  not  yet  educated  up  to  the  entire 
abolition  of  corporal  punishment,  for  while  many  an  unruly 
scholar  has  been  won  by  gentleness  and  tact,  with  a  careful 
noting  of  his  temperament  and  peculiarities,  yet,  if  obedience 
and  respectful  deportment  cannot  be  thus  secured,  other  means 
must  be  resorted  to,  for  his  own  good,  as  well  as  to  prevent  the 
demoralization  of  his  associates. 

Temporary  suspension,  or  even  expulsion  from  school,  has 
often  proved  more  effectual  than  personal  chastisement.  The 
indolent,  vicious,  or  obscene  youth,  who  despises  authority, 
cannot  be  expected  to  develop,  unchecked,  into  a  useful,  law- 
abiding  citizen.  The  necessity  for  exertion  is  as  essential  to 
the  intellectual  as  the  physical  growth.  As  the  child  needs  to 
w  sharpen  his  wits"  by  reasoning  out  things  for  himself,  the  most 
successful  teachers  are  those  who  help  the  pupil  to  help  himself. 

Our  sympathies  are  with  the  dull  scholar,  who  needs  "line 
upon  line,  precept  upon  precept,"  to  aid  his  slow  development, 
which  is  often  so  sure,  that  in  the  maturity  of  his  riper  years 
he  becomes  the  leader  of  the  precocious  companions  of  his  youth. 

The  best  good  of  the  rising  generation  can  only  be  secured 
by  adding  to  intellectual  education  that  inculcation  of  moral 
principles,  with  that  respect  for  the  rights  of  others,  and  obedi- 
ence to  law,  which  is  summed  up  in  the  Statute  law  as  "good 
behavior." 

As  has  been  before  said,  our  schools  are  not  perfect,  neither 
are  our  teachers  faultless.  Proper  opportunities  for  speaking 
of  their  faults  are  faithfully  improved. 
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PARENTAL    VISITATION". 

In  no  respect  have  the  schools  of  this  town  stood  higher  than 
in  the  number  of  visits  from  parents  and  friends,  whose  hearty 
co-operation  will  do  much  to  secure  their  ultimate  success. 
We  would  urge  its  continuance  and  increase.  Much  closer 
supervision  is  usually  given  to  matters  of  less  vital  importance. 
Could  parents  sometimes  witness  the  deportment  of  their  chil- 
dren, indignation  at  the  teacher  would  be  changed  to  sympathy 
for  her. 

We  think  our  schools  are  often  underrated,  and  we  have  no 
sympathy  with  those  who  are  ready  to  proclaim  their  inef- 
ficiency and  inferiority  to  the  schools  of  the  larger  towns  and 
cities  possessing  all  the  "  modern  improvements."  We  do  not 
find  that  scholars  coming  from  such  schools  rank  above  ours, 
often  below  them,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  any  regular  at- 
tendant of  our  schools,  of  average  ability,  with  a  desire  for 
knowledge,  could  not  fit  himself  or  herself  to  enter  with  credit 
the  higher  institutions  of  learning,  or  the  business  walks  of  life. 
For  years  there  have  been  going  out  from  them  those  who 
have  maintained  honorable  positions  at  Salem  Normal  and 
Chauncy  Hall  schools,  the  Institute  of  Technology,  Boston  and 
Harvard  Universities,  with  kindred  institutions. 

The  cordiality  of  feeling  generally  existing  between  parents, 
teachers,  and  committee  is  gratifying.  The  education  and  ele- 
vation of  the  rising  generation  is  the  object  of  us  all,  and  requires 
our  united  efforts.  Union  of  effort  demands  that  mutual  for- 
bearance which  is  essential  to  harmony  in  all  the  relations  of 
life.  All  are  human,  and  liable  to  errors  of  judgment  and  prac- 
tice. That  parents  make  great  mistakes,  no  one  who  has 
watched  the  training  of  his  neighbor's  children  can  for  a  moment 
doubt;  and  that  teachers  are   equally  human,  is   clear  to   most 
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parents,  while  doubtless  parents  and  teachers  are  alike  scepti- 
cal as  to  the  infallibility  of  committees. 

We  are  in  no  danger  of  overestimating  the  importance  ot 
our  free  public  schools.  New  England  acknowledges  with 
pride  her  indebtednese  to  her  schools  and  her  churches  for  her 
present  position,  and  on  them  largely  depends  the  perpetuity 
of  her  institutions.

AUDITORS'  REPORT. 


The  Auditors  have  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the 
several  Boards  of  Town  Officers,  and  herewith  submit  their  report. 
We  find  an  apparent  slight  decrease  in  the  Deficienc}',  but  not  as 
large  as  it  should  be  with  an  increase  of  two  thousand  dollars  in 
the  Sinking  Fund.  We  again  recommend  the  utmost  eeonom}*  in 
all  departments.  We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the 
large  amount  of  uncollected  taxes,  and  recommend  that  some 
means  be  adopted  to  collect  them  in  more  closely.  Some  of  our 
neighboring  towns  have  the  entire  tax  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer 
before  the  day  of  settlement.  The  estimates  for  the  several  de- 
partments are  not  in  excess  of  the  expenditures  the  past  year,  and 
meet  our  approval.

Organization. 

The  Board  of  School  Committee  was  organized  April  3, 
1882,  as  follows:  E.  L.  Chute,  chairman;  M.  P.  Sweet- 
ser, secretary. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  to  be  held  the 
first  Monday  of  every  month,  at  the  High-School  room,  at 
4  P.M.  At  the  regular  monthly  meeting,  October  2,  Mr. 
Chute's  resignation  was  received  ;  and,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  School  Committee,  held  Oc- 
tober 13,  Mr.  George  Parsons,  of  Saugus,  was  unanimously 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

November  6th  the  Board  was  reorganized  by  the  choice  of 
Mr.  Parsons  as  chairman.

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REPORT. 

In  submitting  our  Annual  Report  it  seems  unnecessary,  in 
addition  to  the  Table  of  Statistics  offered  for  your  inspection, 
to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  each  school, 
especially  as  the  length  of  service  of  most  of  the  teachers 
has  made  the  public  acquainted  with  their  methods  and  their 
merits,  as  well  as  their  faults. 

The  absence  of  any  prevailing  epidemic  has  made  the 
attendance  better  than  in  some  terms  of  the  two  previous 
years,  yet  the  extremely  cold  and  stormy  weather,  with  the 
icy  state  of  the  streets  for  the  past  few  weeks,  has  affected 
most  of  the  primaries. 

TARDINESS. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to  the  great 
evil  of  tardiness,  for  which  they  are  largely  responsible, 
though  often  resulting  more  from  thoughtlessness  than  real 
neglect.  It  may  not  be  easy  for  a  child  to  be  always  present 
at  the  opening  of  the  school;  but  none  need  be  habitually 
late,  fewT  frequently  so.  The  frequent  absences  or  tardiness 
of  two  or  three  scholars  will  bring  down  the  average  marks 
in  a  way  that  is  very  discouraging  to  the  teacher.  Of  the 
tardy  marks  reported  by  one  teacher  last  year,  a  large 
number  were  found  upon  examination  to  belong  to  one  : 
scholar. 

It  is  not  only  annoying  to  the  teacher  and  confusing  to 
the  school,  but  is  a  positive  injury  to  the  child,  for  the 
lessons  of  promptness  and  punctuality  are  as  important  to 
be  learned  as  those  of  geography  and  grammar.  The  boy 
who  has  learned  to  be  always  in  season  has  well  begun  his 
business  education.  Excuses  can  readily  be  made  for  those 
living  remote  from  the  school-room,  but  they  are  as  often 
required  for  the  more  favorably  located.  On  one  school 
register  there  are  forty-nine   tardy  marks  for  a  boy  living 
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next  door  to  the  school-room  ;  and  the  only  scholar  not 
marked  tardy  on  another  lives  the  farthest  away.  The  schools 
in  Ward  Four  have  the  best  record  ;  but  we  see  no  valid 
reason  why  the  record  of  every  school  in  town  should  not  be 
equally  as  good.  The  large  number  reported  in  the  primary 
of  Ward  Three  is  considerably  modified  by  the  fact  that  the 
teacher  had  not  been  furnished  with  the  School  Regulations, 
and  until  this  term  the  calling  of  the  roll  immediately  fol- 
lowed the  ringing  of  the  bell. 

GOVERNMENT. 

We  are  happy  to  record  our  approval  of  the  general 
method  of  government  in  the  schools,  combining  mildness 
with  firmness.  In  some  cases  where  an  improvement  in  that 
respect  had  seemed  desirable,  we  have  noticed  as  the  tones 
of  the  teacher  grew  more  gentle,  the  deportment  of  the 
scholars  correspondingly  improved.  No  one  who  has  had 
experience  in  the  training  of  children  can  deny  that  dis- 
cipline is  often  a  necessity,  and  that  obedience  to  school 
rules  and  attention  to  study  must  sometimes  be  compulsory ; 
but  a  teacher  who  has  her  school  well  in  hand  will  accom- 
plish this  far  better  by  quiet  decision  than  by  impatient  fault- 
finding. 

An  experienced  educator  has  said  that  though  a  boy  may 
be  graduated  from  school  versed  in  all  the  sciences,  if  he  has 
been  soured  and  embittered  in  the  process  he  had  better 
have  remained  in  ignorance. 

CHANGE  OF  TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  result  of  the  change  in  arithmetic  has  been  better 
and  more  practical  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  with  a 
new  interest  on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  added  to  the  advan- 
tage of  a  uniform  text-book  throughout  the  town,  so,  that  in 
going  from  one  school  to  another,  new  books  are  not  re- 
quired.    The  writing  and  drawing   books  were  changed  at 
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the  beginning  of  the  year,  when  new  books  would  have  to  be 
purchased,  and,  as  the  prices  of  the  new  were  lower  than  the 
old  ones,  it  was  really  a  matter  of  economy  ;  and  the  drawing- 
books,  especially,  have  delighted  the  children,  who  have  done 
some  excellent  work.  An  improvement  in  penmanship  is 
still  desirable. 

During  the  month  of  January  most  of  the  schools  were 
visited  by  Mr.  George  A.  Walton,  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  who  afterwards  met  the  teachers  and  committee 
and  gave  them  his  criticisms  upon  their  work,  with  timely 
advice.     We  hope  for  a  repetition  of  his  visits. 

MUSIC. 

The  subject  of  introducing  music  into  the  schools  has  often 
been  urged  upon  us,  and  several  gentlemen  have  offered  to 
teach  for  one  term,  as  an  experiment,  at  reduced  rates ;  but 
we  have  not  felt  authorized  to  expend  any  money  for  that 
purpose.  As  Prof.  Whiting  offered  his  services  at  his  own 
risk,  making  his  pay  optional  with  the  scholars,  we  did  not 
feel  at  liberty  to  decline  his  offer.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many 
of  the  parents  that  the  time  has  come  when  music  should  be 
taught  regularly  in  our  schools.  To  do  this  would  require 
an  extra  appropriation  of  three  hundred  dollars.  It  is  for 
the  town  to  decide  whether  it  shall  be  done. 

HIGH   SCHOOL. 

In  permitting  us  to  avail  ourselves  of  an  unusually  favora- 
ble opportunity  to  provide  the  High  School  with  apparatus 
for  intelligent  instruction  in  the  sciences,  Ave  feel  that  the 
town  has  promoted  the  best  interests  of  the  school.  These 
were  carefully  selected  by  Dr.  Newhall,  who,  both  by  taste 
and  education,  was  admirably  fitted  for  the  work. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  High  School  is  somewhat 
crowded,  comprising  too  much  to  be  attempted  in  a  three 
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years'  course  ;  yet,  in  looking  over  the  list,  it  has  been  diffi- 
cult to  decide  which  to  cut  off,  as  some  knowledge  of  each 
seems  desirable  for  a  High-School  graduate,  and,  with  even  the 
rudiments  of  each  well  understood,  one  may,  by  a  judicious 
course  of  reading  (so  numerous  and  excellent  are  the  works 
upon  all  these  subjects),  increase  his  knowledge  indefinitely. 
We  have  revised  the  course  somewhat,  cutting  off  some 
studies  reluctantly,  especially  geology,  which  can  be  so  ad- 
vantageously pursued  in  Saugus,  giving  to  book-keeping  two 
full  terms,  and  retaining  mostly  those  studies  required  by 
law.  When  a  four-years'  course  becomes  practicable,  it  can 
readily  be  made  more  comprehensive  and  thorough.  We 
have  also  substituted  mathematics  for  the  languages  in  the 
last  term,  believing  that  advanced  arithmetic  can  be  better 
understood  with  a   knowledge  of  algebra. 

This  arrangement  might  be  so  carried  out  as  to  sjive  some 
time,  during  the  last  year  at  the  Grammar  Schools,  to  book- 
keeping by  single  entry,  which  would  be  of  special  benefit  to 
those  pupils  who  never  go  higher  than  the  Grammar  grade. 

The  grade  of  admission  to  the  High  School  has  been  so  raised 
as  to  leave  Grammar-School  studies  in  the  Grammar  Schools. 
Of  the  twenty-six  who  presented  themselves  for  admission, 
fourteen  were  admitted,  four  rejected,  and  eight  conditioned, 
six  of  whom  were  subsequently  admitted,  two  of  the  latter 
returning  to  the  Grammar  School  by  permission. 

The  graduating  class  of  1882,  which  numbered  ten,  was, 
we  believe,  the  largest  class  that  has  graduated.  They  ac- 
quitted themselves  well,  and  the  graduating  exercises  were 
of  a  high  order. 

Greatly  to  our  regret,  Miss  Butterfield,  the  High-School 
Assistant,  declined  a  reelection,  in  order  to  finish  her  course 
at  Boston  University.  Miss  Susan  P.  Burnham  was  elected 
as  her  successor.  A  graduate  of  the  Cambridge  High  School, 
and  of  the  advanced  class  of  the  Framingham  Normal  School, 
she  came  to  us  with  the  highest  recommendations,  which  she 
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has  amply  justified.  The  work  at  the  High  School  is  being 
done  quietly,  but  so  thoroughly  as  to  need  no  special  com- 
mendation. 

OAKLANDVALE. 

Miss  Ella  Payson,  of  Oaklandvale,  tendered  her  resigna- 
tion in  August,  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position  at  Everett. 
Her  six  years  of  faithful  service  merited  a  better  position  than 
we  had  been  able  to  offer  her.  Miss  Carrie  E.  Carries  suc- 
ceeded her,  and  thus  far  meets  our  approval.  The  fall  term 
commenced  with  an  unusually  large  number  of  scholars,  and 
so  continues.  The  expense  of  heating  this  large  and  cold 
school-room  —  requiring  two  stoves  to  make  it  comfortable  — 
has  been  so  out  of  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  school  that 
last  year  the  experiment  of  putting  the  school  in  the  recita- 
tion-room, at  the  rear,  was  tried,  bat  proved  so  unsatisfac- 
tory that,  during  the  summer,  the  partition  was  removed 
and  the  room  equally  divided,  giving  two  pleasant  rooms, 
either  of  which  is  easily  heated  by  one  stove,  and  enabling 
us  to  utilize  the  extra  stove  at  the  new  room  at  Cliftondale. 
Now  that  it  has  been  done,  the  result  is  so  satisfactory  that 
the  expense  need  not  be  regretted,  as  in  a  short  time  the 
saving  of  fuel  will  equal  the  cost. 

It  would  seem  wise  to  place  blinds  on  this  building,  as  the 
glass  in  the  lower  unoccupied  room  has  been  used  as  a  target 
by  sportsmen,  and  broken  Sundays  and  holidays  by  non- 
residents. As  the  towrn  has  this  building  on  its  hands,  the 
best  economy  would  be  to  take  care  of  it. 

Could  this  school  be  united  with  that  at  North  Saugus,  it 
would  be  a  mutual  advantage  and  a  great  saving  of  expense,  as, 
at  the  May  census,  the  whole  number  of  children  between  five 
and  fifteen,  in  both  wards,  was  but  forty-four ;  some  of  whom 
attend  other  schools.  As  this  is  impracticable,  the  only  thing 
to  be  done  seems  to  be  to  keep  the  expenses  as  low  as  pos- 
sible. 
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CLIFTON  DALE  PRIMARY. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  $1,200  was  appropriated  for 
providing  accommodations  for  the  Cliftondale  Primary  School. 
The  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Paul,  of  East  Saugus, 
whose  estimate  C$1. 233)  was  the  lowest  received.  Under  the 
careful  supervision  of  Mr.  Edward  S.  Kent,  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  work  was  completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
and  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September.  A 
sufficient  number  of  desks  was  collected  from  the  different 
school-rooms,  and  a  stove  from  Oakland  vale,  so  that  the  ex- 
pense of  furnishing  it  was  kept  at  the  lowest  possible  figure. 

It  is  still  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  Davis,  and  is  fast  be- 
coming an  orderly  school,  while  the  progress  of  the  little  ones 
is  satisfactory. 


EAST  SAUGUS  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 


The  progress  of  the  Grammar  School  at  East  Saugus  was 
somewhat  disturbed  by  the  illness  of  the  teacher  early  in  the 
fall  term.  After  employing  a  substitute  for  one  week,  and 
closing  the  school  for  two,  it  was  decided,  in  consultation 
with  the  teacher,  that  if  she  was  unable  to  continue  her  du- 
ties, it  would  be  advisable  to  put  in  a  substitute  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term.  Accordingly,  Avhen  the  teacher,  after 
being  in  school  less  than  a  week,  notified  the  committee  that 
she  was  unable  to  remain,  Miss  Annie  Moulton,  of  Newbury- 
port,  a  highly  educated  lady,  of  successful  experience  as  a 
teacher,  was  engaged  for  the  rest  of  the  term.  Various  causes 
combined  to  make  her  position  a  difficult  one  ;  and  though  the 
committee  were  frequent  witnesses  of  the  excellence  of  her 
teaching,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  written  examinations  at 
the  close,  the  general  deportment  of  the  scholars  was  neither 
creditable  to  themselves  nor  satisfactory  to  the  committee. 
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CHANGE    OF    HOLIDAY. 

A  petition  having  been  presented  to  this  Board  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  teachers,  seconded  by  a  large  number  of  parents, 
for  a  weekly  holiday  Saturday,  instead  of  the  half-days 
Wednesday  and  Saturday,  and  that  a  three  months'  trial  be 
given,  as  an  experiment,  it  was  granted  after  due  considera- 
tion. At  the  expiration  of  three  months  the  parents 
were  asked  to  vote  upon  it,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-four 
voted  for  no  school  Saturday,  to  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
for  the  half-holidays  ;  the  rest  had  no  choice.  Most  teachers 
agree  that  more  and  better  work  can  be  accomplished  in  one 
whole  day  than  in  the  two  half-days;  while  it  is  urged,  on  the 
other  hand,  that  the  little  children  need  the  half-day  in  the 
middle  of  the  week  ;  but  of  the  four  primaries  three  went 
for  no  school  Saturday  by  a  large  majority.  The  committee 
have  no  choice  in  the  matter. 


SCHOOL-WORK. 

Justice  to  our  teachers  requires  us  to  express  our  approval 
of  their  year's  work,  and  of  their  readiness  to  adopt  the 
improved  methods  of  imparting  knowledge.  Some  observa- 
ble deficiencies  would  doubtless  have  been  remedied  under 
more  able  supervision.  Circumstances  have  enabled  us  to 
devote  a  laro'e  amount  of  time  to  the  interests  of  the  school ; 
yet  the  help  of  a  good  superintendent,  who  knew  how  to 
carry  out  reforms,  which  we  have  not  ventured  to  attempt, 
would  have  awakened  fresh  interest  in  both  teachers  and 
pupils,  and  contributed  greatly  to  their  advancement,  j 

The  schools  are  now  so  well  graded,  and  in  such  good  con- 
dition, that  a  more  systematic  arrangement  of  their  work 
seems  feasible,  which,  without  destroying  the  individuality  of 
the  teacher,  or  attempting  to  "  run  the  machine  in  grooves," 
shall  help  each  teacher  to  do  her  best  work  in  her  own  way. 
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This  work,  requiring  considerable  time  and  thought,  with  a 
revision  of  the  school  regulations,  would  probably  have  been 
completed  this  year  but  for  the  frequent  changes  in  this 
Board.  \Te  commend  them  to  the  favorable  notice  of  our 
successors. 

The  interest  in  the  matter  of  education  is  so  great  at  the 
present  time,  and  so  thoroughly  is  it  being  discussed  through- 
out the  Commonwealth,  that  while  the  views  and  criticisms  of 
our  most  thoughtful  educators  crowd  the  daily  papers,  any 
general  remarks  here  upon  the  subject  would  be  superfluous. 

In  discharging  the  duties  that  have  devolved  upon  us, 
though  our  action  may  sometimes  have  been  adversely 
criticised  (perhaps  justly  so),  our  aim  has  been  so  to  expend 
the  funds  entrusted  to  our  charge  as  shall  prove,  in  the  end, 
to  have  been  the  best  economy  ;  as  the  ultimate  purpose  of 
whatever  has  been  done  or  attempted,  has  been  to  improve 
the  efficiencv  of  the  schools.

AUDITORS'  REPORT. 


The  Auditors  having  completed  their  duties  beg  leave  to  present  the  result!- 
to  the  Town. 

We  are  compelled  to  repeat  our  former  recommendations  of  the  need  of  the 
utmost  economy  in  all  Departments.  The  attention  of  the  Town  has  been  par- 
ticularly called  to  the  cost  of  supporting  the  Poor;  that  portion  of  last  year's 
Report  having  been  recommitted  to  us  and*  also  considered  by  a  Special  Com- 
mittee whose  Report  has  been  laid  before  you.  We  do  not  fully  agree  with  the 
recommendations  of  their  Report,  as  an  immediate  sale  of  the  harm  might  not 
be  made  at  a  satisfactory  price,  but  we  certainly  feel  that  the  amount  of  wood 
and  milk  business  done  at  the  Farm  should  be  greatly  reduced.  We  believe 
great  efforts  have  already  been  made  the  past  year  to  reduce  the  expenditures  for 
outside. poor  and  without  doing  any  injustice  to  those  deserving  assistance. 

Another  department  where  there  is  an  equally  good  opportunity  for  reduction 
of  expenses  is  on  our  Highways.  A  great  deal  of  patching  is  done  without  sys- 
tem, and  at  a  cost  that  cannot  be  estimated,  as  most  of  the  Surveyors  render  no 
itemized  account,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how  much  work  has  been  done  on 
any  particular  street  or  the  price  per  day  or  number  of  days  employed. 

While  all  work  may  have  been  done  with  great  economy  and  faithfulness,  it  is 
impossible  to  verify  it  by  any  accounts  rendered.  We  believe  that  to  allow  so 
great  an  expenditure  without  a  proper  opportunity  to  know  how  and  where  the 
money  has  been  spent  is  injudicious  and  unbusinesslike.  In  addition  to  the 
amount  spent  by  the  Surveyors  under  the  appropriation,  various  allowances  have 
been  made  by  the  Selectmen  for  extra  jobs  and  various  bills,  for  gravel,  bridge 
work  and  fencing,  so  that  if  the  entire  expenditure  on  account  of  Highways  was 
under  one  head,  it  would  make  a  larger  sum  than  the  Town  would  feel  we  could 
afford  to  appropriate,  and  a  larger  sum  than  a  judicious  board  would  need  to  keep 
our  roads  in  good  order. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  placing  our  Highways  under  the  charge  of  a 
Board  of  Road  Commissioners  who  shall  be  responsible  for  all  expenditures  in 
that  department. 

But  we  believe  the  Finances  of  the  Town  suffer  more  from  the  manner  in 
which  our  Taxes  remain  uncollected  than  from  any  other  source,  aud  we  call  at- 
tention to  the  list  of  Abatements.  Nearly  Twelve  Hundred  Dollars  reckoned 
among  the  assets  of  the  Town  one  year  ago  have  been  abated.  We  are  aware 
in  some  cases  an  immediate  payment  of  ta*x  would  be  a  hardship,  but  as- Taxes 
are  presumed  to  assess  upon  all  their  share  of  the  public  burdens,  they  must  be 
collected  in  order  that  the  expenses  nicTy  be  met.  While  our  Sinking  Fund  has 
grown  to  814,700  from  $6,570,  since  1880  our  Deficiency  has  decreased  but 
$3,760,  and  we  therefore  are  forced  to  conclude  that  our  Taxes  must  be  more 
closely  collected  or  a  greater  amount  raised  by  taxation. 

The  labors  of  the  Auditors  have  been  increased,  from  the  fact  that  the  Finan- 
cial year  closes  in  February,  and  the  several  officers  do  not  have  proper  time  to 
compare  and  balance  accounts  before  our  examination.  We  suggest  that  the  By- 
Laws  be  so  changed  that  the  Financial  year  end  in  December,  and  ample  time 
will  then  be  given  to  balance  accounts  and  distribute  Reports  in  season  for  an 
early  Town  Meeting. 

The  Estimates  for  the  coming  year  herewith  submitted,  meet  with  cut  approva.'

AUDITORS'   REPORT. 


The  Auditors  have  examined  the  nccounts  and  vouchers  of  the 
several  boards,  and  herewith  present  their  report  in  detail. 

We  can  already  appreciate  the  advantage  of  the  change  in  the 
financial  year,  as  the  officers  have  ample  time  to  balance  accounts 
before  our  examination. 

The  Highway  Department,  while  showing  an  apparent  increase, 
really  has  spent  less  money  th-in  was  spent  on  our  streets  last 
year,  as  all  expenses  this  year  have  been  charged  to  that  depart- 
ment, instead  of  the  Selectmen's  incidentals.  We  think  any  one 
familiar  with  our  streets  is  aware  that  we  have  had  our  full  money's 
worth  in  needed  repairs  and  permanent  improvements.  We  find 
time  books  have  been  kept  of  labor  performed,  and  a  detailed 
report  can  be  made  if  the  town  desires. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  the  Auditors  selected 
a  form  of  account  book  for  use  of  the  Tax  Collector,  which  met 
the  approval  of  the  Assessors  and  Collector. 

While  the  deficiency  in  our  finances  shows  a  decrease,  we  remem- 
ber that  we  have  not  reckoned  a  full  year's  expenses  in  all  depart- 
ments, and  we  have  over  eight  thousand  dollars  more  uncollected 
taxes  than  last  year,  so  that  our  gain  may  be  more  apparent  than 
real. 

We  renew  former  recommendations  as  to  the  importance  of  col- 
lecting our  taxes  more  promptly,  and  while  a  settlement  of  1881 
tax  has  been  made  in  full,  it  seems  proper  that  a  similar  settlement 
should  he  made  of  all  previous  years. 

The  Town  Farm  has  been  carried  on  with  less  money  drawn 
from  the  treasury.  We  trust  the  same  policy  may  be  continued, 
and  when  a  favorable  opportunity  occurs,  a  large  part  of  the  land 
ma}r  be  disposed  of  and  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  used  to  make 
some  repairs  on  the  almshouse  that  are  greatly  needed.

To  the  Auditors  of  the  Town  of  Sangus: 

Gentlemen,  —  The  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  in  presenting  their 
report  for  the  past  year,  would  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of 
Saugus  to  the  increasing  pauperism  and  insanity  in  our  town. 
The  number  of  per-ons  fully  supported  at  our  almshouse  during  the 
year  was  eight ;  partially  supported,  eleven  ;  number  of  persons 
outside  the  almshouse  receiving  relief  and  partial  support,  thirty- 
four.  The  number  of  persons  fully  supported  in  1884  at 
Worcester  and  Danvers  Lunatic  Hospitals  was  six,  at  an  average 
cost  of  S3. 25  per  week  each.  The  present  number  now  in  the 
hospitals  of  the  Commonwealth  and  chargeable  to  our  town  is 
eight,  an  increase  of  two  over  last  year.  The  expense  of  tnis 
poition  of  our  poor  for  the  current  year,  including  incidentals,  will 
be  not  far  from  $1,500.  It  would  be  gratifying  to  the  Board  of 
Overseers  could  the}x  devise  some  method  whereby  this  enormous 
expense  could  be  reduced.  There  are,  perhaps,  two  patients  out 
of  the  above  number  that  might  be  removed  to  our  almshouse  for 
treatment,  at  less  expense  to  the  town  ;  this  would  incur  quite  a 
large  outla}'  for  making  preparation  for  their  support  and  proper 
care,  and  would  hardly  be  advisable  for  the  small  amount  saved 
out  of  the  transfer. 

We  would  recommend  the  appropriation   of  the  sum  of  thirty- 
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five    h  unci  re  1    el-liars   (S3, 501) )  as    being    sufficient   to    defray   all 
expenses  in  the  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing  }-ear.

Also  at  the  same  time  to  bring  in  their  ballots,  Yes  or  No,  in  an- 
swer to  the  following  question :  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town  ? 

Art.  4  To  choose  all  other  officers  which  towns  are  by  law  required  to  choose 
in  the  months  of  March  or  April  annually. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  law  requiring  towns  to  furnish  free  text-books  for  the  use  of 
the  schools  has  so  recentty  taken  effect,  that  its  value  is  not  yet  fully 
tested.  It  has  certainly  largely  increased  the  school  expenses  of 
the  town,  and  the  labors  of  the  Committee.  In  many  towns  an 
agent  or  assistant  secretary  has  been  employed  to  take  charge  of 
this  matter,  but  with  us  it  has  fallen  principally  upon  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee.  No  one  unacquainted  with  the  details  of  the 
work  could  rightly  estimate  the  amount  of  labor  involved  in  get- 
ting the  books  ready  for  distribution,  filling  the  requisitions  of  the 
teachers,  and  keeping  a  strict  account  of  the  whole.  It  has  been 
our  constant  aim  to  keep  this  expense  as  low  as  possible,  and  we 
have  succeeded  be3Tond  our  expectations.  The  first  year's  outlay 
would  necessarily  be  much  the  largest ;  but  the  second  clause  of  the 
law,  requiring  that  pupils  should  finish  the  books  on  hand  before 
being  supplied  with  free  ones,  will  make  considerable  expense  the 
second  year,  especially  in  Readers,  to  which  may  be  added  the  con- 
stant demand  for  writing  and  drawing  books,  spelling  blanks,  slates, 
and  all  stationery. 

Before  purchasing  the  books  for  the  town,  great  care  was  taken 
to  see  if  any  change  in  text-books  would  be  fur  the  best  interest  of 
the  pupils,  and  a  careful  examination  of  a  large  number  offered 
for  our  inspection,  with  the  advice  of  the  teachers,  resulted  in  the 
substitution  of  Reed  and  Kellogg's  Grammar  ft >r  Greene's,  Harper's 
School  Geography  for  Wan  en's,  and  Scolder's  U.  S.  Histoiy  for 
Anderson's. 

We  are  especially  pleased  with  the  History  which  Mr.  Scudder 
has  enabled  us  to  offer  the  3-outh  in  so  attractive  a  form  that  we 
hope  it  may  awaken  in  their  minds  an  interest  in  something  higher 
than  dime  novels  or  the  trashy  illustrated  papers  which  demoralize 
so  many. 

Few  parents  care  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  pur- 
chase their  children's  books,  and  the  use  of  those  provided  by  the 
town  has  been  general. 

With  the  same  Board  of  School  Committee,  and  the  same  corps 
of  teachers  in  our  schools  as  in   1883,  no  radical  change  in  tb.3 
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methods  of  instruction  or  the  character  of  the  results  of  the  }Teai  's 
work  coukl  be  expected,  }-et  it  has  been  progressive  and  faithfully 
done. 

It  is  gratifying  as  the  year  closes  to  be  able  to  record  our  appro- 
val of  the  present  condition  of  the  schools,  and  our  conviction  that 
all  the  teachers  are  doing  the  work  of  their  several  departments  to 
the  best  of  their  ability. 

It  is  equally  gratifjing  to  sre  that  the  parents  manifest  an  in- 
creasing interest  in  the  education  of  their  children,  and  are  acting 
in  harmony  with  the  teachers. 

Our  statistical  report  cannot  do  justice  to  the  excellent  attend- 
ance (coercion  seldom  being  required),  as  it  is  largely  affecte  1  by 
a  few  weeks  of  contagious  disease,  or  a  few  days  of  more  than 
ordinarily  severe  weather.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  the  East 
Saugus  Primary  Sciiool,  to  whose  record  of  only  nine  cases  of 
tardiness  we  point  with  pride.  The  High  School  Roll  of  Honor 
gives  us  forty  names  under  the  head  of  not  tardj7 ;  and  as  but  forty- 
eight  names  are  enrolled  on  the  register,  eight  scholars  must  be 
responsible  for  the  fifty  cases  of  tardiness  in  the  synopis.  Its 
report  of  fort}'  as  the  average  attendance  for  the  fall  term,  with 
forty-one  belonging,  is  excellent.  S:iugus  Grammar  School  ranks 
second  for  the  same  terra.  The  East  Saugus  Grammar  Scho  >l 
reports  fifty-two  not  tardy,  the  largest  number  reported.  While 
this  indicates  the  anxiety  of  parents  that  their  children  should 
make  the  best  use  of  the  opportunities  given  them  for  intellectual 
improvement,  we  suggest  that  if  the}r  would  give  to  the  schools 
that  close  inspection  which  is  considered  essential  to  the  workshop, 
the  office,  or  the  household,  they  would  see  for  themselves  that  the 
results  of  educational  work  vary  in  character  not  only  according 
to  the  skill  and  abilitj-  of  the  teacher,  but  with  the  mental  pecul- 
iarities of  the  taught.  This  public  manifestation  of  their  interest 
would  also  encourage  the  teacher,  interest  the  scholar,  and  help  to 
elevate  the  standard  of  the  schools. 

Complaints  of  the  crowding  and  cramming  process  of  the  present 
sj'stem  of  education   are  common,  but   we  think   no  one  who  care- 
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full}'  exi mines  the  course  of  stud}-  laid  down  for  our  own  schools 
can  fail  to  see  that  it  can  easily  be  mastered  by  the  pupil  of  aver- 
age ability.  Parents  do  not  hesitate  to  complain  of  the  slow  pro- 
gress of  their  children,  if  a  more  brilliant  classmate  bids  fair  to 
excel  them,  and  consequently  teachers  feel  it  an  obvious  duty  to 
stimulate  them  and  rouse  their  ambition.  We  commend  to  the 
careful  attention  of  all  the  following  extract  from  the  last  Wake- 
field School  Report :  — 

"  So  long  as  parties,  balls,  sociables,  entertainments,  show,  and 
dress  are  made  by  parents  of  primary  importance  and  education 
secondary,  the  work  of  the  schools  must  remain  inferior  in  quality, 
and  the  money,  time,  and  labor  devoted  to  them  will  be  partially 
wasted.  When  children  go  to  school  in  the  morning  with  their 
energies  exhausted  by  the  excesses  of  the  previous  evening,  and  per- 
haps 03-  lack  of  proper  sleep  and  rest,  they  are  in  no  suitable  con- 
dition for  the  school  work,  which  requires  quick  apprehension, 
lively  1  nought,  and  a  rested  brain  and  bod}T,  hut  the}'  are  dull, 
sleepy,  careless,  and  perhaps  cross,  annoying  to  other  scholars 
and  their  teachers  ;  the  day  is  practically  lost  to  them,  and  the 
school  is  injured  by  their  presence." 

The  brilliant  scholar  and  the  dull,  those  who  mature  early  or 
develop  late,  to  say  nothing  of  those  who  bid  fair  to  remain  for- 
ever undeveloped,  require  great  skill  and  tact  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  so  to  give  to  each  his  portion  in  due  sea»on  as  to  best 
expand  the  thinking  and  reasoning  faculties.  Equal  tact  and  skill 
are  required  to  check  that  spirit  of  insubordination  which  sometimes 
manifests  itself  when  the  lesson  of  obedience  has  not  been  fully 
learned  at  home  in  the  years  that  precede  school  life.  An  essential 
element  of  a  prosperous  nation  is  a  law-abiding  people,  so  that  to 
be  trained  to  the  habit  of  implicit  obedience  is  as  necessary  for 
the  public  as  for  individual  good.  The  children  of  the  nation  are 
educated  at  the  public  expense  in  order  that  they  may  beeome 
wise  and  virtuous,  and  thus  be  able  to  appreciate  and  maintain 
our  free  institutions.

AUDITORS'  REPORT. 


Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  Town  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1886,  as 
presented  to  your  Auditing  Committee  by  the  several  boards  of 
Town  Officers,  for  examination  and  approval.  A  careful  perusal 
of  the  figures  and  information  contained  in  the  report  is  invited, 
so  that  all  who  are  interested  in  the  future  of  the  Town,  can  see 
how  faithful  to  their  trusts  have  been  our  public  servants.  The 
reports  are  made  in  detail  and  convey  in  a  direct  way  all  that  is 
needed  to  inform  the  reader  of  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Town,  and  are  of  more  value  than  any  comments  or  recommenda- 
tions which  your  committee  might  make. 

The  amount  due  the  treasurer  from  uncollected  taxes  is  large, 
excessively  so,  and  should  stimulate  those  who  are  in  arrears  to 
consider  that  by  reason  of  such  delays  the  financial  progress  of  the 
Town  is  much  retarded,  its  credit  impaired,  and  involves  the 
borrowing  of  money  with  interest  which  together  with  a  large  list 
of  abatements  seems  to  be  unwarranted. 

In  conclusion,  wp  would  say  we  have  found  proper  vouchers  for 
all  expenditures  of  funds  and  suitable  record  of  same  in  books  of 
account.

The  Road  Commissioners  duriug  the  past  year  have  carried  out, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  policy  ol  repairing  and  improving  the  high- 
ways at  the  same  time. 

The  exceedingly  heavy  rains  in  the  spring  occasioned  the  over- 
flow of  the  brooks  and  streams  doing  considerable  damage  to  the 
roads,  in  some  places  making  them  impassable,  although  the  loss  to 
the  town  was  trifling  in  comparison  with  other  places. 

A  special  improvement  was  made  on  Lincoln  avenue  near  the 
Revere  line,  a  section  of  road  (which  in  the  spring  was  always  bad) 
was  dug  out,  a  stone  drain  laid  in  the  centre  and  then  the  road  bed 
to  the  full  width  filled  with  stone  and  a  coating  of  good  gravel  on 
top,  making  a  road  which  will  support  any  load. 

At  Oaklandvale  the  bridge  has  been  properly  and  securely  fenced, 
and  the  approach  on  either  side,  which  was  dangerous,  widened. 

Central  street,  between  the  square  and  depot,  was  graded  up,  as 
the  location  of  the  R.  R.  tracks  required  the  same. 

The  widening  of  Central  street  at  Kent's  mill  which  was  placed 
in  our  charge  has  been  completed,  and  is  a  great  improvement. 

The  Winter  street  alteration,  which  was  also  under  our  super- 
vision, has  not  been  finished;  the  dump  is  still  open  for  more — 
dollars. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  town  make  arrangements  with  own- 
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ers  where  the  highway  or  sidewalks  are  located  on  private  property, 
notably  at  the  corner  of  Central  and  Main  streets,  on  land  of  Miss 
Townsend,  also  on  Main  street  in  front  of  property  belonging  to 
the  Pranker  heirs,  arid  as  we  are  also  informed,  at  the  corner  of 
Central  and  Denver  streets  on  land  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Robinson.  We 
believe  the  town  should  do  this  without  delay,  as  delays  are  dan- 
gerous. 

In  conclusion  we  would  congratulate  the  town  that  although  we 
have  not  exceeded  the  average  of  expenditure  for  many  years,  the 
highways  are  in  excellent  condition,  with  many  improvements,  and 
with  the  present  policy  faithfully  carried  out  for  a  few  years,  our 
town  will  rank  second  to  none  in  the  Commonwealth  for  excellent 
highways. 

Let  us  remember  that  good  roads  are  the  symbol  of  progress.

To  choose  all  other  officers  which  towns  are  by  law  required  to  choose 
in  the  months  of  March  or  April  annually. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

Art.    6.     To  revise  the  jury  list. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  and  give  notes  of  the  town  for  the 
same  for  the  following  purposes,  viz. :  First,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing notes  coming  due  the  present  year.

Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  in  the  High  School 
room  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  at  5.30  P.  M. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  June  7,  1886,  the  resig- 
nation of  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Gale  was  received  and  accepted,  and  at  a 
joint  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  School  Com- 
mittee, held  June  14th,  and  called  for  that  purpose,  Mr.  Wilbur 
F.  Newhall,  of  East  Saugus,  was  unanimously  chosen  by  ballot  to 
fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  The  Board  was 
reorganized  by  electing  Mr.  Sweetser  Secretary.  At  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  on  Monday,  Feb.  7,  18S7,  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  A.  H.  Sweetser  was  received  and  accepted,  and  Mr.  W.  F. 
Newhall  was  chosen  Secretary. 
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The  School  Committee  of  Saugus  respectfully  submit  their 
Annual  Report. 

CHANGE    OF    TEACHERS. 

During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  continued  in  their 
usual  steady  course,  with  but  few  changes.  Early  in  the  year 
Miss  Nellie  M.  Johnson,  after  nearly  three  years  of  very  efficient 
service  as  assistant  teacher  in  the  High  School,  handed  in  her  res- 
ignation, to  take  effect  as  soon  as  her  successor  should  be  chosen. 
Your  committee  very  reluctantly  accepted  her  resignation,  and 
secured  the  services  of  Miss  M.  L.  Moulton,  of  Newburyport, 
who  assumed  her  duties  on  Feb.  15,  and  who,  although  young 
and  inexperienced  as  a  teacher,  gave  such  evident  satisfaction  to 
the  Committee  that  at  our  regular  meeting  in  July  she  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  for  another  year.  Miss  Clara  C.  Farnham,  of 
the  Intermediate  School  in  East  Saugus,  one  of  our  most  success- 
ful teachers,  who  had  been  in  the  town's  service  for  eleven  years, 
was  obliged,  through  ill  health,  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  in 
June,  to  ask  for  a  year's  leave  of  absence,  which  was  granted,  and 
Miss  A.  M.  Gove,  of  Nahant,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
which  she  has  so  far  very  acceptably  done. 

During  the  summer  vacation  all  of  the  school-houses  received 
a  much-needed  attention  in  the  way  of  repairs,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Selectmen.  The  buildings  in  North  Saugus,  Oak- 
landvale  and  East  Saugus  were  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted 
inside  and  out.  The  buildings  in  the  Centre  and  Cliftondale  were 
repaired  but  not  painted,  and  your  committee  believe  that  for  the

proper  preservation  of  the  buildings,  this  should  be  attended  to 
during  the  coming  summer  vacation.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of 
all  the  school-rooms  were  either  whitewashed  or  painted,  while 
the  floors  all  received  a  thorough  cleaning,  so  that  at  the  com- 
mencement of  our  school  year  in  September,  our  school-rooms, 
from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  were  in  a  much  better  condition 
than  for  some  years  past.  In  the  Grammar  school-room  in  East 
Saugus,  the  floor,  being  very  much  worn,  was  taken  up  and  re- 
placed by  one  of  hard  pine.  The  seats  also  of  this  room,  which 
were  all  double,  of  an  ancient  pattern,  and  many  of  them  consid- 
erably diminished  by  the  jack-knives  not  only  of  the  boys  of 
to-day,  but,  without  any  doubt,  of  their  fathers  also,  were  taken 
out  and  replaced  by  single  seats  of  a  modern  pattern,  and  to-day 
we  may  well  say  it  is  the  model  school-room  of  our  town.  Some 
of  the  best  of  these  seats,  however,  were  taken  to  Cliftondale,  and 
utilized  as  far  as  practical,  by  being  repaired,  and  placed  in  the 
Primary  and  Intermediate  school-rooms.  We  were  obliged  to 
procure  some  new  seats  also,  to  accommodate  the  rapidly  increas- 
ing numbers  in  our  schools  in  this  growing  part  of  the  town. 
The  heating  apparatus  of  all  our  school-rooms  received  a  thorough 
overhauling. 

MAPS    AND    GLOBES. 

President  Eliot,  of  Harvard  University,  says:  "It  is  impos- 
sible to  teach  History  and  Geography  effectually  without  a  con- 
siderable collection  of  maps  and  globes,  and  they  are  as  indispen- 
sable in  a  successful  school  as  blackboards,  tables  and  desks." 
The  maps  and  globes  which  had  been  in  use  in  our  schools,  I 
should  judge,  for  the  past  thirty  or  forty  years,  were  of  no  practical 
use  whatever,  and  your  committee  felt  justified  in  making  a  con- 
siderable expenditure,  to  place  these  much-needed  implements  of 
instruction  in  the  schools  where  necessary.  After  carefully  in- 
specting the  maps  and  globes  of  a  number  of  manufacturers,  we 
decided  to  adopt  those  ot  A.  H.  Andrews  &  Co.,  of  New  York. 
These    maps    show    the    very    latest    political    and    geographical 
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changes,  are  plainly  printed,  well  colored,  showing  all  the  princi- 
pal cities,  mountains,  lakes,  etc.,  in  every  country.  Seven  maps 
constitute  the  set,  viz.,  The  World,  North  America,  South  Amer- 
ica, United  States,  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  mounted  on  spring- 
rollers,  and  placed  in  a  substantial  hard  wood  case,  fastened  to  the 
side  of  the  room,  so  that  any  map  wanted  can  be  drawn  down  like 
a  curtain,  and,  after  using,  returned,  the  case  locked,  and  the 
maps  thereby  protected  from  dust  or  liability  to  injury.  Eight 
cases  of  these  maps  were  procured,  and  with  eight  twelve-inch 
globes  from  the  same  parties,  placed  in  the  Grammar  and  Inter- 
mediate schools  in  Saugus  Centre,  Cliftondale  and  East  Saugus, 
and  also  the  mixed  schools  in  North  Saugus  and  Oaklandvale. 

TARDINESS. 

We  certainly  feel  justified  in  calling  the  attention  of  the 
parents  of  our  children,  again,  to  this  great  evil,  for  we  consider 
that  you  are  in  a  large  measure  responsible.  It  is  not  only  a 
drawback  to  the  child  who  is  tardy,  but  to  the  whole  school,  and 
is  an  annoyance  which,  we  think,  with  a  little  effort  on  your  part, 
might  be  to  a  large  extent  prevented.  Punctuality  is  a  lesson 
which  every  child  should  be  taught,  even  before  he  enters  a 
school-room,  and  every  scholar  should  make  it  one  of  the  founda- 
tion-stones of  his  education.  In  examining  the  several  registers 
of  our  schools,  we  find  that  a  comparatively  small  number  of  our 
scholars  are  responsible  for  nearly  all  of  this  tardiness,  and  to 
illustrate  it  we  will  begin  wTith  our  High  School.  We  here  find 
that  out  of  6 1  scholars  41  have  not  been  tardy  at  all,  while  out  of 
the  78  cases  of  tardiness,  3  scholars  are  responsible  for  43,  and  4 
others  18.  In  the  Centre  our  schools  make  a  much  better  show- 
ing, especially  since  the  opening  in  September,  and  this  can  be 
attributed  in  a  large  measure  to  the  bell  placed  on  the  Grammar 
school-house  during  the  summer  vacation,  the  number  of  cases 
having  fallen  from  547  in  1885  to  316  in  1886.  In  Cliftondale  the 
number  has  increased  from  332  in  1885  to  462  in  1886,  and  one  of 
the  teachers  in  this  ward  writes  me  "  That  one  boy  has  been  tardy 
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24,  another  16,  and  a  girl  15  times,"  and  asks,  "  If  the)'  bring  a 
note  asking  to  be  excused,  as  they  were  needed  at  home  to  do 
errands  or  work,  what  is  a  teacher  to  say  to  the  children?"  and 
also  adds  :  "  I  have  felt  lately  that  it  was  bad  for  the  children  to 
be  falling  into  such  a  habit,  and  some  notice  should  be  taken  of  it." 
From  another  school  in  this  ward  the  teacher  writes  me  that  out 
of  the  187  cases,  two  boys  are  responsible  for  60  of  them.  In 
East  Saugus  cases  of  tardiness  have  always  been  much  smaller, 
no  doubt  owing  to  the  fact  that  this  ward  is  much  more  concen- 
trated, and  the  children  have  not  so  far  to  go,  yet  the  number  ot 
cases  here  has  increased  from  120  in  1885  to  216  in  1S86,  in  North 
Saugus  from  145  in  1SS5  to  250  in  1SS6,  while  in  Oaklandvale  it 
has  dropped  from  47  in  1S85  to  21  in  1S86.  We  certainly  trust 
that  the  parents  of  our  children  will  see  from  this  how  important 
it  is  thot  they  should  become  interested  in  this  matter,  and  en- 
deavor to  start  their  children  from  home  in  season  to  reach  their 
schools  before  the  opening  hour. 

SALARI1>. 

The  salaries  of4  our  Intermediate,  Primary  and  Mixed  school- 
teachers were  advanced  fifty  cents  per  week,  and  that  of  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  High  School  to  $1000  per  annum.  It  was  only  by 
the  strictest  economy  that  we  were  enabled  to  make  this  advance, 
keep  our  schools  running  the  full  3S  weeks,  and  keep  within  the 
appropriation,  but  we  find  that  the  salaries  of  our  teachers  are  90 
much  below  those  of  the  surrounding  towns  and  cities  that  we  felt 
fully  justified  in  taking  this  step. 

OUR    HIGH    SCHOOL. 

We  have  often  been  asked,  what  was  the  use  of  teaching  so 
many  studies  in  our  High  School,  that  would  in  all  probability  be 
of  n  >  practical  benefit  to  the  scholars  in  after  years,  such  as  Geom- 
etry, Algebra.  Latin,  French,  etc.,  an  1  if  we  were  obliged  to  have 
such  studies,  why  not  allow  the  scholars  to  select  such  of  the 
coursesas  they  desired  to  study?     Your  commiitee  gave  a  good 
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deal  of  consideration  to  this  matter  two  years  ago,  and  after  con- 
ferring with  agents  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Prin- 
cipal of  our  High  School,  adopted  the  course  as  it  is  now  laid  out. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  allow  each  scholor  to  select  his  own 
studies,  as  it  would  require  so  many  more  classes,  and  besides,  we 
doubt  if  a  scholar,  upon  entering  our  High  School,  has  arrived  at 
that  point  of  maturity  that  would  enable  him  or  her  to  select  such 
studies  as  would  prove  the  most  beneficial  in  after  years.  We  do 
not  expect  every  scholar  to  become  a  civil  engineer  because  he  has 
been  obliged  to  study  Geometry,  neither  do  we  expect  them  all  to 
become  book-keepers  because  we  teach  Book-keeping,  or  all  to 
become  architects  because  we  teach  Drawing,  neither  do  we  ex- 
pect all  our  boys  to  become  Congressmen  because  we  teach  His. 
tbry,  Civil  Government,  etc.  :  but  we  do  expect  that  some  of  them 
will  become  at  least  good  business  men.  and  have  something  to  do 
with  banks  and  bankers,  architects,  artists  and  artisans,  and  all  to 
become  good,  intelligent  citizens. 

The  most  of  our  studies  are  by  law  required  to  be  taught,  in 
order  that  we  may  participate  in  the  State  School  Fund,  and  we 
do  not  think  that  any  scholars  who  will  apply  themselves  as  they 
should,  and  give  sufficient  time  to  their  studies  outside  of  the 
school-room,  would  find  our  course,  as  now  laid  out,  too  difficult 
to  master.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  matter  of  fact  that  fault  has 
been  found  by  some  parents  because  the  studies  were  considered 
too  easy,  but  we  think  that  a  good  deal  of  the  responsibility  of 
success  or  failure  remains  with  the  scholars  themselves.  Children 
are  not  all  alike  in  mental  capacity,  any  more  than  in  physical 
ability,  and  what  some  would  consider  an  easy  task  to  perform 
others  might  pronounce  hard.  Our  High  School  is  increasing  in 
numbers  yearly,  and  although  we  have  but  the  small  class  of  five 
to  graduate  this  year,  we  hope  that  the  middle  class,  which  now 
numbers  fifteen,  will  all  be  promoted  to  the  first  class  of  next  year. 
Of  the  class  of  26  who  entered  this  year  nearly  all  remain,  and  we 
trust  that  another  equally  as  large  will  enter  this  year.  Our  Prin- 
cipal  and   Assistant   both   speak   in   high  terms  of  the  class  who 
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entered  this  year,  which  reflects   much   credit  on   our   Grammar 
school-teachers. 

CHANGE    OF    GRADE    IN    WARD    THREE. 

No  promotions  were  made  this  year  in  Cliftondale,  thus  rais- 
ing the  grade  in  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  schools,  and  leav- 
ing but  two  classes  in  the  Grammar  grade,  as  at  East  Saugus.  In 
March  Mr.  J.  F.  Prince,  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  visited 
all  of  our  schools,  spending  three  days  in  the  different  wards,  and 
on  the  afternoon  of  March  5th  met  all  our  teachers  in  the  High 
School  room,  when  he  criticised  their  work,  pointing  out  the 
weak  places  and  giving  them  some  timely  suggestions  as  to  im- 
provements. Before  leaving,  Mr.  Prince  expressed  himself  as 
beino-  well  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  our  schools.  On  the 
whole  we  believe  our  schools  are  in  a  good,  prosperous  condition. 
A  year  ot  good  work  has  been  done.  We  have  a  corps  of  active, 
earnest,  conscientious  teachers,  whose  hearts  are  in  their  work, 
and  who  are  alive  to  all  new  methods  and  measures  which  prom- 
ise to  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  school  system.  While  the 
people  are  sometimes  slow  to  see  the  needs  in  this  direction,  yet 
there  is  no  more  popular  cause  on  the  face  of  the  globe  to-day 
than  the  cause  of  education,  and  as  long  as  the  world  sees  and 
knows  that  Ww  knowledge  is  power,"  we  trust  the  public  schools  of 
our  town  will  receive  that  hearty  endorsement  and  generous  sup- 
port which  in  justice  we  think  they  deserve.

The  Auditors  would  criticise  the  custom  of  giving  the  Tax 
Collector  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  abate- 
ments and  discounts,  as  this  enables  the  Collector  to  show  the 
Treasurer's  receipts  for  cash  for  the  whole  amount,  whereas  he  has 
paid  the  Treasurer  in  cash  the  amount  less  abatements  and  dis- 
counts. For  instance,  the  Collector  shows  one  receipt  for  $2,000, 
apparently  all  cash,  when  he  only  paid  $1,291.75  in  cash.  Again, 
he  holds  a  receipt  for  $1,500,  cash,  when  he  only  paid  in  cash 
$932.53.  "We  think  that  as  the  abatements  show  on  Selectmen's 
and  Collector's  accounts,  this  is  enough,  and  it  only  confuses  the 
accounts  to  pay  them  into  the  Treasurer  as  cash.  We  consider 
it  unnecessary  for  the  Collector  to  hold  as  much  as  $1,200  back, 
and  would  also  recommend  that  he  keep  a  cash  account.

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REPORT   OF  AUDITORS. 

The  Auditors  for  1887  make  the  following  statements  in  order 
that  the  tax  payers  and  others  may  understand  their  position  in 
regard  to  the  W.  P.  Copp  defalcation. 

1st.  — That  the  Auditors  did  not  have  satisfactory  evidence  that 
W.  P.  Copp  was  short  in  his  accounts  until  the  middle  of  the 
month  of  February.  Up  to  that  time  Mr.  Copp  claimed  that  the 
Auditors  had  not  gone  through  his  accounts  correctly,  and  that  he 
could  show  everything  to  be  all  right,  but  he  put  off  meeting  with 
the  Auditors,  from  time  to  time,  until  they  positively  refused  to 
wait  any  longer. 

2d. — That  Mr.  Copp  claimed,  after  a  careful  personal  exami- 
nation of  one  year's  tax,  jointly  with  the  Auditors,  and  his  own  ex- 
amination of  the  other  years,  that  the  entire  shortage  (about 
$4,500)  was  caused  by  items  which  he  had  overlooked,  and  said  he 
would  make  good  the  amount  immediately,  stating  he  was  good 
for  every  dollar,  and  would  pay  it  before  the  annual  Town  Meeting, 
or  directly  after. 

3d.  —  That  immediately  after  the  Auditors  found  Mr.  Copp 
short  in  his  accounts,  they  notified  the  Town  Treasurer,  who  is 
also  one  of  the  bondsmen. 

4th.  —  That  the  annual  Town  Report  being  then  in  the  printer's 
hands,  and  almost  completed,  it  was  too  late  to  incorporate  it  in 
that  Report. 

5th.  —  Mr.  Copp  having  failed  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  the 
sum  deficient,  the  Auditors  notified  the  Selectmen  at  the  close  of 
the  March  Meeting  of  the  exact  state  of  affairs,  and  felt  that  they 
had  then  discharged  their  entire  duty  in  the  matter. 

6th.  — That,  on  the  following  day,  one  of  the  Selectmen  carefully 
questioned  one  of  the  Auditors,  and  asked  him  if  they  were  posi- 
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tive  of  the  facts  as  they  had  stated  them  about  Mr.  Copp,  saying 
that  one  of  the  Selectmen  regarded  them  only  as  clerical  errors 
which  could  be  explained  by  Mr.  Copp  ;  but  he  was  informed  that 
there  could  be  no  doubt  of  the  fact,  and  that  Mr.  Copp  had  ac- 
knowledged it  was  so. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Town,  after  having  special  atten- 
tion called  to  the  matter  by  the  several  Boards  of  Auditors  for 
years,  still  allowed  the  amount  of  uncollected  taxes  to  increase  to 
such  an  extent,  and  thus  rendered  possible  so  great  a  defalcation.

The  position  into  which  we  have  been  thrust  by  the  Auditors 
of  18S7  in  relation  to  our  connection  with  the  alleged  defalcation 
of  Ex-Tax-Collector  Warren  P.  Copp,  as  set  forth  in  a  Chapter 
of  Declarations  over  their  signatures,  justifies  us  in  making 
public  the  following  comments. 

In  their  first  statement  it  is  declared  that  they  did  not  have 
sufficient  evidence  that  Mr.  Copp  was  short  up  to  the  middle  of 
February,  which  to  us  seems  to  be  an  admission  on  their  part 
that  they  at  least  had  some  suspicion  that  all  was  not  right 
previous  to  this  time.  That  after  the  middle  of  February  and 
prior  to  the  time  of  our  March  meeting  they  must  have  been 
absolutely  convinced  that  Mr.  Copp  was  short  to  the  extent  of 
$4,500.00,  or  they  certainly  would  not  have  considered  the  pos- 
sibility of  entertaining  his  proposition  to  pay  up  before  the  annual 
Town  meeting,  or  directly  after. 

They  report  that  immediately  after  knowing  the  shortage,  they 
reported  to  the  Treasurer.  In  our  minds  there  is  some  obscurity 
as  to  the  time  when  the  report  was  made,  whether  at  the  time  their 
suspicions  were  at  first  aroused,  on  or  about  the  date  of  settle- 
ment, or  at  the  later  date  when  they  were  satisfied  he  was  short. 
It  would  seem  that  the  fact  of  the  Town  Reports  being  in  the 
printer's  hands  and  almost  completed  would  hardly  be  sufficient 
reason  to  withold  from  those  interested  such  important  informa- 
tion, which,  no  one  doubts  could  have  been  given,  had  the 
Auditors  displayed  as  much  ingenuity  then  as  they  have  since  in 
attempting  to  shift  the  responsibility.  If  the  Auditors  failed  to 
notify  the  Selectmen  of  the  exact  condition  of  affairs  until  the 
close  of  the  March  meeting,  and  according  to  their  own  admission, 
were  suspicious  from  the  day  of  settlement.  January  12th.  up  to 
the  middle  of  February,  at  which  time  they  were  satisfied  he  was 
a  defaulter,  and  then  suffered  the  Selectmen  to  be  in  ignorance  of 
the  fact  up  to  March  5th,  a  period  of  nearly  two  months,  and 
having  previously,  over  their  signatures,  reported  to  the  Town 
that  they  had  examined  the  Books  and  vouchers  of  the  several 
Boards  of  Officers  and  found  them  correct.  We  submit  the 
question — did  they  do  their  duty  ? 


Iii  this  matter  of  examining  accounts,  the  Auditors  are  superior 
to  all  other  officers,  and  are  not  required  to  report  to  the  Select- 
men, but  to  the  Town.  We  ask,  did  they  do  their  entire  duty 
when  they  subscribed  to  the  report  that  all  accounts  were  correct, 
when  they  knew  that  Mr.  Copp  was  a  defaulter  to  the  amount  of 
$4,500.00?  Did  they  do  their  duty  when  they  suffered  our  March 
meeting  to  be  dissolved  and  not  make  their  statement  to  the 
proper  tribunal,  the  people,  for  them  to  pass  upon  since  it  was 
choked  out  of  the  printed  Town  reports  because  so  late?  Of  the 
two  means  of  information  furnished  to  the  Selectmen  concerning 
Mr.  Copp's  accounts,  which  was  the  stronger?  Their  official 
statement  in  which  they  declared  his  accounts  were  correct,  or  a 
verbal  statement  mentioned  incidentally  at  the  close  of  Town 
meeting,  that  Mr.  Copp  had  not  paid  into  the  Treasury  all  the 
money  his  books  showed  to  have  been  collected  ;  that  they  had  no 
reason  to  charge  dishonesty  but  believed  he  would  shortly  pay  the 
amount  thus  witheld,  in  which  opinion  the  members  of  the  Board 
shared.

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ROAD  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 

The  Road  Commissioners,  in  presenting  their  report  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1888,  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  people  of 
Saugus  to  the  fact  that  they  have  carried  out  the  plan  of  the 
former  Board  of  Commissioners  in  trying  to  improve  and  repair  at 
the  same  time,  by  widening  a  little  here  and  there  as  needed  ;  also 
by  mowing  the  bushes  at  the  side  of  the  road,  which  was  much 
needed,  for  if  not  properly  attended  to  every  year  they  will  en- 
croach upon  the  road,  making  it  very  narrow. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  bad  one,  causing  a  great  amount 
of  extra  labor  in  the  Highway  Department.  Our  streets  were  left 
in  a  very  bad  condition  by  the  Water  Commissioners.  It  has  also 
been  a  very  wet  season,  which  has  caused  extra  outlay  in  repair- 
ing washouts  and  culverts,  especially  on  the  Herring  road,  which 
has  been  a  great  source  of  trouble  in  years  past.  It  has  now  been 
put  in  such  good  repair  that  no  future  trouble  is  anticipated. 

The  bridge  at  Pranker's  mills,  which  was  in  a  very  decayed  and 
unsafe  condition,  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one,  wider  and 
straighter,  having  hard  pine  stringers,  instead  of  spruce,  thus 
making  a  substantial  bridge. 

The  sum  of  $50  was  appropriated  by  the  Town  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  the  ledge  in  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  residence  of 
Dr.  Sawyer,  on  Summer  Street.  While  a  few  dollars  extra  were 
necessary  to  complete  the  work,  the  result  was  satisfactory,  mak- 
ing what  was  a  dangerous  place  an  ornament  to  the  Town. 

The  extra  sum  appropriated  for  Jasper  Street  has  been  ex- 
pended, making  the  much  needed  repairs  thereon. 

A  vote  was  passed  in  1887,  at  the  annual  March  Meeting,  au- 
thorizing the  Commissioners  to  make  arrangements  to  drain  the 
water  off  Lincoln  Avenue,  on  the  row.  A  fifteen-inch  pipe  has 
been  laid  across  the  Avenue  to  carry  off  the  surface  water,  which 
has  caused  much  inconvenience  to  the  residents  of  that  vicinity. 

While  the  Commissioners  have  excedeed  their  appropriation  by 
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a  few  hundred  dollars,  they  feel  it 'has  been  spent  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Town,  as  the  results  will  show. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Town,  accepting  the  streets 
on  the  so  called  Homes,  Cliftondale,  we  would  recommend  the  ap- 
propriation of  $3,500  for  the  ensuing  year.

TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 

In  presenting  our  First  Annual  Report,  it  seems  to  us  fitting 
that  we  should  first  acknowledge  the  obligation  of  our  citizens  to 
those  whose  generous  contributions  have  provided  the  Town  with 
a  Free  Public  Library.  Especially  should  we  recoguize  in  this 
public  way  the  disinterested  generosity  of  Samuel  M.  Feltox  of 
Philadelphia,  whose  gifts,  first  to  the  High  School  Library,  and 
afterward  to  the  Public  Library,  in  which  the  former  was  merged, 
aggregate  about  $450.  Such  liberality  is  alike  honorable  to  the 
giver  and  beneficial  to  the  community. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  your  Board  of  Trustees,  a  Committee 
was  appointed  to  examine  the  Library  presented  by  the  Saugus 
Free  Public  Library  Association,  and  accepted  by  the  Town  at  its 
Annual  Meeting,  March,  1888.  1,418  volumes  were  found,  with 
few  exceptions,  in  excellent  condition.  The  books  had  evidently 
been  chosen  with  great  care,  and  included  a  due  proportion  of 
History.  Science,  Travels,  and  works  of  solid  literary  character. 
as  well  as  the  higher  grades  of  Fiction,  necessary  in  every  popular 
Library.  The  high  praise  which  has  been  awarded  the  selection 
by  many  competent  judges,  warrants  a  just  pride  in  this  beginning, 
which  we  hope  is  only  the  nucleus  of  a  large  and  flourishing  Town 
Library. 

We  have  reason  also  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  char- 
acter of  our  accommodations.  Few  of  the  smaller  Towns  have  a 
pleasanter  Library  Room,  or  one  more  conveniently  furnished. 
The  shelf  room  already  provided  will  be  amply  sufficient  for  all 
the  additions  likely  to  be  made  in  the  near  future. 
8 
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The  Library  is  classified  and  the  Catalogue  arranged  upon  the 
Dewey  system.  The  method  adopted  for  the  loaning  of  books, 
—  the  same  as  that  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  —  is  all  that 
could  be  desired. 

The  Managing  Committee  of  the  Saugus  Public  Library  Asso- 
ciation, thought  best  to  provide  for  the  free  delivery  of  books  in 
those  parts  of  the  Town  remote  from  the  Library,  whenever  the 
convenience  of  any  considerable  number  of  patrons  demanded  it, 
and  books  were  being  delivered  regularly,  every  Wednesday,  at 
East  Saugus,  when  the  Library  was  transferred  to  the  Town. 
This  arrangement  was  so  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  that  village, 
that  we  decided  to  continue  it,  and  the  slight  expense  incurred, 
has  thus  far  been  paid  from  the  money  received  from  fines. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  year,  consist  largely  of 
Official  Reports,  and  other  Public  Documents,  from  the  National 
and  State  Governments.  While  these  are  not  widely  read,  they 
contain  much  important  matter,  and  no  Public  Library  is  con- 
sidered complete  without  them.  Besides  these,  a  number  of  vol- 
umes have  been  donated,  and  a  small  sum,  received  from  enter- 
tainments given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library,  has  been  expended 
for  new  books.  The  Magazines  which  have  been  bound  during 
the  year,  were  almost  entirely  obtained  through  donations,  or 
exchanges  of  duplicate  numbers  already  on  hand.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  our  best  citizens  have  manifested  their  interest  in  building 
up  the  Magazine  Department  of  our  Library  by  valuable  donations. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  interest  will  deepen  and  extend,  as  the 
circulation  of  the  volumes  on  hand  is  constantly  increasing,  and 
no  department  furnishes  more  varied  and  valuable  reading. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  overstate  the  value  of  the  Public  Library 
as  an  educational  factor  among  our  people.  Not  for  a  long  time 
could  our  High  School  have  hoped  to  secure  for  itself  so  valuable 
a  supply  of  books  of  reference  and  supplementary  reading  as  is 
already  provided  through  access  to  our  Library.  We  are  glad  to 
note  also  that  there  is  an  increasing  call  for  books  of  general  infor- 
mation, and  elementary  science,  from  the  pupils  of  the  lower 
schools.  No  less  important  are  the  advantages  afforded  our  young 
people  to  continue  their  education  after  leaving  school,  especially 
those,  who,  through   unavoidable  circumstances,  have   not  fullv 
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availed  themselves  of  their  school  privileges.  We  believe  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  people  of  Saugus,  like  those  of 
many  of  the  Towns  about  us,  will  consider  the  Public  Library,  as 
well  as  the  Public  School,  indispensable  to  the  intellectual  and 
moral  well-being  of  her  citizens. 

Our  Library  cannot  hope  for  increasing  circulation  and  steady 
progress,  unless  the  quautity  and  variety  of  its  contents  are  con- 
tinually increasing.  Not  even  the  present  standard  of  excellence 
can  be  maintained  without  money  to  purchase  new  books  to  take  the 
place  of  those  constantly  wearing  out.  In  consideration  of  the 
financial  burdens  already  resting  upon  the  Town,  we  have  decided 
to  ask  for  a  smaller  appropriation  than  we  should  otherwise  have 
deemed  absolutely  necessary.  We  respectfully  recommend  that 
$100  be  appropriated  for  current  expenses,  and  $100  for  the  pur- 
chase of  new  books.

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 


ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 

Article  6  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Engineers 
of  the  Fire  Department  requires  the  Chief  Engineer  to  make  to 
the  Town,  annually,  a  detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the  De- 
partment, and  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  same.  Also  all  losses 
and  accidents  by  fire  that  may  happen  in  the  Town,  with  the  in- 
surance thereon. 

The  Department  was  organized  Sept.  17,  1888,  by  the  appoint- 
ment, by  the  Selectmen,  of  James  F.  Pratt,  of  Saugus  Centre, 
Walter  S.  Dodge,  of  Cliftondale,  and  Chas.  I.  Hitchings,  of  East 
Saugus,  as  a  Board  of  Engineers.  The  Board  was  organized  with 
C.  I.  Hitchings  as  Chief,  aud  W.  S.  Dodge,  Clerk.  Regular  meet- 
ings first  Monday  of  each  mouth,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  7.30  p.m. 

The  Department  cousists  of  a  Chief  Engineer,  two  Assistant 
Engineers,  and  one  hundred  and  five  members,  divided  into  three 
companies.  Hose  No.  1,  located  at  Saugus  Centre;  Joseph  Mc- 
Gilvray,  Foreman;  William  Fredrickson,  Asst.  Foreman;  S.  W. 
Mansfield,  Clerk.  Hose  No.  2,  located  at  Cliftondale;  Clarence 
Coates,  Foreman  ;  J.  M.  Hall,  Asst.  Foreman  ;  Alfred  Sachsse, 
Clerk.  Hose  No.  3,  located  at  East  Saugus;  Cyrus  W.  Oliver, 
Foreman  ;  Chas.  W.  Dearborn,  Asst.  Foreman  ;  B.  F.  Calley,  Jr., 
Clerk. 

APPARATUS    AND    EQUIPMENTS. 

Three  one-horse  hose  wagons,  built  by  Sawyer  &  Chase,  of 
Lynn  ;  2,400  feet  of  hose  ;  six  Callahan  pipes,  with  patent  nozzles  ; 
six  Babcock  chemical  extinguishers  ;  three  45-foot  extension  lad- 
ders, built  by  the  Somerville  Extension  Ladder  Co.  ;  three  20-foot

roof  ladders  ;  six  hydrant  gates  ;  three  crowbars  ;  three  fire  axes  ; 
three  plaster  hooks ;  six  nickel-plated  lanterns ;  nine  hydrant 
wrenches  ;  thirty-six  spanners  ;  eighteen  belts  ;  three  white  rubber 
coats  ;  eighteen  black  rubber  coats  ;  three  white  fire  hats  ;  eighteen 
black  fire  hats  ;  six  ladder  dogs  ;  three  hammers  ;  twelve  hose  sus- 
penders ;  three  one-gallon  oil  cans  :  three  half-pint  oilers  ;  twelve 
carriage  sponges  ;  nine  chamois  skins  ;  six  galvanized  iron  water 
pails;  three  wagon  jacks  ;  three  canvas  covers  for  wagons.  The 
apparatus  and  equipments  are  all  new,  first-class,  aud  in  good 
order.  They  are  divided  equally  between  the  three  Companies. 
There  are  eighty  hydrants  connected  with  the  service. 

The  present  accommodations  for  the  Department  are  not  what 
we  could  desire,  but  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  would  not 
admit  of  an}7  outlay  being  asked  for  at  present  in  that  direction. 

Hose  No.  1  is  housed  in  the  stable  of  Engineer  Pratt,  at  Saugus 
Centre.  The  Company  have  no  rooms  for  meeting  except  the 
Town  Hall.  Hose  No.  2  is  housed  in  the  stable  of  Mrs.  Raddin, 
Cliftondale.  There  is  a  room  connected  which  answers  very  well 
for  Company  meetings.  Hose  No.  3  is  located  at  the  stable  of 
B.  F.  Galley,  East  Saugus.  William  Sutton  Lodge  of  Masons 
has  very  kindly  offered  the  use  of  their  rooms  in  the  second  story 
of  Geo.  W.  Sisson's  building,  at  a  moderate  rent. 

FIRES    AND    ALARMS. 

September  20.  —  Alarm  from  burning  of  a  dwelling  house  at 
Franklin  Park.  Hose  No.  2  responded,  but  there  being  no  supply 
of  water  no  service  was  performed. 

September  26.  — Fire  in  the  dwelling  house  owned  and  occupied 
by  Enoch  T.  Kent,  Cliftondale.  Caused  by  overheating  of  open 
fire-place.     Loss  $75  ;  insurance  $3,000.     Hose  No.  2  responded. 

EXPENDITURES. 

The  amount  expended  has  been  quite  large,  and  must  necessarily 
be  for  the  next  few  years.  The  amount  paid  out  for  apparatus 
and  equipments  is  $2,813.61.  Rent,  use  of  wagons,  fuel,  etc., 
$69.25.     Total,  $2,882.86. 

The  most  pressing  need  of  the  Department  at  the  present  time 
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is  a  system  of  fire  alarms.  The  available  force  in  each  village  is 
at  the  extreme  only  two  streams,  and  only  one  should  the  fire  be 
over  four  hundred  feet  from  a  hydrant.  Should  a  fire  occur  in  the 
night,  requiring  more  than  this  force,  much  valuable  time  would  be 
lost  before  the  apparatus  from  either  of  the  other  villages  could  be 
procured.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Town,  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  introduce  a  system 
of  fire  alarms.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS, 

Article  1 .  Each  Company  shall  consist  of  as  many  men  as  the 
Board  of  Engineers  shall  appoint,  and  they  shall  take  charge  of 
all  apparatus  in  their  respective  houses. 

Art.  2.  Members  to  be  appointed  may  be  nominated  by  the 
Company,  and  the  Foreman  shall  send  a  list  of  the  names  of  per- 
sons they  may  wish  to  have  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Engineers. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Engineers  may  accept  or  re- 
ject any  or  all  applications,  and  fill  the  same  with  some  persous  of 
their  own  choice,  and  provided,  further,  that  no  person  shall  act 
as  a  member  in  any  Company  until  approved  and  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Engineers,  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  who  is  not 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  nor  any  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of 
Saugus. 

Art.  3.  The  Officers  of  each  Company  shall  consist  of  a  Fore- 
man, Assistant  Foreman,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Steward. 

Art.  4.  The  Foreman  of  each  Company  shall  have  immediate 
command  and  be  directly  responsible  for  its  discipline  and  condi- 
tion, and  also  for  the  proper  care  of  the  apparatus  and  equip- 
ments, and  see  that  they  are  always  in  condition  for  immediate 
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use,  and  shall  also  see  that  the  snow  is  cleared  from  in  front  of 
their  respective  houses. 

He  shall  receipt  for  all  the  property  that  comes  into  his  hands, 
and  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  in 
the  month  of  December  of  each  year,  a  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  apparatus,  with  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  entrusted  to 
his  care  and  belonging  to  the  Town.  He  shall  see  that  no  property 
in  his  charge,  belonging  to  the  Department,  is  loaned  to  any  person 
without  an  order  from  the  Chief  Engineer. 

At  fires  when  his  apparatus  is  the  first  to  reach  the  fire,  he  shall 
assume  command  of  the  force  that  may  come  until  relieved  by  an 
Engineer ;  he  shall  then  resume  command  of  his  Company. 

Whenever,  after  a  fire,  one  Company  shall  find  in  its  possession 
property  belonging  to  another  Company,  the  Foreman  shall  take 
measures  to  have  the  same  promptly  returned. 

Art.  5.  The  Assistant  Foremen,  in  addition  to  their  duties  as 
hose  and  ladder  men,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  Foremen,  per- 
form all  the  duties  and  exercise  the  authority  of  the  Foremen,  and 
be  held  to  a  like  responsibility. 

Art.  6.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  and  exercise  supreme 
command  at  all  the  fires  over  the  Engineers,  officers,  members  of 
the  Department,  and  all  persons  present. 

He  shall  have  charge  of  all  supplies  and  issue  them  upon  requi- 
sitions, under  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

He  shall  visit  the  houses  of  the  Department  as  often  as  practi- 
cable, and  see  that  all  the  property  is  in  good  order. 

He  shall  annually  make  to  the  Town  a  detailed  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
same.  Also  all  losses  and  accidents  by  fire  that  may  happen  in 
the  Town,  with  the  causes  thereof,  as  well  as  they  may  be  ascer- 
tained ;  also  the  description  and  number  of  the  buildings  and  other 
property  destroyed  or  injured,  and  the  names  of  the  owners,  with 
the  amount  of  insurance  thereon  ;  the  report  to  be  published  with 
the  annual  report  of  the  officers  of  the  Town. 

He  shall  have  power  to  suspend  any  officer  or  member  of  the 
Department  for  insubordination  or  disorderly  conduct,  and  unless 
such  officer  or  member  shall  have  been  previously  reinstated  by 
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the  Chief  he  shall  report  such  suspension  to  the  Board  of  Engineers 
at  their  next  meeting. 

He  shall  superintend  the  tearing  down  of  any  building  not  on 
fire  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  stop  the  spreading  of  a  fire. 

Art.  7.  Each  Assistant  Engineer  shall  have  a  direct  personal 
supervision  over  the  Ward  in  which  he  resides  and  within  the  lim- 
its of  which  he  shall  have  command  at  all  times,  subject  only  to 
the  Chief  Engineer.  He  shall  also  do  duty  in  such  other  districts 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

He  shall  see  that  proper  discipline  is  maintained  and  observed 
by  the  officers  and  men  under  his  command,  and  that  the  orders 
and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  are  properly  enforced. 
He  shall  assist  the  Chief  Engineer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  in  his  absence  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Chief. 

Art.  8.  On  an  alarm  of  fire,  all  members  shall  repair  immedi- 
ately to  the  house  and  assist  in  conveying  the  apparatus  to  the 
place  of  fire,  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  extinguish  the  same,  in 
preserving  life  and  property,  and  doing  such  duty  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  them  by  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  in  command. 

Art.  9.  They  shall  avoid  opening  the  doors  and  windows  of  a 
building  where  a  fire  may  be  until  a  supply  of  water  can  be  pro- 
cured. 

Art.  10.  The  first  Company  arriving  at  a  fire  may  lay  a  line  of 
hose  ;  the  second  line  not  to  be  laid  without  orders  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  or  his  Assistants,  except  in  their  absence,  then  the  officer 
in  charge  may  at  his  discretion. 

Art.  11.  Any  Company  arriving  at  a  fire  and  finding  an  incom- 
plete line  of  hose  laid  out  from  any  hydrant,  shall  attach  to  and 
lengthen  out  such  line  until  the  fire  is  reached.  The  line  so  length- 
ened shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Company  laying  it. 

Art.  12.  The  first  member  arriving  at  the  house  in  response  to 
an  alarm  shall  have  command  of  the  Company  until  the  arrival  of 
an  officer. 

Art.  13.     In  returning  from  a  fire  the  members  shall  proceed 
in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner. 
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Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members  on  their  return  from 
a  fire  or  practice  to  assist  in  making  a  change  of  hose. 

Art.  15.  No  Company  belonging  to  this  Department  shall  leave 
the  Town  with  its  apparatus  without  special  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Engineers,  except  to  a  fire,  and  then  they  shall  first  ob- 
tain permission  of  some  one  of  the  Engineers  before  leaving.  In 
case  an  Engineer  cannot  be  communicated  with,  the  Foreman  or 
Assistant  Foreman  may  use  his  discretion  in  regard  to  the  same. 

Art.  16.  In  case  any  member  shall  be  found  guilty  of  carrying 
or  allowing  any  one  else  to  carry  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind 
into  any  hose  house  or  room  occupied  by  any  Company  belonging 
to  this  Department,  or  at  a  fire,  to  be  drunk  in  said  house  or  at  a 
fire,  or  shall  become  intoxicated,  or  endeavor  in  any  manner,  at 
any  time,  to  create  a  disturbance,  or  shall  refuse  to  do  his  duty, 
the  person  in  charge  shall  immediately  report  him  or  them  to  the 
Board  of  Engineers. 

Art.  17.  Gambling  is  strictly  prohibited  in  an}7  house  or  room 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Department.  Any  member  violating 
this  Article  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  Department. 

Art.  18.  Each  of  the  Companies  shall  in  the  month  of  April  in 
each  year,  choose  a  Foreman,  Assistant  Foreman,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  require,  in  accord- 
ance with  their  respective  Constitutions  and  in  the  manner  therein 
provided. 

Art.  19.  Any  citizen  desiring  to  visit  any  building  used  by  any 
Company  of  the  Department,  shall  be  courteously  received  and  all 
proper  questions  answered.  But  continual  lounging  or  loitering 
about  the  houses  or  rooms  of  any  Company  of  the  Department,  by 
any  person  not  a  member  of  the  Department,  is  positively  forbidden. 

Art.  "20.  Any  violation  of  the  above  Rules  and  Regulations  by 
any  member  of  the  Department  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause 
for  his  discharge. 

Art.  21.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  shall 
be  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Monday  in 
each  month. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


At  the  close  of  another  financial  year  we  are  reminded  of  a  duty 
we  owe  to  our  fellow  citizens,  namely,  of  laying  before  them  in  a 
clear  and  brief  manner  the  general  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Town,  thus  assisting  by  past  experience  to  arrange  for  our  future 
well-being,  which  certainly  is  of  great  interest  to  every  citizen  who 
has  at  heart  the  welfare  of  the  Town. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  deal  in  detail  only  with  those 
matters  which  strictly  belong  to  this  department.  For  particulars 
relating  to  other  departments  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  their 
respective  places  in  the  general  report.  Your  Board  have  tried 
to  faithfully  fulfil  the  oath  of  office  to  which  they  subscribed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  in  turn  we  wish  to  express  our  ob- 
ligations to  our  citizens  who  have  so  kindly  supported  us  in  our 
attempt  to  make  a  successful  administration,  without  which  sup- 
port the  officials  of  a  growing  community  could  not  hope  for  much 
progress.  We  feel  we  do  not  exaggerate  when  we  say  the  labors 
of  the  Selectmen  are  yearly  increasing,  as  the  Town  grows  in  popu- 
lation, naturally  followed  by  an  increase  in  property  for  taxation  ; 
and  this  condition  of  affairs  will  continue  so  long  as  the  duties  of 
Selectmen  and  Assessors  remain  undivided,  and  we  desire  to  rec- 
ommend the  establishment  of  separate  Boards  of  Selectmen  and 
Assessors,  and  also  the  acceptance  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature, 
permitting  these  officials  to  be  elected  as  our  School  Committee 
are  elected,  viz.,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one 
for  one  year,  which  plan  would  always  provide  for  experienced 
men  on  the  separate  Boards. 

The  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Town  can  be  learned  by 
reference  to  the  Auditor's  Statement,  from  which  it  appears  the 
deficiency  is  larger  than  at  the  close  of  1887,  for  reasons  familiar 
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to  all.  We  regret  to  be  unable  to  congratulate  our  citizens  that 
our  debt  is  not  of  less  dimensions,  and  can  only  add  that  it  be- 
hooves us  to  exercise  care  in  appropriations  and  expenditures  for 
the  year  to  come. 

INCIDENTALS. 

We  have  exceeded  our  appropriation  for  incidentals,  because  of 
many  unusual  demands  which  could  not  be  anticipated,  and  which 
it  was  necessary  to  honor  upon  presentation  ;  among  them  may  be 
mentioued  the  sum  of  $100  due  for  street  lighting  in  1887  ;  $392 
paid  City  of  Lynn  for  hydrant  service  ;  $750  in  settlement  of  suit 
at  law  with  L.  Walter  Copp,  together  with  counsel  fees  of  $337.45  ; 
and  $500  for  insurance  on  Town  Hall. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  are  admirably  managed  by  those  under  whose 
charge  they  have  been  placed,  and  both  committee  and  teachers 
are  deserving  of  complimentary  notice  at  our  bauds.  A  very  in- 
teresting report  of  this  department  can  be  found  in  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  School  Committee.  The  sum  of  $7,800  was  appropri- 
ated and  has  been  wisely  expended  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  good 
results. 

POOR. 

The  Overseers  are  entitled  to  favorable  mention  for  their  good 
judgment  in  being  able  to  confine  themselves  within  their  appro- 
priation, while  at  the  same  time  they  have  given  that  attention  to 
our  worthy  poor  as  their  condition  required.  The  Town  is  very 
fortunate  in  having  such  able  gentlemen  on  the  Board  of  Overseers. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  roads  of  the  Town  are  in  excellent  condition  and  could  not 
be  placed  in  better  hands,  for  throughout  the  County  it  is  prover- 
bial that  there  are  no  harder  or  smoother  roads  than  are  found  in 
Saugus.  The  cost  of  maintaining  them  is  necessarily  large,  be- 
cause of  so  much  territory,  and  it  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that 
they  could  be  kept  in  their  present  condition  with  a  reduced  ap- 
propriation. 
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STREET    LIGHTING. 

A  contract  for  the  year,  beginning  April  1st,  was  made  with 
Mr.  C.  F.  Clark  to  care  for  and  light  our  street  lanterns.  The 
service  rendered  has  been,  we  believe,  generally  satisfactory,  and 
after  an  adoption  of  the  custom  for  two  years  we  think  the  people 
would  hardly  be  willing  to  dispense  with  it,  and  accordingly  we 
recommend  a  suitable  appropriation  for  its  continuance.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  154  lanterns  which  are  lighted  twenty  nights 
each  month,  at  a  cost  of  3f  cents  per  lantern  per  night. 

SALEM    TURNPIKE. 

The  unexpended  balance  of  this  appropriation  is  $150.90.  This 
highway  is  under  the  immediate  care  of  the  Selectmen,  and  we  can 
report  it  in  good  condition.  The  expenditures  of  late  have  been 
confined  mainly  to  repairs  on  the  road-bed,  but  the  time  is  at  hand 
when  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  erection  of  a  substantial 
fence  along  a  great  portion  of  the  same.  The  County  of  Essex 
assumes  and  pays  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  these  expenditures, 
provided  the  amount  so  expended  does  not  reach  such  a  sum  as 
will  cause  said  seventy-five  per  cent,  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $1000. 

STATE   AID. 

The  amount  paid  under  the  provisions  of  Chapters  301  and  252, 
of  the  Acts  of  1879,  is  $921,  of  which  $793.50  is  reimbursed  by  the 
Commonwealth.  The  names  of  persons  to  whom  this  is  paid  are 
given  in  another  part  of  this  report,  and  the  advantages  derived 
from  this  aid  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 

SUITS. 

The  case  of  L.  W.  Copp  vs.  Town  of  Saugus,  for  personal  in- 
juries alleged  to  have  been  received  from  defects  in  the  highway 
(Main  Street),  has  been  settled  by  the  payment  of  $750  before  the 
case  came  to  trial,  a  course  thought  to  be  a  prudent  one  and  done 
under  advice  of  counsel.  There  is  yet  pending  the  suit  of  Lock- 
wood  vs.  Town  of  Saugus,  to  recover  for  service  rendered  in  prose- 
cution of  illegal  selliug  of  liquor.  The  result  of  this  suit  is  prob- 
lematical.    The  suit  of  Hesseltine  vs.  Town  of  Saugus,  in  the 
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courts  prior  to  Jan.  1st,  has  since  been  settled  by  the  payment  of 
$1,000,  which  relieves  the  Town  of  defending  three  suits  herein 
involved,  all  of  which  grew  out  of  an  alleged  obstruction  in  the 
highway,  near  the  Melrose  line.  We  are  looking  to  other  parties 
for  reimbursement  of  this  sum  and  thus  hope  to  return  the  same 
to  the  Treasury. 

WATER   SUPPLY. 

The  existing  contract  with  the  City  of  Lynn,  under  date  of  July 
18,  1887,  for  five  years,  guarantees  a  satisfactory  supply  for  some 
time  to  come  ;  aud  to  be  able  to  obtain  it  of  so  good  a  quality,  at 
so  reasonable  a  rate,  and  at  the  same  time  to  be  relieved  of  the 
trouble  and  cost  of  caring  for  a  plant  and  system  of  our  own,  to- 
gether with  collecting  the  water  rates  from  takers,  is  a  valuable 
privilege. 

The  number  of  consumers  is  increasing  yearly,  and  the  income 
therefrom  will  assist  in  the  extinguishment  of  our  water  debt. 
Following  is  a  copy  of  contract  with  the  City  of  Lynn  : 


CONTRACT   BETWEEN   THE   CITY   OF   LYNN   AND   THE   TOWN    OF   SAUGUS. 

This  Agreement  made  to  take  effect  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  between  the  City  of  Lynn,  in  the  County  of 
Essex,  of  the  first  part,  thereto  authorized  by  an  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, approved  by  its  Mayor,  June  24th,  1887,  and  the  Town  of  Saugus,  in 
the  County  of  Essex,  of  the  second  part,  thereto  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
the  Town,  passed  in  Town  Meeting  assembled  July  7th,  1887,  witnesselh  : 

1.  That  the  said  parties  cancel  any  and  all  agreements  heretofore  made 
between  the  City  of  Lynn  and  the  second  party  relating  to  rates  or  rents 
for  the  use  of  water  supplied  within  the  territory  of  the  second  party. 

2.  That  the  said  first  party  shall  furnish  to  the  second  party  water  for 
its  inhabitants  from  the  Public  Water  Works  of  the  City  of  Lynn. 

3.  That  the  said  second  party  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  lay  and  main- 
tain all  the  pipes,  hydrants,  and  stop-gates  necessary  for  conveying  the 
water  from  the  pipes  laid  by  the  first  party,  and  distributing  the  water 
within  the  limits  of  the  territory  of  the  second  party. 
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4.  That  for  all  the  water  furnished  by  the  said  first  party  to,  and  used 
by,  the  second  party,  or  by  any  person  within  the  territory  of  the  second 
party,  the  said  first  party  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  collect  water  rents  at 
the  same  rates  and  prices  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  are 
now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  established  by  the  said  first  party,  for  the  use 
of  water  in  the  City  of  Lynn;  provided  that  the  price  to  be  collected  for 
fire  hydrants  shall  be  twenty-eight  dollars  per  year  for  each  three  hundred 
and  fifty  inhabitants,  as  shown  by  the  semi-decennial  census  next  preced- 
ing ;  in  computing  the  amount  the  fraction  shall  not  be  taken  into  account, 
unless  it  exceed  one-half,  when  the  full  price  shall  be  charged ;  said  hy- 
drants to  be  as  many  as  said  second  party  may  determine,  but  not  to  be 
used  for  any  purpose  whatever  except  for  fire  purposes ;  and  that  the 
second  party  shall  not  be  held  responsible  in  any  case  for  the  payment  of 
said  wrater  rates  except  for  water  used  for  hydrants,  public  fountains, 
and  other  Town  purposes. 

5.  That  the  said  first  party  shall  pay  to  the  second  party  in  the  months 
of  June  and  December  of  each  year,  a  rebate  of  thirty-seven  and  one-half 
per  cent,  of  the  rates  collected  for  the  use  of  water  within  the  territory  of 
the  second  party;  provided  that  in  no  consecutive  five  years  shall  this  re- 
bate amount  to  more  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum  of  the  total  cost  of 
pipes,  hydrants,  stop-gates  and  services  laid  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part. 

6.  That  the  said  second  party  may  raise  the  water  rates  within  its 
territory  above  those  charged  by  the  said  City  of  Lynn ;  and,  in  case  the 
water  rates  shall  be  so  raised,  the  first  party  may  retain  to  its  own  use 
five  per  cent,  of  the  excess  of  said  rates  over  the  rates  established  by 
the  said  City  of  Lynn,  and  pay  over  the  balance  of  said  excess  to  the 
second  party,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

7.  That  the  said  first  party  shall  have  care  of  all  ordinary  repairs  of 
pipes,  and  the  actual  cost  of  such  repairs  to  be  paid  by  the  second  party ; 
provided  that  all  extension  of  pipes  is  to  be  done  by  the  second  party. 

8.  That  the  said  first  party  may  at  its  own  expense  take  such  measures 
and  use  such  machines  and  apparatus  for  the  prevention  of  waste  within 
the  territory  of  the  second  party  as  shall  be  taken  and  used  in  the  City  of 
Lynn. 

9.  That  the  said  second  party  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  provide  a 
suitable  person  in  the  villages  of  East  Saugus,  Saugus  Center  and  Clifton- 
dale  and  in  North  Saugus  (if  the  pipes  should  be  extended  to  that  village) 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  shut  off  the  water  in  case  of  a  leak  in  the  main 
pipes. 

10.  That  the  said  first  party  is  in  no  event  to  be  liable  for  damages  in 
consequence  of  a  deficient  water  supply,  nor  for  a  suspension  in  the  supply 
to  said  residents,  caused  by  any  defects  in  the  water  works  of  said  first 
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party ;  nor  for  a  stoppage  in  the  flow  of  water  for  the  purpose  of  making 
reasonable  repairs  and  alterations  in  said  works ;  nor  any  damages  caused 
by  defects  in  the  highway  by  reason  of  the  obligations  assumed  by  said 
first  party  under  this  contract ;  nor  for  any  of  its  acts  under  the  same. 

11.  That  the  said  second  party  shall  pass  and  enact  the  like  rules  and 
regulations  as  to  the  use  of  water  within  its  territory  as  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  in  force  in  the  City  of  Lynn,  with  like  penalties  for  their 
violation;  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  conflict  with  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

12.  That  the  said  second  party  shall  furnish  a  map  of  its  territory  to 
the  first  party,  and  from  time  to  time  make  prompt  additions  thereto,  so 
as  to  show  all  streets  in  which  pipes  are  laid,  and  the  location  of  all  pipes, 
hydrants,  and  stop-gates. 

13.  This  agreement  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  five  years 
from  April  1st,  1887. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  parties  to  these  presents  —  of  the  first  part 
by  its  Mayor,  and  of  the  second  part  by  its  Selectmen  —  have  hereunto  set 
their  hands  and  seals  this  Eighteenth  day  of  July,  1887.

FIRE. 

This  department  has  made  a  steady  and  healthy  advance,  when 
we  consider  that  less  than  a  year  has  elapsed  since  the  date  of 
organization  ;  and  we  look  forward  to  the  time  when  we  can  speak 
in  terms  of  highest  praise  of  the  achievements  of  our  Fire  Com- 
panies. With  new  apparatus,  and  an  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of 
our  young  men,  which  is  creditable,  we  predict  for  ourselves  a 
protection  against  fire  which  at  any  time  may  overtake  us. 
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TAXES. 

By  reason  of  the  default  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  of  1885, 
1886  and  1887,  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  a  large  portion  of  the 
taxes  assessed  for  those  years,  and  which  we  believe  to  have  been 
collected,  we  have  directed  our  counsel  to  take  such  measures  as 
seemed  necessary  to  protect  the  Town  against  loss,  by  calling 
upon  his  bondsmen  to  meet  their  obligation.  The  apparent  short- 
age for  the  year  1885,  is  $1,807.93  ;  1886,  $7,072.35  ;  and  1887, 
$12,217.79,  as  advised  by  the  Auditing  Committee.  The  Col- 
lector's bond  for  each  year  as  above,  is  $10,000.00,  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  sureties  is  such  that  we  feel  warranted  in  saying  that 
the  prospective  loss  to  the  Town  cannot  exceed  the  difference  be- 
tween the  bond  and  apparent  shortage  of  1887.  We  advise  a 
more  frequent  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Collector,  thus 
reducing  the  chances  of  disaster  to  the  minimum. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  other  departments  calls  have  been  made  for  expenditures  of 
the  public  funds  for  which  no  specific  appropriations  have  been 
made,  and  your  Board  have  deemed  it  wise  to  honor  bills  of  such 
a  nature  as  this  condition  of  affairs  seemed  to  justify. 

For  Free  Public  Library,  $140.73. 

Repairs  on  bridge  at  East  Saugus,  $539.93,  necessitated  by  the 
dangerous  condition  of  the  foundation,  part  of  which  cost  is  paid 
by  the  City  of  Lynn. 

Our  estimate  of  appropriations  needed  for  the  ensuing  year,  is 
as  follows  :  —
